Companions: — Your  Committee  on  By-Laws  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  examined  the  proposed  By-Laws  and  proposed  Amendments  to 
By-Laws  referred  to  them  and  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  that  the  proposed  By-Laws  of  Chapter  No.  261  be  approved. 

Resolve d,  that  the  proposed  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Chapters 
Nos.  52,  166,  206,  233,  237,  243,  246,  262  and  228  be  approved. 

Chapter  No.  91  has  offered  some  Amendments  to  its  By-Laws,  one  of 
which  proposes  an  Amendment  to  Article  IX,  Section  1.  This  Amendment 
proposes  to  strike  out  the  word  1 1  Twenty  ’  ’  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  1  ‘  Ten.  ’  ’  This  is  in  strict  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  Article  XIV,  Section  32.  The  other  point  of  the  proposed 
Amendment  is  correct,  and  the  Committee  offers  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  that  the  proposed  Amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  Chapter 
No.  91  be  approved,  except  the  portion  requesting  the  striking  out  of  the 
word  ‘ 1  Twenty 1  ’  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  ‘  ‘  Ten.  ’  ’

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  presented 
the  following  Annual  Address  reviewing  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  year  and  showing  that  an  enormous  amount 
of  work  had  been  done  by  the  Grand  High  Priest 
and  his  associate  Grand  Officers. 

Companions  of  Grand  Chapter: 

It  seems  but  a  very  short  time  since  you  intrusted 
to  my  care  the  sceptre  of  authority  in  this  Grand 
Chapter,  yet  another  year  has  passed  into  history. 
Following  a  long-established  custom  it  is  my  duty  to 
give  to  you  an  account  of  my  stewardship. 

We  are  jealous  of  the  standing  of  our  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  for  it  has  always  stood  for  that  which  is  good  and 
true  and  noble  in  all  the  land;  during  the  year  we 
have  endeavored  to  bring  to  our  Companions  the  mes¬ 
sage  of  individual  responsibility.  While  we  have  made 
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rapid  gains  in  our  membership  and  at  present  have 
one  hundred  and  fifty  Chapters  with  more  than  fifty 
thousand  on  our  rolls,  we  must  not  forget  that  the 
reputation  of  our  Institution  depends  not  upon  the 
number  of  our  members,  but  upon  the  life  and  char¬ 
acter  of  each  individual  Companion. 

A  review  of  the  work  accomplished  as  contained 
in  the  following  brief  report  affords  me  much  pleas¬ 
ure  in  the  preparation  and  may,  I  trust,  be  acceptable 
to  you. 

Our  relations  with  our  sister  Jurisdictions  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  of  the  most  friendly  and  cordial  charac¬ 
ter  and  throughout  our  own  Jurisdiction  peace,  har¬ 
mony  and  the  usual  prosperity  prevails. 

Obituaries. 

While  we  rejoice  in  our  prosperity  the  angel  of 
death  has  summoned  many  of  our  Companions  to 
their  Eternal  Home,  one  of  whom  was  a  member  of 
our  official  family. 

Companion  William  E.  Murphey,  who  was  ap¬ 
pointed  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor¬ 
respondence,  December  27, 1916,  was  a  man  of  strong 
character,  faithful  to  every  trust  and  loved  by  every 
one  whose  privilege  it  was  to  know  him.  He  en¬ 
tered  into  rest  December  5,  1921. 

“Life  is  a  narrow  vale  between  the  cold  and  barren  peaks  of  two  eterni¬ 
ties.  We  strive  in  vain  to  look  beyond  the  heights — we  cry  aloud  and  the 
only  answer  is  the  echo  of  our  own  wailing  cry.  From  the  voiceless  lips  of

Irregularities. 

The  General  Returns  from  Chapters  for  1920  show 
a  number  of  violations  of  the  Constitution,  Rules, 
Regulations  and  Edicts.  The  Grand  High  Priest  to 
whom  such  matters  are  referred  is  then  asked  to 
heal  the  irregularities.  .  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  these  violations  are  not  intentional,  but  are  the 
result  of  ignorance  of  the  law  or  carelessness.  My 
predecessors  have,  in  several  instances,  caused  the 
names  of  the  candidates  to  be  stricken  from  the  Roll. 
Such  action  seems  to  be  a  penalty  inflicted  on  the 
wrong  party,  as  the  candidates  are  not  supposed  to 
know  the  law.  The  responsibility  rests  solely  with 
the  Officers.  The  Most  Excellent  High  Priest  is  re¬ 
quired  to  see  that  all  his  Officers  are  capable  and 
faithful  in  the  fulfillment  of  their  duties,  to  watch 
carefully  the  progress  of  their  performances,  and 
to  see  that  the  long-established  customs  of  the  In¬ 
stitution  suffer  no  derangement  in  their  hands. 
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In  the  future  the  present  Grand  High  Priest  will 
be  slow  to  exercise  his  prerogative  in  healing  these 
irregularities.

District  Meetings. 

Following  my  installation,  in  addressing  Grand 
Chapter,  I  suggested  that  during  the  year  a  joint 
meeting  be  held  in  each  District  under  the  direction 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  for  in¬ 
struction  in  the  work. 

These  meetings  were  held :  Districts  16,  17  and  18 
of  Pittsburgh  comprising  twenty-one  Chapters,  held 
a  joint  meeting  at  Masonic  Temple,  Pittsburgh;  Dis¬ 
tricts  A,  B  and  C  of  Philadelphia,  comprising  eigh¬ 
teen  Chapters  and  two  Mark  Lodges,  held  a  joint 
meeting  at  Frankford.  Districts  5,  7,  8,  9  and  14 
held  two  meetings  each  and  all  other  Districts  one. 

At  all  the  meetings  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master 
Mason,  Most  Excellent  Master  Mason  and  Royal 
Arch  Mason  were  rehearsed  in  full  by  the  Officers  of 
the  Chapters  in  their  respective  Districts  under  the 
supervision  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest,  assisted  by  an  Instructor  from  the  Capitular 
School. 

There  were  twenty-six  such  meetings  at  which  we 
had  the  privilege  of  observing  the  work  of  seventy- 
c  ight  different  Chapters  and  we  are  pleased  to  report 
^ 1 1  Cr  and  Chapter  that  the  work  was  on  a  very  high 
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plane,  in  every  detail  following  closely  the  authorized 
work  as  taught  in  our  Capitular  Schools. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  interest  shown  and  the 
sacrifices  made  by  many  of  the  Officers  in  preparing 
for  and  attending  these  meetings ;  in  many  parts  of 
our  Jurisdiction  it  was  necessary  for  the  Compan¬ 
ions  to  drive  forty  and  fifty  miles  over  unimproved 
roads  and  in  a  number  of  instances  the  attendance* 
of  Officers  was  100  per  cent.  Truly  the  Spirit  of 
Freemasonry  dwells  in  their  hearts;  they  have  the 
highest  conception  of  their  duty  as  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  All  honor  and  praise  to  them. 

We  lay  particular  stress  upon  the  uniformity  of 
our  work.  A  number  of  my  distinguished  predeces¬ 
sors  have  labored  zealously  to  bring  it  to  its  present 
state  of  perfection  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  see  that 
this  condition  is  maintained. 

While  this  is  important  and  should  receive  our 
closest  attention,  we  are  convinced  that  too  little  time 
has  been  given  to  the  teaching  of  the  real  underlying 
principles  of  our  Fraternity,  its  reconstructive  force, 
its  power  and  influence  in  the  upbuilding  of  mankind 
and  its  responsibility  and  loyalty  to  our  country. 

Following  this  thought,  a  Companion  was  assigned 
to  speak  at  each  meeting;  judging  from  the  marked 
attention  given  and  from  the  many  congratulatory 
remarks,  we  are  convinced  that  these  addresses  made 
a  deep  impression  on  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all  pres- 
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ent  and  will  be  an  inspiration  and  guide  to  the 
officers  and  Companions  of  our  subordinate  Chap¬ 
ters. 

A  number  of  Grand  Officers  were  present  at  each 
meeting. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Grand  Officers,  the 
District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  the  Compan¬ 
ions  who  made  the  addresses  and  the  principals  and 
instructors  of  the  Capitular  Schools  for  their  de¬ 
voted  and  faithful  service.  These  Companions  have 
given  generously  of  their  time,  making  many  sacri¬ 
fices  in  order  that  they  might  contribute  their  full 
share  in  dispensing  Masonic  light  and  knowledge. 

In  addition  to  the  twenty-six  visits  made  to  the 
District  meetings  we  have  made  twenty-nine  visits  to 
individual  Chapters  and  witnessed  the  conferring  of 
one  or  more  degrees.  In  every  instance  we  were  re¬ 
ceived  with  the  utmost  courtesy  by  the  officers  and 
members;  we  are  more  than  pleased  with  our  recep¬ 
tion,  the  kindness  and  hospitality  shown  us  every¬ 
where  was  most  gratifying  and  we  are  unable  to  find 
words  that  would  fittingly  express  our  sincere  ap¬ 
preciation. 

The  Companions  have  done  wonders.  May  I  re¬ 
mind  them  that  the  summit  has  not  yet  been  reached ; 
there  is  much  more  work  for  us  to  do ;  let  me  urge 
upon  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  our  Jurisdiction 
not  to  be  satisfied  with  the  accomplishments  during 
the  year,  but  to  make  a  resolution  for  the  new  year 
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that  we  are  going  to  put  a  little  more  effort,  a  little 
more  of  ourselves,  a  little  more  of  our  personality 
into  our  work  so  that  we  may  come  nearer  to  the 
summit  and  perfection  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.

In  addition,  to  the  above  the  reports  received  from 
the  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests  show  that 
they  have  made  268  visits  to  the  various  Chapters.  A 
number  of  Deputies  have  made  twenty  or  more  visits 
in  their  respective  Districts.  This  zeal  and  devotion 
to  duty  upon  their  part  has  been  a  wonderful  assist¬ 
ance  to  their  Chapters;  should  this  good  work  con¬ 
tinue,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  Chapters 
that  are  inclined  to  be  dormant,  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  we  can  say  that  we  do  not  have  any 
so-called  weak  Chapters  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

May  I  urge  upon  the  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  the  importance  of  making  a  careful  inspection 
of  the  minutes  of  each  Chapter,-  sending  a  report 
thereon  in  writing  to  this  office  ?  I  would  suggest  you 
ask  the  Secretaries  to  send  their  minute  books  to  you ; 
in  this  way  you  would  be  able  to  give  them  closer 
supervision  than  would  be  possible  at  the  time  of 
your  visit  to  the  Chapter. 

I  would  also  suggest  to  them  that  they  pay  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  the  furniture  and  clothing.  In  a 
number  of  instances  during  the  year  I  found  furni¬ 
ture  and  clothing  not  what  it  should  be,  and  in  nearly 
every  case  I  am  convinced  that  the  Chapters  are 
financially  able  to  see  that  it  more  nearly  conforms 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 
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The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  decision  in  the 
address  of  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  William  B. 
Meredith,  on  December  27,  1907  : 

‘ 1  In  the  establishment  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  one  of  the  purposes  is 
that  those  who  apply  for  the  Capitular  Degrees  and  are  approved  may  be 
taught  the  Royal  Art  of  Capitular  Masonry.  How  can  it  be  taught  if 
those  in  authority  do  not  themselves  know  the  work  which  is  to  be  taught? 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  moment  those  who  have  the  warrant  cease  to  be 
able  to  do  the  work,  govern  the  body  and  confer  the  degrees,  the  Warrant 
should  become  inoperative  and  revert  to  the  Grand  Chapter;  hence  a  Com' 
panion  who  cannot  do  the  work  of  the  Chapter  cannot  be  installed  as  Most 
Excellent  High  Priest.  Opening  and  closing  are  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Most  Excellent  High  Priest. 

The  attention  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priests  is  called  to  the  above  decision.  Hereafter  you 
will  be  required  to  certify  to  the  Most  Excellent 
Grand  High  Priest  that  the  Kings  of  all  Chapters  in 
your  respective  Districts  are  fully  qualified  to  confer 
the  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  to  open  and 
close  the  Chapter,  before  they  shall  be  installed  Most 
Excellent  High  Priest. 

Marks. 

I  regret  that  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  remind  you 
of  the  importance  of  having  Marks  properly  re¬ 
corded.  Upon  examination  of  a  number  of  Books  of 
Marks  I  find  several  instances  in  which  the  Marks 
are  kept  in  an  envelope  for  some  time  after  the 
Brethren  have  been  exalted  to  the  Degree  of  Royal 
Arch  Mason ;  in  some  cases  where  there  is  no  evidence 
of  a  Mark  having  been  adopted  or  recorded. 

This  matter  requires  no  decision  upon  my  part. 
Our  law  is  ample  and  is  clearly  set  out  in  numerous

decisions  by  former  Grand  High  Priests.  Let  me 
emphasize  what  they  say  on  the  subject :  “No  Brother 
shall  be  exalted  to  the  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason 
until  his  Mark  has  been  adopted  and  recorded  in  the 
Book  of  Marks.  ”  This  is  our  law  and  must  be  en¬ 
forced.  I  trust  the  Most  Excellent  High  Priests  and 
Secretaries  will  take  due  notice  and  govern  them¬ 
selves  accordingly. 

National  Flag. 

On  April  9,  1917,  M.  E.  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Companion  Thomas  McConnell,  Jr.,  then  Grand 
High  Priest,  issued  the  following  Edict : 

11  Hereafter,  until  further  orders,  at  the  opening  of  each  stated,  special 
or  extra  meeting  of  your  Chapter,  after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  you  will 
have  played  or  sung,  as  most  convenient,  one  or  more  stanzas  of  the  1  Star- 
Spangled  Banner,’  the  Companions  all  standing  with  heads  uncovered.” 

At  the  June  Communication,  1917,  the  Grand  High 
Priest  accepted  on  behalf  of  Grand  Chapter  two  silk 
flags  of  our  country.  They  have  since  been  displayed 
at  all  Communications  of  Grand  Chapter  and  of  sub¬ 
ordinate  Chapters  meeting  in  Grand  Chapter  Hall. 
This  action  on  his  part  conveyed  to  the  officers  of  all 
subordinate  Chapters  his  desire  that  our  National 
Flag  should  be  displayed  in  all  their  Chapter  Halls 
at  each  and  every  meeting. 

On  December  27,  1918,  in  his  Annual  Address, 
M.  E.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Companion  Thomas 
McConnell,  Jr.,  said:  “I  recommend  that  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps  be  taken  to  make  the  flag  of  our  country  a 
necessary  part  of  the  furniture  of  each  Chapter,  to  be 
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displayed  in  every  Chapter  Hall  at  all  Communica¬ 
tions  and  meetings,  and  to  require  that  no  Chapter 
can  be  hereafter  constituted  without  provision  being 
made  therefor.  ’ ’  The  attention  of  the  officers  of  each 
and  every  Chapter  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  Edict 
and  the  actions  above  recited  have  never  been  re¬ 
versed  and  are  in  full  force. 

Warrants  for  New  Chapters. 

An  application  was  received  in  due  form  at  the 
Quarterly  Communication  held  June  2, 1921,  to  grant 
a  warrant  for  a  new  Chapter,  to  be  located  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  to  be  known  as  Ivanhoe  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
No.  308,  when  on  motion  duly  made  and  carried,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Officers  with  power 
to  act. 

After  due  deliberation  this  application  was  acted 
upon  favorably,  the  Grand  Officers  being  unanimous 
in  their  decision  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition¬ 
ers. 

An  application  was  received  in  due  form  at  the 
Quarterly  Communication  held  June  2,  1921,  to 
grant  a  warrant  for  a  new  Chapter,  to  be  located  at 
Latrobe,  when  on  motion  duly  made  and  carried,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Officers  with  power 
to  act.

The  alphabetical  distribution  of  the  several  Juris¬ 
dictions  is  still  continued. 


The  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  still  made  up 
of  the  usual  number,  five,  although  four  perform 
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the  duties.  The  other  one  member,  Comp.  William 
R.  Murphey,  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  December  27,  1916,  and  performed  his 
duties  faithfully  until  prevented  by  serious  illness. 
He  was  a  man  of  sterling  qualities,  skilled  in  his 
profession  (the  law),  a  bright  and  keen  mind,  a 
most  pleasing  and  entertaining  talker,  a  profound 
student  of  Masonry  and  the  Holy  Bible.  The  son, 
of  a  distinguished  Methodist  minister.  He  early  in 
life  embraced  that  religion  and  lived  an  exemplary 
life,  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  He 
was  made  a  Mason  in  Phoenixville  Lodge,  No.  75, 
resigned  and  became  a  member  of  Mozart  Lodge, 
No.  436,  and  served  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1900. 
He  was  a  member  of  Palestine  Chapter,  No.  240,  and 
served  as  High  Priest.  He  entered  into  rest  on  Mon¬ 
day,  December  5, 1921. 

We  present  to  the  Grand  Chapter  our  review  of 
all  the  Grand  Chapters  with  whom  we  are  in  corres¬ 
pondence,  so  far  as  the  proceedings  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Committee. 

Continued  prosperity  attends  all  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  We  incline  to  the  belief  however,  that  the 
increase  has  not  been  as  great  as  last  year. 

Peace  and  Harmony  prevails  in  the  Capitular 
World,  only  marred  by  the  clouds  which  appeared  in 
the  horizon  over  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which, 
for  a  time,  threatened  its  peace,  but  they  were 
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quietly  dissipated  at  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  in  September,  when  the  proposed 
amendments  were,  by  a  large  majority,  laid  upon  the 
table,  and  now  sleep  the  sleep  that  knows  no  awaken¬ 
ing.  The  only  good  we  could  see  in  them  was  the 
hope  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  vested  with 
greater  power,  might  enforce  uniformity  in  the  work 
of  the  constituent  Grand  Chapters. 

One  of  the  subjects  frequently  mentioned  in  the 
Jurisdictions  is  the  revision  of  the  ritual.  It  seems 
to  us  that  the  work  should  be  unchangeable.  That 
is  our  proud  boast.  We  favor  a  uniformity  of  work 
in  the  several  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States. 
We  tender  to  Capitular  Masonry  the  unwritten  work 
of  the  oldest  Grand  Chapter  on  the  American  Con¬ 
tinent,  Pennsylvania. 

The  Capitular  degrees  are  so  beautiful,  and  the 
lessons  they  convey  are  of  so  much  importance  to 
mankind,  that  everything  should  be  done  to  preserve 
them  as  they  came  to  us,  and  transmit  them  to  our 
successors  as  we  received  them. 

The  Masonic  year  is  practically  ended.  As  we 
enter  upon  the  New  Year  let  it  be  with  the  resolve 
that  we  will  strive  to  increase  our  interest  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  Capitular  Masonry.

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ALBERTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Al¬ 
berta  held  their  Seventh  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
City  of  Edmonton,  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
March  9  and  10,  1921. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  on 
Wednesday,  March  9,  1921,  at  two  o’clock  p.  m.,  by 
Most  Excellent  Companion  Norman  T.  MacLeod, 
Grand  Z.  All  officers  were  present,  also  four  Past 
Grand  First  Principals,  and  representatives  of 
twenty-two  of  the  twenty-four  warranted  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Z.  presented  an  admirable  address,  full 
of  good  advice  to  all  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  visited 
nineteen  of  the  twenty-four  warranted  Chapters  and 
was  most  cordially  received.  He  granted  a  number 
of  dispensations,  refused  two  for  reasons  which  we 
give : 

‘  ‘  Hillvue  Chapter,  No.  15,  to  accept  an  application  of  Brother  Hugh 
Cameron,  a  Master  Mason  of  less  than  six  months. 

“Bekah  Chapter,  No.  7,  to  receive  application  for  exaltation  of  a 
Brother  who  had  not  been  six  months  a  Master  Mason  nor  resided  one 
year  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  (The  reason  given  for  applying  for  a 
dispensation  in  this  case  was  so  that  the  Brother  could  receive  the  degrees 
before  the  Chapter  called  off  for  the  summer  months.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  this  Chapter  had  not  exalted  a  candidate  during  the  past  year,  I 
think  an  opportunity  of  this  kind  should  be  sufficient  inducement  to  continue 
the  meetings  so  long  as  there  is  work  to  be  done.)  ” 


We  believe  bis  refusal  will  meet  the  approval  of  all. 
He  bad  the  great  pleasure  of  listening  to  that  dis¬ 
tinguished  Mason,  M.  E.  Companion  William  N. 
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Ponton,,  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada.  His  opinion  is  as  follows : 

‘  ‘  M.  E.  Companion  Ponton  is  too  well  known  in  the  Masonic  world  to 
need  any  comment  of  mine,  but  I  am  sure  the  Companions  will  agree  with 
me  that  the  privilege  of  meeting  and  hearing  him  is  appreciated  here.  His 
stirring  address,  the  expression  of  high  and  noble  sentiments  yet  overflow¬ 
ing  with  the  milk  of  human  kindness  and  fraternal  love,  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten,  while  the  under  current  of  stern  and  unyielding  loyalty  to  our 
Order  and  Flag,  which  at  times  could  not  be  suppressed,  but  must  have  ex¬ 
pression,  will,  I  hope,  not  be  lost  sight  of.  The  tie  that  binds  us  to  our 
Mother  Grand  Chapter  has  been  drawn  closer  and  strengthened  fourfold  by 
his  visit  to  us.” 

He  again  discusses  the  “Moon  Schedule.”  This 
appears  to  be  a  difficult  problem  to  handle  in  the 
Northwest.  In  time  it  will  solve  itself.  We  give 
one  of  his  suggestions: 

“I  would  suggest  that  it  be  made  law  that  no  Brother  can  be  re¬ 
ceived  as  a  M.  E.  M.  until  the  expiry  of  one  calendar  month  from  the 
time  he  was  advanced  to  the  degree  of  M.  M.  M.,  and  the  same  period  of 
probation  again  elapse  before  he  can  be  exalted,  and  in  every  case  ad¬ 
vancement  only  to  be  made  after  satisfactory  examination  of  the  candidate, 
as  laid  down,  in  open  Lodge;  also  that  the  Brother’s  mark  must  be  se¬ 
lected  and  registered  before  he  is  advanced.  I  would  also  suggest  that 
definite  regulations  be  made  and  enforced  covering  the  number  of  candi¬ 
dates  to  be  taken  through  the  several  degrees  or  parts  of  the  ceremonies  at 
one  time.” 

This  would  be  pretty  drastic.  Still  it  would  be  pro¬ 
ductive  of  good.  His  reference  to  the  conditions 
existing  in  the  several  Chapters  is  sound. 

“A  survey  of  conditions  existing  in  our  Chapters,  a  comparison  of  the 
attendance  with  the  total  membership — leaving  out  the  drawbacks  of  travel, 
etc.,  in  the  sparsely  settled  districts,  leaving  out  what  might  be  termed  the 
large  silent  vote,  those  who  are  carrying  on  the  work  (and  good  work  too) 
in  their  own  quiet  way — still  shows  a  wide  discrepancy.  It  may  be  that  it  is 
their  innate  modesty  keeps  these  Companions  away.  They  may  feel  some¬ 
what  like  the  young  girl  who  left  her  country  home  to  take  service  in  the 
nearby  city,  with  high  hopes  of  improving  her  condition,  socially  and  finan- 
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cially.  Slie  returned  to  her  home  after  a  few  days  and,  on  being  ques¬ 
tioned  as  to  her  reason  for  doing  so,  replied  ‘  She  could  not  afford  to  work 
for  any  family  who  could  not  afford  to  employ  better  help  than  she,  herself, 
was.'  To  our  Companions  who  are  staying  away  from  our  meetings  and 
who  are  not  sharing  in  our  activities  for  any  such  reason  as  this  the  best 
and  easiest  remedy  is  to  cultivate  a  little  interest  in  the  affairs  and  doings 
of  the  local  organization.  One  of  the  first  lessons  taught  us  was:  ‘In  all 
important  undertakings  there  must  be  Wisdom  to  contrive,  Strength  to  sup¬ 
port  and  Beauty  to  adorn,’  and  I  think  our  presiding  officers  will  consider 
we  are,  if  only  by  our  attendance,  displaying  at  least  one  of  these  estimable 
virtues,  as  a  well-filled  Chapter  room  is  a  beautiful  sight,  and  if  we  acquire 
this  one  it  will  not  be  long  before  we,  unknown  to  ourselves,  develop  a  new 
and  healthier  growth  of  the  other  two,  and  our  ‘  Family  ’  be  in  a  position  to 
employ  ‘help’  that  will  not  be  doubtful  of  its  own  qualifications.” 

Grand  Scribe  E.’s  report  shows  the  past  year  ta 
have  been  one  of  continued  progress,  both  in  member¬ 
ship  and  finances.  The  membership  December  31, 
1920,  was  twenty-four  hundred  and  ninety-one 
(2491),  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  forty-six 
(246)  during  the  year. 

The  financial  statement  shows  a  balance  in  bank 
February  28, 1921,  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixteen  and  62/100  ($1,216.62)  dollars. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grand  Z.’s  Ad¬ 
dress  endorses  his  suggestions  as  to  the  time  of  re¬ 
ceiving,  etc.,  with  a  doubt  as  to  time. 

“We  heartily  concur  with  the  Grand  Z.  that  greater  length  of  time 
should  elapse  between  advancement,  receiving  and  exaltation  of  Candidates, 
but  whether  that  should  be  one  calendar  month  we  are  not  prepared  to 
say,  but  would  insist  that  every  candidate  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  preceding  Degree  before  being  advanced.  ’  ’ 

We  believe  something  should  be  done  to  prevent  the 
railroading  of  candidates  in  any  Masonic  body.  His 
suggestion  is  possibly  too  extreme. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
is  again  prepared  by  M.  E.  Companion  Stephen  Y. 
Tayloe.  It  is  a  peculiar  report,  but  both  interest¬ 
ing  and  able. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Z.  adorns  the  first 
page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Hiram  Darling  was  elected 
Grand  Z.  and  R.  E.  Companion  John  E.  Johnson 
re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E.  Both  were  installed.

ALABAMA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  Alabama  held  their  Ninety-fourth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Mont¬ 
gomery,  at  one  o’clock  p.  mv  on  Monday,  November 
29, 1920. 

The  R.  E.  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  opened 
Grand  Chapter  in  Due  Form  followed  by  an  eloquent 
prayer  by  Grand  Chaplain.  All  but  two  of  the 
Grand  Officers  were  present;  also  nine  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  and  the  Representatives  of  seventy- 
six  subordinate  Chapters. 

By  order  of  R.  E.  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  the 
R.  E.  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  and  the  Excellent 
Grand  Principal  Sojourner  proceeded  to  the  office 
of  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  and  informed  him 
that  Grand  Chapter  was  now  open.  He  was  escorted 
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into  the  Grand  Chapter.  His  entrance  proclaimed, 
the  Grand  Honors  were  given,  and  he  was  conducted 
to  the  East. 

v 

We  gave  our  views  on  this  procedure  last  year 
and  haven’t  changed  them,  but  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Alabama  is  a  law  unto  itself. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  read  his  address.  He 
presents  his  actions  during  the  year  in  a  business¬ 
like  manner. 

He  issued  dispensations  to  form  and  organize  six 
new  Chapters ;  also  one  to  re-organize  a  Chapter,  and 
another  authorizing  a  dormant  Chapter  to  resume 
work;  also  a  number  of  dispensations  for  various 
purposes.  He,  however,  balked  when  it  came  to 
issuing  a  dispensation  enabling  an  applicant  to  be 
in  readiness  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Shrine.  We 
quote  his  language : 

“For  good  and  sufficient  reasons  I  have  issued  a  few  dispensations  to 
ballot  out  of  statutory  time.  In  a  few  cases  where  applications  had  been 
made  the  request  was  not  granted,  tho  reasons  given  in  my  mind  not  being 
sufficient,  some  applications  stating  that  the  applicants  were  anxious  to  rush 
through  in  order  to  be  in  readiness  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Shrine. 

“While  I  am  a  member  of  the  Shrine  and  enjoy  to  the  fullest  extent 
the  association  of  the  Nobles,  yet  I  feel  that  one  should  take  Masonry  more 
seriously  and  reflect  more  on  what  Masonry  really  means  than  a  desire  to 
rush  through,  for  it  is  too  often  the  case  that  a  young  Mason  in  rushing 
through  too  fast  does  not  take  the  interest  that  perhaps  he  would  have 
taken  had  he  studied  the  beauties  of  the  other  Degrees  and  had  he  not  had 
the  Shrine  as  his  goal.  ’  ’ 


Wise  action.  Both  good  sense  and  good  Masonry. 
W e  claim  that  a  dispensation  should  never  be 
granted  for  the  sole  purpose  of  enabling  a  candidate' 
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to  be  rushed  through  the  Masonic  degrees  to  enable 
him  to  apply  for  degrees  based  upon  membership  in 
Masonry,  and  especially  the  Shrine,  which  makes  no 
claim  for  being  part  of  Masonry. 

He  issued  an  appeal  for  the  Alabama  Masonic 
Home.  The  response  was  generous  as  it  should  be. 
I  quote  from  the  appeal : 

‘  ‘  To  help  the  weak,  comfort  their  sorrow  and  lend  our  aid  to  their 
misfortunes,  is  a  duty  we  are  taught  in  all  our  Degrees. 

“In  our  Masonic  Home  are  wTorthy  Brethren  for  whom  the  burdens  of 
life  have  been  too  heavy  and  with  their  loved  ones  have  fallen  under  their 
weighty  loads.  There  are  widows  whose  husbands,  and  little  children  whose 
fathers,  were  our  brothers  and  now  alone  and  helpless  they  look  to  us  for 
comfort  and  support. 

1 1  The  Home  needs  your  assistance.  The  demands  upon  it  are  increas¬ 
ing,  and  they  must  be  met.  I  ask  that  this  be  read  at  your  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation,  that  you  remember  your  obligations  and  think  of  the  weak  and 
feeble  Brethren,  the  lonely  and  destitute  widows,  the  many  helpless  little 
children  for  whom  we  are  caring;  and  then  every  Companion  contribute  as 
much  as  he  can  to  this  most  worthy  cause.  ’  ’ 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  balance 
on  hand  of  eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  and  38/100  ($8,422.38)  dollars. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  the  mem¬ 
bership,  October  15,  1920,  to  be  ten  thousand  seven 
hundrd  and  sixty-five  (10,765),  a  net  gain  of 
twenty-six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (2629)  during 
the  year. 

The  following  distinguished  visitors  were  an¬ 
nounced:  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Percy  B.  Dixon, 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Alabama ;  Most  Illustri¬ 
ous  Companion  Louis  J.  Wright,  Grand  Master  of 
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the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
of  Alabama,  and  Right  Eminent  Sir  Walter  H. 
Trimby,  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Comman- 
dery  of  Knights  Templar  of  Alabama.  They  were 
most  cordially  welcomed  and  invited  to  seats  on  the 
right  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest. 

A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  last  Annual 
Convocation  “To  present  a  plan  of  procedure  where¬ 
by  the  principles  of  Masonry  and  of  American  Citi¬ 
zenship  shall  be  more  thoroughly  and  efficiently 
translated  into  National  life,”  through  their  Chair¬ 
man  submitted  their  report,  from  which  we  quote 
the  following: 

‘  ‘  We  are  to  consider  the  principles  of  Masonry  and  American  citizen¬ 
ship — yes,  but  remember,  however  sublime  these  principles  may  be,  they  are 
utterly  valueless  unless  they  are  translated  into  our  life,  conduct  and  char¬ 
acter.  They  are  not  self -moved,  self -operative.  We  must  lay  hold  upon, 
them  and  deal  with  them  earnestly,  diligently  and  wisely  if  they  are  to 
help  us  at  all.  Their  possession  simply  is  of  no  value  whatever.  They  must 
be  active  and  alive,  and  manifest  themselves  in  the  shape  of  deeds,  which 
means  service  for  others,  as  well  as  our  own  self  development — must  be  in¬ 
corporated  into  national  life,  if  they  are  to  contribute  to  the  welfare  and 
perpetuity  of  our  Republic. 

‘ 1  The  Committee  urges  upon  each  Mason  his  duty,  earnestly  and  con¬ 
stantly  to  strive  to  exemplify  in  his  life  the  principles  taught  him  at  our 
sacred  altar,  bidding  him  let  his  light  shine  and  be  loyal,  industrious  and 
upright,  while  striving  to  promote  every  movement  which  tends  to  the 
upbuilding  of  good  order,  liberty  and  sobriety.  In  so  doing,  he  is  building 
up  Americanism,  as  well  as  Masonry.  It  has  been  truly  said  ‘  The  truth  for 
us  to  remember  at  all  times,  and  especialy  in  these  times  is  the  truth  that 
the  hope  of  a  nation  is  not  in  its  form  of  government,  nor  in  the  wisdom  and 
equity  of  its  executive,  nor  in  the  justice  and  purity  of  its  administration, 
so  much  as  in  the  elevation  and  redemption  of  individual  character  among 
its  people.  ’  Let  us  understand  that  the  principles  of  Masonry  and  Amer¬ 
icanism  will  contribute  little  toward  the  safety  and  perpetuity  of  our  coun¬ 
try  save  as  we  apply  them  in  the  spirit  of  earnestness,  in  the  spirit  of  con¬ 
secration,  in  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  to  our  country’s  need.  ’  ’

ARIZONA. 

The  Most  Excellant  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Arizona  held  their  Thirty-first  Annual 
Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Bis- 
bee,  on  Wednesday,  February  9,  1921. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Edwin  Alvin  Hughes, 
Grand  High  Priest,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample 
Form  at  two  o’clock  p.  m.  All  Grand  Officers  except 
one  were  present.  Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
and  representatives  of  all  the  Chapters  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction,  ten  in  number,  were  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  address.  It 
is  brief ;  a  review  of  his  work  during  the  year.  He 
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got  into  State  politics  in  the  early  part  of  the  year ; 
as  a  consequence,  he  made  no  official  visits.  He  even 
refrained  from  visiting  any  Chapter,  except  in  his 
own  town.  He  was  successful,  as  he  uses  the  follow¬ 
ing  :  # 

“I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  I  denied  myself  the  pleasure  of  mak¬ 
ing  any  official  visits  during  the  past  year,  for  the  reason  that,  during  the 
early  part  of  1920,  I  decided  to  become  a  candidate  for  a  State  office,  and 
during  the  time  of  my  candidacy  I  refrained  from  visiting  any  Chapter 
outside  of  my  home  town. 

1 1  Subsequent  to  the  election,  I  was  very  busy  settling  up  my  affairs 
at  home  and  getting  moved  into  my  new  home  in  Phoenix.  ’  ’ 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  total 
assets  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  ten  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-five  and  94/100  ($10,785.94) 
dollars. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  total 
membership,  December  31, 1920,  to  be  eleven  hundred 
and  nineteen  (1119),  a  gain  of  one  hundred  and  six 
(106)  during  the  year. 

No  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  printed. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
is  published  on  the  first  page  of  the  proceedings. 

M.  E.  Companion  Charles  F.  Philbrock  was 
elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion 
George  J.  Roskrtjge  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 
They  were  installed.

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ARKANSAS. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Arkansas  held  their  Seventy-first  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion  in  the  Albert  Pike  Consistory,  in  the  City  of 
Little  Rock,  on  Thursday,  November  18,  A.  D.  1920. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Edgar 
A.  McCullttgh,  opened  Grand  Chapter  at  nine 
o’clock  a.  m.  All  Grand  Officers  were  present.  Nina 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  representatives  of 
sixty  subordinate  Chapters  were  also  present.  A 
number  of  distinguished  visitors  were  received  and 
welcomed,  several  with  Grand  Honors.  They  were 
M.  E.  Companion  Charles  N.  Rix,  General  Grand 
King  of  the  M.  E.  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States;  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Fay 
Humpstead,  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the 
United  States;  Companion  William  W.  McGee, 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Arkansas,  and 
Companion  John  H.  Cowles,  Past  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  F.  and  A.  Masons  of  Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  read  his  address.  It  is  quite 
lengthy.  He  refers  to  Masonry  as  a  moral  force  in 
the  following  language : 

‘ 1  We  may  point  with  pride  and  satisfaction  to  the  fact  that  Masonry 
has  been  and  is  now  a  great  moral  force  in  this  State,  as  elsewhere.  Its 
influence  on  community  welfare  has  been  admittedly  extensive  and  society 
at  large  has  been  the  beneficiary  of  its  wholesome  and  righteous  activities. 
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It  is  safe  to  assert  that  no  other  single  organization  has  contributed  more 
than  Masonry  to  the  upbuilding  of  society  or  has  led  the  way  more  directly 
to  good  citizenship.  Membership  in  a  Masonic  Lodge  is,  indeed,  a  mark 
of  honor  in  this  State.  And  Capitular  Masonry  feeds  the  souls  of  those 
hungering  for  further  light.  It  is  an  inspiration  to  the  worthy  Master 
Mason. 1  ’ 

Outside  the  Church  Free  Masonry  is  the  greatest 
moral  force  in  the  world.  It  has  done  more  to  up¬ 
build  humanity,  lead  man  to  his  Creator,  than  all 
other  forces  have.  Its  strength  and  influence  are 
felt  not  only  among  the  membership,  but  entire  com¬ 
munities  are  benefited  by  its  influence. 

He  granted  two  dispensations  to  organize  and 
open  two  new  Chapters,  and,  by  his  orders,  a  new* 
Chapter  was  instituted. 

He  pursued  a  very  liberal  policy  in  granting  dis¬ 
pensations  ;  in  fact,  it  seemed  as  if  all  that  were  asked 
for  were  granted. 

But  few  official  visitations  were  made,  owing  to 
business  affairs. 

He  made  quite  a  number  of  decisions,  which  doubt¬ 
less  are  good  Masonic  law  in  Arkansas.  A  number 
of  them  are  good  in  any  Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  cash  bal¬ 
ance  on  hand  of  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and 
thirty-five  and  66/100  ($7,435.66)  dollars.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  Grand  Chapter  has  on  hand  five  thousand 
($5,000)  dollars  in  United  States  Government  Bonds. 
A  healthy  financial  condition. 
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The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  present 
membership,  November  18,  1920,  to  be  six  thousand 
four  hundred  and  seven  (6,407),  a  net  gain  of  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-one. 

The  Committee  on  Rituals  are  not  in  entire  accord 
with  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
is  very  brief,  but  we  believe  fully  covers  all  matters 
of  importance. 

An  engraving  of  the  incoming  Grand  High  Priest 
adorns  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  N.  E.  McCracy  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  John  C. 
Bone  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  British  Columbia  held  their  Third  An¬ 
nual  Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City 
of  Victoria,  on  Tuesday,  June  21,  1921. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at  ten 
o’clock  a.  m.  by  Most  Excellent  Companion  Edward 
B.  Paul,  Grand  Z.,  with  all  the  Grand  Officers 
present,  two  Past  Grand  Zs.  and  fourteen  subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters  were  represented. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  read  his  address.  He 
reviews,  in  detail,  his  actions  during  the  year.  It  is 
an  able  address.  He  is  optimistic  of  his  Grand 
Chapter,  as  is  indicated  by  the  following : 

‘ ‘  The  Grand  Chapter  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  but  I  hope  that  some  of  the 
young  Companions  here  may  be  spared  to  be  present  in  1969  at  the 
Fiftieth  anniversary  of  its  foundation,  and  then  perhaps  they  will  receive 
with  pride  and  reverence  a  medal  struck  in  honor  of  the  occasion,  and  hav¬ 
ing  on  its  obverse  the  effigy  of  our  esteemed  and  beloved  Founder,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Harry  H.  Watson.  Powell  and  Burnaby  are  being 
honored  this  week  as  founders  of  Grand  Lodge — Watson  ’s  name  will  ba 
equally  revered  by  future  generations  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  as  the 
Founder  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia.” 


He  is  greatly  delighted  at  the  condition  of  the 
Royal  Craft  in  British  Columbia.  He  contends  that 
statistics  do  not  show  the  real  condition  in  Free 
Masonry.  His  own  story  is : 

“If  any  argument  were  required  to  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Grand  Chapter  in  British  Columbia,  I  would  draw  your  attention 
to  the  report  which  will  be  laid  before  you  by  our  Right  Excellent  Scribe  E. 
ion  the  matter  of  the  number  of  members  enrolled  in  each  Chapter,  the 
number  of  Exaltations  during  the  year  under  review,  and  the  increase  In 
the  year  1920-21  over  that  of  1919-20.  By  that  you  will  observe  that  great 
activity  exists  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  The  total  number  of  the 
Exaltations,  during  the  calendar  year  of  1920,  was  270,  and  the  number  of 
Members  on  the  Roll  on  December  31,  1920,  was  2,038,  an  increase  of  296 
over  the  number  reported  by  Right  Excellent  Scribe  E.  in  his  last  report. 
But  those  statistics,  no  matter  how  instructive  and  interesting,  are  only  a 
small  indication  of  the  enthusiasm  exhibited  by  the  Chapters  which  visits  to 
them  disclose.  I  have  found  in  every  Chapter  inspected  by  me  zeal  and  love 
for  Capitular  Masonry,  emulation  in  the  work,  and  true  Masonic  spirit,  prov¬ 
ing  to  me  that  Most  Excellent  Companion  Watson’s  statement  in  his  ad¬ 
dress  that  ‘there  is  a  great  revival  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry’  is  as  absolutely 
true  now  as  it  was  when  he  made  it.  I  am  certain,  therefore,  that  that 
revival  occurring  immediately  after  the  Foundation  of  Grand  Chapter  is  no 
coincidence,  but  is  the  result  of  its  establishment.  ’  ’ 
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He  issued  two  dispensations  for  the  formation  of 
new  Chapters. 

He  made  a  number  of  official  visits.  Was  most 
cordially  received.  He  is  proud  of  the  work  and 
growth  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  British  Columbia. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Principal  H.  and  Grand 
Principal  T.  were  read.  They  contain  matters  of 
importance  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  were! 
presented.  They  are  really  the  history  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  cash  on 
hand,  June  21,  1921,  twenty-seven  hundred  and  thir¬ 
ty-one  and  42/100  ($2731.42)  dollars. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  shows  the  total 
membership,  December  31,  1920,  to  be  two  thousand 
and  thirty-eight  (2,038)  members,  an  increase  during 
the  year  of  two  hundred  and  seven  (207). 

R.  E.  Companion  John  W.  Prescott  presents  the 
second  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 
It  is  an  excellent  report.  We  note  under  New 
Mexico  the  following: 

“The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  was  introduced  and  made  a  short  address.  ’  ’ 

Would  ask:  Was  he  received  in  his  official  capacity 
with  the  Eastern  Star,  or  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason? 
This  organization  has  no  place  in  Masonry. 
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He  touches  on  the  amendment  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter.  His  quotations  are  generally  un¬ 
favorable.

M.  E.  Companion  D.  H.  Morrison  was  elected  Z., 
and  R.  E.  Companion  John  W.  Prescott  was  re¬ 
elected  Grand  Scribe  E.  Both  were  installed.

CALIFORNIA 

The  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California 
was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Long 
Beach,  on  Tuesday,  April  19,  1921. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Harry  Matjndrell, 
Grand  High  Priest,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample 
Form  at  ten  o’clock- a.  mv  with  all  Grand  Officers 
present.  Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  representa¬ 
tives  of  ninety-nine  subordinate  Chapters  and  two 
Chapters  under  dispensation  were  also  present. 
Eleven  Chapters  were  not  represented. 

A  number  of  distinguished  visitors  were  received 
and  welcomed,  being  accorded  the  “  Grand  Honors 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,”  noticeably  Companion 
Frederick  W.  Craig,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  the  United  States. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  read  his  address.  It  is 
rather  brief,  but  worthy  of  careful  reading.  In 
speaking  of  the  increase  of  membership  he  says: 

‘  ‘  The  capitular  year  just  passed  has  shown  most  remarkable  and  gratify¬ 
ing  results,  particularly  in  the  item  of  membership  gains,  the  splendid  in¬ 
crease  recorded  in  the  preceding  year  having  been  just  about  doubled.  This 
seems  to  have  arisen  from  the  fact  that  the  great  wave  of  Masonry,  of 
which  we  feel  the  beneficent  results  in  that  year,  far  from  having  spent 
its  force,  seems  to  have  gathered  and  accumulated  greater  strength  and 
power  as  it  marched  along  inundating  all  branches  of  the  Order  but  none 
to  a  greater  extent  than  Capitular  Masonry.  Our  gains  have  at  least  kept 
pace  with,  if  not  surpassed,  those  of  any  other  branch  of  Masonry,  and 
the  Chapter  seems  now  really  to  be  coming  into  its  own  and  assuming  the 
rank,  the  position  to  which  it  is  entitled.  Much  as  we  would  like  to  take 
credit  for  what  has  happened,  myself  and  the  splendid  corps  of  officers  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  cannot  attribute  this  uprising  to  our  unaided  efforts; 
rather,  we  reverently  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  these  great  results  possible,  and  has  given  us  the 
opportunity  to  profit  by  and  use  them,  that  Capitular  Masonry  may  be 
fittingly  and  lastingly  benefited  by  our  action.  ” 

The  progress  in  Free  Masonry  appears  to  be 
general  throughout  the  English  speaking  countries, 
especially  so  of  Capitular  Masonry.  Various  rea¬ 
sons  are  given  for  the  great  increase.  It  appears  to 
the  writer  that  two  causes  have  largely  contributed 
to  the  great  progress  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry:  the 
hard  work  of  active  and  enthusiastic  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  and  the  easy  money. 

He  granted  permission  to  hold  an  open  air  meeting 
in  the  hills  near  San  Andreas  under  certain  restric¬ 
tions,  but  not  sufficient  in  our  opinion  to  make  it  ab¬ 
solutely  safe.  It  occurs  to  the  writer  that  such  a 
request  should  never  be  asked  or  granted.  The  only 
place  to  hold  a  Masonic  meeting  for  any  purpose,  is 
within  the  tiled  doors  of  a  lodge  room. 
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He  granted  a  number  of  dispensations,  but  none 
to  ballot  or  confer  the  degrees  out  of  time. 

He  constituted  two  new  Chapters  and  issued  dis¬ 
pensations  for  the  formation  of  three  new  Chapters. 
In  closing,  he  cautions  the  Fraternity  against  the 
present  policy  of  making  so  many  Masons.  We 
give  his  own  language: 

“In  closing  I  wish  to  say,  Companions,  speaking  Masonically,  these 
are  stirring  times;  whether  as  a  result  of  the  upheaval  caused  by  the 
Great  War  in  Europe  or  of  the  superior  intelligence  resulting  from  the 
opportunities  afforded,  and  the  raising  of  the  general  standard  of  edu¬ 
cation  by  our  splendid  public  school  system,  there  seems  to  be  a  stronger 
trend  towards  Masonry  than  any  previous  generation  has  known.  But 
while  we  are,  doubtless,  greatly  tempted  to  take  every  advantage  of  this 
situation,  and  reach  out  for  increase,  and  still  further  increase,  of  the 
numbers  marching  under  our  banner,  is  not  this  especially  the  time  to  in¬ 
stitute  a  greater  measure  of  care  in  the  selection  of  our  members,  and  not 
blindly,  without  due  care,  admit  any  and  every  one  who  does  us  the  honor 
to  knock  at  our  doors?  As  Royal  Arch  Masons  should  we  not  exercise 
greater  caution  than  ever  in  passing  upon  applications?  The  mere  fact 
that  a  man  has  managed  to  get  by,  to  pass  one  investigating  Committee, 
and  has  become  a  Master  Mason,  should  not  of  itself  operate  to  cause  us  to 
dispense  with  all  precautions — especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Lodges 
have  found,  before  now,  that  some  applicants  who  have  managed  to  get  in, 
should  never  have  been  admitted.  That  will  not  excuse  our  laxness,  and 
it  will  at  all  times  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  welfare,  the  perpetuity 
of  our  institution  depends  not  so  much  upon  making  members  as  upon 
making  Masons.  ’  ’ 


The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship,  April  1, 1921,  to  be  seventeen  thousand  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  (17,240),  a  net  gain  during  the  year 
of  two  thousand  and  twenty-six  (2,026). 

The  Grand  Lecturer’s  report  is  an  able  paper. 
We  quote  a  suggestion: 
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1 1  In  concluding  my  report  may  I  suggest,  Companions,  that  if  we 
would  have  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  California  occupy  that  exalted  position 
which  we  claim  for  it,  and  where  it  rightfully  belongs,  it  is  the  duty  not 
alone  of  the  officers  of  the  Chapters,  but  of  each  and  every  one  of  our 
Grand  Officers  to  actively  and  industriously  and  unselfishly  co-operate 
through  every  avenue  for  the  betterment  and  strengthening  of  our  Chapters, 
not  only  in  the  exercise  of  proper  care  in  the  selection  of  suitable  material 
therein,  but  in  every  line  of  endeavor  which  will  tend  to  increase  their 
standing  and  usefulness;  because  this  Grand  Chapter  but  reflects  in  a 
great  measure  what  the  average  condition  of  each  Chapter  is — it  can  func¬ 
tion  only  by  means  of  its  Chapters,  and  its  ultimate  success  depends  largely 
upon  the  character  and  standing  and  correct  management  of  its  several  units 
or  Chapters.  ” 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  a  re¬ 
port  on  the  4  ‘  Revised  and  Submitted  Constitution  for 
the  General  Grand  Chapter/ ’  etc.  It  is  interesting 
reading  to  Pennsylvanians.  We  give  it: 

“Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  has  had  under  consideration  ‘Re¬ 
vised  and  Submitted  Constitution  for  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States  of  America  ’  and  the  Statutes,  Edicts, 
Penal  Code,  Forms  and  Ceremonies  submitted  therewith,  and  after  care¬ 
fully  comparing  the  proposed  new  laws  for  the  Royal  Craft  with  our  present 
Constitution,  your  committee  is  inclined  to  submit  to  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  that  careful  consideration  is  necessary  before  abandoning  our 
present  well  understood  law  and  making  such  a  radical  change  in  the  prin¬ 
ciples  governing  Royal  Arch  Masonry;  therefore  we  offer  the  following 
resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption: 

“Resolved,  that  this  Grand  Chapter  is  unalterably  opposed  to  any 
change  in  the  present  laws  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  which  will  per¬ 
mit  any  interference  whatever  with  the  exclusive  right  of  each  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  to  govern  and  control  subordinate  Chapters  and  Royal  Arch  Masons 
under  its  jurisdiction. 

They  seem  to  voice  the  sentiments  of  many  Grand 
Chapters,  subordinate  to  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter. 

The  report,  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
is  again  prepared  by  Companion  Hugh  King 
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McKeuk.  It  is  up  to  his  high  standard.  Under  the 
head  of  Education  he  quotes  from  our  report,  where¬ 
in  the  view  is  taken  that  “  Education  is  a  duty  of  the 
State/7  then  asks  our  views  on  endorsing,  or  not  en¬ 
dorsing  the  Smith-Towner  Bill.  My  reply  is  brief : 
Hands  off.  Masonry  and  politics  won’t  mix,  and 
Fraternity  will  be  worsted.  I  love  politics,  but  I 
love  Free  Masonry  too  much  to  see  an  attempt  made 
to  mix  them. 

The  first  page  is  an  engraving  of  the  retiring

CANADA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada  held  their  Sixty-third  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  London,  on 
Wednesday,  February  23,  1921. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  William  N.  Ponton, 
Grand  Z.,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  at 
ten  o’clock  a.  m.  with  a  large  number  of  Grand  Offi¬ 
cers  present ;  the  representatives  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  subordinate  Chapters  were  present. 
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A  number  of  distinguished  visitors  from  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  New  York  and  Washington  were  in¬ 
troduced  and  greeted  by  the  Grand  Z.  in  cordial 
terms.  They  were  also  accorded  the  Grand  Honors. 

The  Grand  Z.  presented  his  address.  It  is  one  of 
the  best  I  have  ever  read  and  shows  that  he  is  both, 
a  great  man  and  a  great  Mason.  He  is  very  proud 
of  what  has  been  done  by  his  Jurisdiction  during  the 
year,  but  it  will  sound  better  in  his  own  language  : 

‘ 1  The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  unexampled  and  purposeful 
progress,  an  increase  of  nearly  3,000  members,  fourteen  new  Chapters  under 
Dispensation,  with  investments  of  $45,000,  with  an  income  of  $23,000,  an 
expenditure  of  $15,000,  an  addition  to  capital  during  the  year  of  $8,000. 
Surely  we  are  justified  in  feeling  a  reasonable  pride  in  this  great  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  with  its  immense  areas,  its  greater  potentialities,  and  its  splendid 
spirit,  but  we  realize  also  our  responsibility  and  the  absolute  necessity  of 
hearty  and  efficient  co-operation  in  the  labor  of  loyal  love  to  which  the 
rulers  of  the  Royal  Craft  must  devote  themselves  in  order  to  live  up  to  the 
trusts  reposed  in  them  and  the  honor  conferred  upon  them.  As  our  Brother 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  from  whom  we  received  cordial  New  Year’s  greetings, 
eaid  in  one  of  his  stirring  rallying  calls — ‘  Let  us  overcome  our  problems,  let 
us  pull  together.  ’  Let  us  marshal  our  resources  and  lift  together !  Let  us 
unify  our  forces  and  work  together !  ’  ’ 

He  made  a  large  number  of  visits  during  his  two 
years  of  service,  as  far  East  as  Quebec  to  visit  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec.  As  to  his  Western  trip 
we  quote  his  own  language : 

“Perhaps  the  out-standing  feature  of  this  my  last  year  of  office  has 
been  my  well-filled  month  spent  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 
fulfilling  as  best  I  might  within  the  thirty-one  days  allotted,  an  itinerary  of 
mileage  and  distance  of  which  I  did  not  believe  any  man  capable  until 
after  it  was  performed.  The  ordinary  became  the  extraordinary,  the  com¬ 
monplace  was  woven  into  the  texture  of  strenuous  and  colorful  romance. 
Areas  and  dimensions  are  now  to  me  realizable  in  these  spacious  days.  Be¬ 
ginning  at  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  William — the  outlets  of  the  Golden  Harv- 
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ests  of  the  West  as  well  as  the  exemplars  of  the  five  points  of  fellow¬ 
ship,  I  passed  on  in  succession  to  Portage  la  Prairie,  Winnipeg,  Boissevain, 
Brandon,  Melville,  Regina,  Saskatoon,  Battleford,  Edmonton,  Calgary,  Banff, 
Swift  Current  and  Moose  Jaw  and  thence  by  a  force  march  over  that  won¬ 
der  of  human  creation  and  management,  the  C.  P.  R.,  back  to  Hiram  of 
Hamilton.  It  seems  all  like  one  great  field  of  the  cloth  of  gold  studded 
with  jewels.  ‘East  is  East  and  West  is  West,  but  there  is  neither  East  nor 
West,  border,  nor  breed,  nor  birth,  when  good  strong  men  come  face  to  face 
though  they  come  from  the  ends  of  the  earth.  ’  I  was  told  at  Fort  William 
that  I  was  going  to  a  Country  where  every  mound  was  a  mountain,  every 
rivulet  a  river  and  every  man  a  loyal  liar;  but  no  mendacity  was  needed. 
The  harvest  of  story  was  only  half  told — the  patriotic  picture  only  half 
painted. ’ ’ 

He  visited  many  of  the  Jurisdictions  of  our  own 
Country,  among  them  our  own. 

His  advice  to  Masons  and  what  constitutes  a  Mason 
should  be  read  by  all. 

‘  ‘  And  I  again  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  can  find  ample  talent 
among  Master  Masons  and  Royal  Arch  Masons  without  going  outside  of  the 
Household  of  the  Faithful.  The  great  majority  of  Degrees  can  be  confer¬ 
red  at  emergent  meetings.  A  limited  number  only  at  regular  meetings,  so 
that  Masons  may  teach  and  know  each  other  by  personal  contact  and  so 
that  midnight  may  see  all  good  Royal  Craftsmen  homeward  bound.  At  that 
hour — ‘East,  west,  hame’s  best. ’  Punctuality  at  the  beginning,  vim  and 
vigor  in  the  conduct  of  the  agenda  and  entertainment  (with  no  minute  un¬ 
utilized),  will  send  home  a  satisfied  membership  who  will  come  again.  Even 
in  the  gay  days  of  Horace,  enough  was  as  good  as  a  feast,  and  he  wrote 
in  a  language  that  is  not  dead — 

“  ‘Lusisti  satis,  edisti  satis,  atque  bibisti: 

Tempus  abire  tibi  est.  ’ 

“And  thus  coming  to  read  a  new  chapter  in  the  book  of  Masonic  life,  let 
each  one  bring  a  Companion — a  pleasant  Companion  is  as  good  as  a  coach — 
for  one  man  is  no  man.  A  lop-sided  man,  a  crank  or  a  selfish  man  is  a  dis¬ 
connected  ’phone.  The  most  enlightened  selfishness  is  unselfishness.  The 
Golden  Rule  runs  everywhere.  Let  us  other  ourselves!  The  Mason  of  old 
time  was  described  as  a  sociable  creature,  a  lover  of  good  company,  and  a 
delighter  in  his  equals  among  men  of  good  will.  We  have  not  retrograded. 
We  are  not  in  the  autumn  of  the  excellences.” 
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He  declares  that  our  bed  rock  is  freedom,  but  not 
freedom  from  law,  and  thus  defines  the  law: 

"Law — the  sanction  of  society — the  State’s  collected  'will — must  be  en¬ 
forced  in  law-abiding  Canada.  We  must  aid  in  putting  down  sternly  those 
Sinn  Feiners,  Bolshevists  and  Anarchists  who  would  interfere  with  the 
freedom  of  loyal  speech,  even  in  patriotic  Toronto.  Such  men  neither  fear 
God,  love  the  brotherhood,  nor  honor  the  King.  Any  one  can  destroy.  A 
stone  can  dint  a  golden  cup  or  shatter  a  priceless  crystal.  Remember  we  are 
the  builders  (much  more  than  patchers  and  tinkers),  builders  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  as  in  the  Craft.  There  is  such  a  thing  of  course  as  being  too 
paternally  governed — when  almost  fanatically  or  at  least  faddishly  per¬ 
sonal  liberty  is  sought  to  be  not  controlled  but  abolished.  Still  law  is  in 
the  main  the  tie  that  binds — the  safeguard  of  freedom,  honest  in  its  aim, 
effective  in  its  aid.  And  supporting  the  law,  that  is  just  law,  wisely  ad¬ 
ministered,  we  Masons  who  are  not  ‘  stupid  atheists  or  irreligious  libertines, 1 
who  value  the  sacredness  of  human  life,  the  rights  of  property  and  home, 
must  support  true  religion  and  the  Church  of  the  Great  Law  Giver.  Wor¬ 
ship  to  us  Masons  should  include  the  putting  our  creed  into  our  deed.  ‘  Re¬ 
member  my  Commandments — to  do  them.’  Keep  the  altar  fires  burning 
and  keep  the  anvils  ringing.  ” 

He  made  a  large  number  of  decisions,  all  of  which 
are  doubtless  good  law  in  his  Jurisdiction.  Some  of 
them  would  be  good  law  in  all  Jurisdictions. 

He  closes  his  wonderful  address  in  a  peculiar 
manner. 

“Let  each  one  of  us  ask  not — ‘What  say  men  that  I  am?’  but  ‘Whom 
say  men  that  I  am?’  And  it  is  my  prayer  and  trust  as  I  pass  the  sceptre  of 
this  Royal  Craft  to  my  in  every  way  worthy  successor,  that  you  each  and 
all  may  be  able  to  answer  truly  that  great  question  with  the  help  of  the 
Most  High — ‘Men  say  that  we  are  loyal  comrades  and  generous  friends.’ 
The  countersign  of  Masonry  is  still  Manhood.  The  Brotherhood  of  man 
begins  with  the  Manhood  of  the  Brother.  True  virile  Masonry  should  add  a. 
zeal  to  work,  a  zest  to  play — 

‘May  the  Giver  of  gifts  give  unto  you 
That  which  is  good — that  which  is  true, 

The  will  to  help  and  the  courage  to  do, 

A  heart  that  can  sing  the  whole  day  through, 

Whether  the  sky  be  grey  or  blue, 

May  the  Giver  of  gifts  give  these  to  you.’  ” 
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The  Grand  Superintendent’s  reports,  including  the 
Yukon  District,  are  certainly  a  valuable  asset  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  should  have  the  careful  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  members  of  Grand  Chapter. 

The  investments  of  the  Grand  Chapter  on  January 
31, 1921,  were  forty-four  thousand  four  hundred  and 
ninety-three  and  88/100  ($44,493.88)  dollars. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  shows  the  past 
year  to  have  been  one  of  the  most  prosperous  in  the 
history  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  membership,  as 
shown  by  the  report  on  December  31,  1920,  was 
twenty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(23,525),  a  net  gain  of  twenty-nine  hundred  and  one 
(2901),  with  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  warranted 
Chapters  and  fourteen  under  dispensation. 

In  reference  to  the  great  increase  in  membership 
and  the  influence  Masonry  has  upon  the  character  of 
its  members  he  says : 

“While  the  Grand  Superintendents  naturally  point  with  pride  to  the 
large  increase  in  membership,  it  is  evident  that  they  appreciate  it  is  not  the 
numerical  strength  of  a  Chapter  which  is  the  measure  of  its  usefulness. 
That  the  important  factor  is  the  effect  which  Masonry  has  upon  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  its  members  and  upon  their  lives  and  actions  as  citizens  of  their  coun¬ 
try  and  the  world.  In  the  interest  of  mankind  the  benefits  of  Masonry 
should  be  widely  extended  but  care  must  be  exercised  that  wholesale  ex¬ 
tensions  do  not  impair  the  spirit;  otherwise  those  benefits  will  be  weak¬ 
ened  and  Masonry  will  cease  to  give  to  its  members  that  wonderful  gift  of 
close  friendship,  brotherly  love,  sincerity,  truth  and  mutual  service  which 
has  been  at  once  its  glory  and  its  strength. 

1 1  There  has  come  down  to  us  from  the  ages  traditions  which  powerfully 
affect  the  life  and  being  of  the  Order.  We  are  a  link  in  a  long  chain 
which  stretches  from  the  remote  past  and  which  will  stretch  to  a  still  more 
remote  future  provided  we  and  those  who  come  after  us  are  but  true  to  our 
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trust,  faithful  to  our  duty  and  determined  as  sincere,  earnest  Masons  to 
keep  strong  and  bright  the  link  committed  to  our  care.  The  golden  chain 
must  not  be  tarnished,  its  strength  weakened,  nor  the  glorious  traditions 
of  the  Craft  made  less  effective  through  our  unworthiness. 

‘ 1  Capitular  Masonry  is  recruited  solely  from  Symbolic  Masonry  and 
therefore  the  first  responsibility  rests  with  the  Craft  lodges  who  accept  the 
uninitiated  and  confer  upon  him  the  blessing  of  light. 

‘ 1  This  does  not  relieve  Chapters  of  the  secondary  responsibility  of 
careful  selection  and  no  mercenary  or  other  unworthy  motive  should  tempt 
them  to  increase  their  membership  for  the  sake  of  mere  size.  ’  ’ 


It  is  certainly  most  satisfactory  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  that  such  great  prosperity,  both  financially 
and  numerically,  should  be  theirs. 

The  Grand  Chapter  covers  a  large  extent  of  terri¬ 
tory  which  is  but  sparsely  settled,  but,  in  time,  will 
become  most  populous,  and  a  stronghold  for  Free 
Masonry. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  again  prepared  by  E.  Companion  Edward  B. 
Brown.  Like  his  last,  it  is  an  able  report.  He 
very  fully  reviews  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
We  receive  a  lengthy  and  complimentary  review. 

An  engraving  of  the  newly  elected  Grand  Z.  will 
be  found  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Herbert  S.  Griffin  was  elected 
Grand  Z.,  and  B.  E.  Companion  Henry  T.  Smith 
was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E.  They  were  installed.

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CONNECTICUT. 

The  One  hundred  and  twenty-third  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Connecticut  was  held  in  the 
Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Hartford,  Tuesday. 
May  10,  1921. 

M.  E.  Companion  Henry  R.  Tisdale,  Grand  High 
Priest  opened  Grand  Chapter  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m., 
having  all  Grand  Officers  present,  also  fifteen  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  and  representatives  of  thirty- 
eight  subordinate  Chapters  present. 

As  usual  a  large  number  of  distinguished  visitors 
were  present,  representing  the  Grand  Jurisdictions 
of  Massachusetts,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Rhode 
Island,  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  Canada. 
They  were  introduced,  welcomed  and  received  with 
Grand  Honors. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  read  his  annual  address,, 
being  a  report  of  his  transactions  during  the  year. 
He  rejoices  at  the  phenomenal  growth,  and  that  he 
finds  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  a  continuation  of 
genuine  Brotherhood. 

He  made  fourteen  visitations  and  attended  the 
Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Rhode 
Island. 

He  issued  two  dispensations  to  receive  and  ballot 
upon  two  applicants  who  had  each  lost  a  portion  of 
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a  leg.  He  is  the  judge,  but  it  is  hard  to  reconcile 
with  the  requirements  of  Ancient  Masonry.  He  re¬ 
fused  a  number  of  requests  for  short  time  ballots. 
True  Masonic  law. 

He  made  a  decision  in  reference  to  candidates  re¬ 
ceiving  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  from  which  we  must 
differ.  Come  over  to  Philadelphia,  and  we  will 
show  you  a  way  of  conferring  it  that  will  meet  every 
requirement  and  be  strictly  within  Masonic  law. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  King  and 
Grand  Scribe  made  separate  reports  of  their  visits 
to  subordinate  Chapters  under  their  system.  Few, 
if  any,  subordinate  Chapters  fail  to  receive  a  visit 
from  one  of  the  Grand  Officers  during  the  year. 
We  like  the  plan.  It  is  rare  that  the  visit  of  a  Grand 
Officer  does  not  stimulate  the  members  to  renewed 
activity. 

The  Grand  King  represented  the  Grand  High 
Priest  at  the  Eleventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  George 
Washington  Masonic  National  Memorial  Association, 
at  Alexandria,  Ya.  He  was  deeply  impressed  with 
the  meeting  and  surroundings.  He  also  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  Masonic  Service  Association.  He  ex¬ 
presses  no  opinion  of  it.  My  information  is  limited, 
so  I  can’t  help  him. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand  of  five  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-five 
and  47/100  ($5,285.47)  dollars.

THE  GRAND  HOLY  ROYAL  ARCH

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship,  April  30,  1921  to  be  twelve  thousand  nine  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-three  (12,953),  a  gain  during  the  year 
of  thirteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  (1363). 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Grand  Chapter  made  their  report,  concluding 
with  a  resolution  as  follows : 

“We  find  that  one  of  the  proposed  amendments,  if  adopted,  would  ex¬ 
tremely  broaden  the  powers  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  enabling  it  to 
assume  arbitrary  and  despotic  sovereignty  over  its  constituent  Grand  Chap¬ 
ters,  would  empower  it  to  force  the  use  of  its  inferior  and  everchanging  rit¬ 
ual,  and  would  otherwise  result  in  an  injurious  centralization  of  power, 
thereby  reducing  the  State  Grand  Chapters  to  the  status  of  mere  and  prac¬ 
tically  useless  provincial  Grand  Bodies. 

‘  ‘  We  refrain  from  especial  discussion  of  the  remaining  amendments, 
deeming  the  reasons  urged  in  favor  of  their  adoption  as  mostly  too  puerile 
for  serious  notice. 

“We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

“ Resolved ,  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Connec¬ 
ticut  strongly  deprecates  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  instructs  its  representatives 
to  use  all  honorable  means  to  defeat  the  same.  ’  ’ 


The  report  and  resolution  were  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
is  again  prepared  by  M.  E.  Companion  George  A. 
Kies,  Past  Grand  High  Priest.  It  is  his  thirteenth 
report,  an  unusually  strong  one.  We  receive  kind 
treatment.  His  conclusion  refers  mainly  to  the 
amendments  of  General  Grand  Chapter  Constitution. 
In  fact,  it  crops  out  in  nearly  every  review,  but  we 
give  the  conclusion: 
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‘ ‘  The  proposed  ill-considered  amendments  to  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter ’s  constitution  have  been  freely  discussed  (and  generally  &e-cussed)  by 
correspondents,  nearly  all  of  the  latter  positively  condemning  them.  Under 
date  of  March  1,  1921,  the  Revision  Committee  sent  out  a  circular  which 
would  indicate  that  they  have  a  bad  case  of  ‘  cold  feet.  ’  They  state 
their  desire  to  ‘strengthen  the  position ’  of  the  General  Grand,  and  not  to 
interfere  with  the  sovereign  rights  of  Grand  Chapters.  But  they  proceed 
to  assert  that  ‘the  ritual  ought  always  to  be  in  the  control  of  and  promul¬ 
gated  by  the  General  Grand.  ’  They  close  with  this  breezy  bluff : 

“  ‘Unquestionably,  the  code  may  have  weaknesses  and  defects;  it  may 
need  some  revamping  before  acceptance  if  the  interests  of  all  the  States  are 
to  be  guarded;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  document  is  not  too  absolutely 
and  hopelessly  pernicious  a  thing  its  more  bitter  critics  profess  to  con¬ 
sider  it  and  should  NOT  BE  THROWN  OVERBOARD  WITHOUT  ANY 
SORT  OF  CONSIDERATION.  ’ 

“From  our  point  of  view,  the  whole  business  is  founded  upon  false 
premises.  As  such  w^e  believe  it  should  be  ‘  thrown  overboard.  ’  ’  ’ 

We  venture  the  assertion  that  it  will  meet  the  worst 
defeat  that  befel  any  proposition  that  ever  came  be¬ 
fore  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  first  page  of  the  proceedings  contains  an  en¬ 
graving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest. 

M.  E.  Companion  Edgar  B.  Ellis  was  elected, 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  M.  E.  Companion  George 
A.  Kies  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

DELAWARE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Delaware  held  their  Fifty-third  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Wilming¬ 
ton,  on  Wednesday,  January  19,  1921. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Full  Form  at 
four  o’clock  p.  m.  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Three 
Grand  Officers  were  absent.  Ten  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  the  representatives  of  all  the  Chapters 
of  the  Jurisdiction,  four  in  number. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  read  his  address.  It  is  a 
complete  statement  of  his  actions,  presented  in  a 
business-like  manner.  Nothing  of  great  importance 
was  presented  for  his  consideration. 

He  visited  all  the  Chapters  of  the  Jurisdiction.  In 
every  instance  he  was  courteously  received. 

Accompanied  by  several  Grand  Officers  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests  he  attended  the  One 
hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  of  our  Grand 
Chapter.  He  says  no  effort  was  spared  to  make  this 
visit  an  enjoyable  one.  That  is  Pennsylvania’s 
method  of  doing  things. 

He  speaks  of  his  visitations  to  the  several  Chapters 
in  the  following  language  : 

“  During  my  visitations  to  the  various  Chapters,  official  and  otherwise, 
I  noted  that  the  Chapters  were  either  ignorant  of  the  fact  or  were  paying 
no  attention  to  the  resolution  of  1897  relative  to  the  instruction  of  Candi¬ 
dates,  which  resolution  I  immediately  called  to  the  attention  of  the  various 
High  Priests. 

“In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  present  to  this  Convocation  a 
resolution  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  above: 

“Resolved,  that  a  period  of  one  lunar  month  shall  elapse  between  the 
conferring  of  each  Captular  Degree  upon  each  Candidate,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  Past  Master  Degree,  which  may  be  conferred  in  conjunction 
with  either  the  Mark  Master  or  Most  Excellent  Master  Degrees.  ” 
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Haven’t  any  doubt  lie  would  find  ignorance  in  the 
subordinate  Chapters.  His  resolution,  if  combined 
with  the  instruction  of  candidates,  would  change 
conditions  materially. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  small  bal¬ 
ance  on  hand. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship,  on  January  19, 1921,  to  be  nineteen  hundred  and 
ten  (1910),  an  increase  during  the  year  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  (150). 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  presented  by  Companion  Thomas  J.  Hay.  As 
usual,  it  is  a  good  one.  We  receive  brief  notice. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
is  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  W.  Harry  Lewhs  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Stuart  J. 
Hom  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  held  a  special  Convocation  in 
the  Masonic  Temple,  on  Monday,  February  28,  1920. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at  one 
o’clock  p.  mv  by  M.  E.  Companion  Prank  F.  Major, 
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Grand  High  Priest.  All  but  two  Grand  Officers  were 
present.  Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were 
present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting  was  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  George  Clarke  Ober. 

After  the  appointment  of  various  committees  the 
Grand  Chapter,  in  company  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  Grand  Commandery,  proceeded  to  the  res¬ 
idence  of  the  deceased,  where  religious  service  was 
conducted.  The  remains  were  then  taken  in  charge 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  conveyed  to  the  Congres¬ 
sional  Cemetery,  where  Grand  Lodge’s  burial  serv¬ 
ice  was  performed  by  the  Grand  Master.  Grand 
Chapter  returned  to  Masonic  Temple  and  was  closed 
in  Ample  Form. 

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Masonic  Temple,  on  Wednesday,  February  9, 1921. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Frank  F.  Major, 
Grand  High  Priest,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample i 
Form  at  seven  o’clock  p.  m.,  with  all  Grand  Officers 
present,  twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  all  subordinate  Chapters  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction. 

Several  distinguished  visitors  were  received  with 
Grand  Honors  and  welcomed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  was  so  seriously  indis¬ 
posed  that  he  was  compelled  to  relinquish  his  station 
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to  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  who  occupied  it 
until  the  Grand  Chapter  closed. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  read 
by  R.  E.  Companion  Roe  Fulkerson,  Grand  Scribe. 
He  refers  to  the  prosperity  of  the  year  and  the' 
causes  as  follows : 

‘ 1  The  past  year  has  been  a  wonderful  prosperous  one  in  Capitular 
Masonry.  The  accessions  to  our  ranks  are  without  precedent,  our  records 
showing  that  we  have  exalted  926  and  that  the  net  gain  is  803.  Compan¬ 
ions,  this  record  was  not  accomplished  because  I  was  your  Grand  High 
Priest  or  because  of  the  work  of  any  one  person,  but  it  was  accomplished 
by  the  united  efforts  of  the  officers  and  companions  of  the  constituent 
Chapters  working  in  harmony  with  the  Grand  Officers,  and  each  one  doing 
his  part  in  the  splendid  achievement.  We  should  now  redouble  our  assi¬ 
duity  and  strive  to  make  the  coming  year  even  more  prosperous  than  the 
past.  ’  * 

He  made  two  decisions.  Both  of  importance  to 
his  Grand  Chapter. 

He  issued  a  number  of  dispensations  wdiich  virtual¬ 
ly  set  aside  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  not  un¬ 
usual  in  these  days,  but  the  number  is  diminishing. 

He  approves  the  idea  of  collective  test  ballot.  We 
regard  the  introduction  of  the  collective  ballot  as 
dangerous,  and  likely  to  threaten  the  peace  and  har¬ 
mony  of  the  fraternity.  It  is  true  balloting  con¬ 
sumes  time.  Better  ballot  on  applicants  at  stated 
meetings  and  do  the  work  at  extra  meetings,  and  thus 
avoid  a  departure  from  the  established  custom,  etc. 

He  received  numerous  invitations  to  Masonic 
gatherings,  among  them  being  one  to  our  One  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary.  Of  it  he  says: 
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"On  November  28  and  29  I  attended  the  celebration  of  the  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania, 
held  in  Philadelphia.  While  I  have  been  present  at  many  Masonic  func¬ 
tions,  this  was  one  of  the  finest  that  I  have  ever  attended.  ” 

He  issued  a  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  a 
new  Chapter.  His  action  was  approved  and  the 
warrant  prayed  for  granted. 

A  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted,  “That  the 
Companions  who  represent  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  next  Convocation  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  be  directed  to  vote 
against  the  enlargement  of  power  which  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  is  seeking.’ ’ 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand  of  four  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-two 
and  18/100  ($4,252.18)  dollars. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship,  December  31, 1920,  to  be  five  thousand,  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-nine  (5259),  a  gain  of  eight  hundred 
and  three  (803)  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  prepared  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  William 
W.  Jermaine.  It  is  a  very  able  report.  He  is  a 
worthy  successor  to  R.  E.  Companion  Roe  Fulker¬ 
son.  In  reviewing  Pennsylvania  he  devotes  con¬ 
siderable  space  to  the  making  a  Royal  Arch  Mason 
at  sight.  The  Brother  thus  honored  being  Governor 
William  C.  S  proud,  in  Pennsylvania.  We  claim, 
that  one  of  the  prerogatives  of  the  Grand  Master  is 
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to  make  Masons  at  sight.  It  has  been  exercised 
frequently  by  Grand  Masters.  One  Grand  Master 
during  his  two  years  service  thus  honored  five  per¬ 
sons,  three  of  whom  became  prominent  in  Capitular 
Masonry.  The  prerogative  has  not  been  so  frequent¬ 
ly  exercised,  and  when  so  exercised,  it  has  been  upon 
deserving  Brothers.  I,  however,  endorse  the  opinion 
of  the  Chairman:  “I  am  in  favor  of  a  very  sparing 
use  of  the  prerogative.” 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
will  be  found  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Joseph  H.  Milans  was  elected 
Grand.  High  Priest,  and  Arvine  W.  Johnston  was 
elected  Grand  Secretary.  The  Grand  High  Priest 
was  installed.

ENGLAND. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England  for  the  Quarterly 
Convocations  of  November  3,  1920,  and  February  2, 
1921,  have  been  received. 

M.  E.  Companion  Right  Honorable  Lord  Amp- 
thill^  G.  C.  S.  I.  G.  G.  S.  E.  Pro.  First  Grand  Prin¬ 
cipal,  opened  each  Grand  Convocation  in  ancient  and 
solemn  form.  The  minutes  of  each  Convocation  were 
read  and  confirmed. 
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The  Pro.  First  Grand  Principal  announced  the 
change  in  the  Royal  Arch  regulations  proceeding  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Second  Deputy  Grand  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Ceremonies,  and  that  the  Most  Excellent  First 
Grand  Principal  had  been  pleased  to  appoint  Com¬ 
panion  A.  L.  F.  Cook,  Fourth  Grand  Standard 
Bearer,  to  be  Second  Deputy  Grand  Director  of  Cere¬ 
monies  and  Companion  P.  Maurice  Beachcroft  to 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  promotion  of  Companion 
A.  L.  F.  Cook. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  General  Purposes 
for  the  quarter  ending  September  30, 1920,  which  was 
received  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  showing  a  cash 
balance  of  £357  9s.  5d. 

The  Committee  also  reported  that  they  had  re¬ 
ceived  eleven  petitions  for  new  Chapters  and  five 
petitions  from  Chapters  to  change  their  place  of  meet¬ 
ing.  The  report  was  adopted,  consequently  the 
petitions  for  new  Chapters  and  the  change  in  the 
meeting  place  of  five  Chapters  were  approved. 

At  the  Quarterly  Convocation,  held  February  2, 
1921,  a  message  from  the  Most  Excellent  First  Grand 
Principal  was  received  authorizing  the  conferring 
upon  Companions  of  ability  who  have  rendered  serv¬ 
ice  to  the  Order  the  rank  of  Past  Provincial  or  Dis¬ 
trict  Grand  Officers. 

E.  Companion  A.  L.  F.  Cook,  who  was  not  present 
at  the  last  Quarterly  Convocation,  was  invested  as. 
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Second  Deputy  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  by  the 
Most  Excellent  Provincial  First  Grand  Principal. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  General  Purposes 
for  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1920,  was  re¬ 
ceived  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  showing  a  balance 
on  hand  at  that  date  of  £639  13s.  7 d. 

#• 

They  report  of  the  death  of  a  large  number  of  dis¬ 
tinguished  Grand  Officers  who  have  been  conspicu¬ 
ous  by  their  devotion  to  Eoyal  Arch  Masonry. 

They  recommended  the  petition  for  fifteen  new 
Chapters  and  the  request  for  the  change  in  place  of 
meeting  of  ten  Chapters.  The  report  and  recommen¬ 
dations  were  adopted. 

The  failure  to  receive  the  reports  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Quarterly  Convocation  of  May  and  Au¬ 
gust,  1921,  have  prevented  us  from  making  a  complete 
report.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Quarterly  Convocations  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England 
and  Wales  and  the  Colonies  and  Dependencies  of  the 
British  Crown  for  August  31  and  November  30, 
1920,  and  March  1, 1921,  have  been  received. 

The  Quarterly  Convocation  of  August  31, 1920,  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form  by  R.  W.  Right  Honorable 
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tlie  Earl  of  Stradbroke,  C.  V.  O.  C.  B.,  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  the  Throne.  The  usual  number  of 
Grand  Lodge  Officers  were  present,  together  with  a 
large  number  of  present  and  Past  Grand  Officers, 
Past  Masters,  etc.  This  was  the  first  time  that  the 
Provincial  Grand  Master  had  attended  a  meeting  of 
Grand  Lodge  in  six  years,  having  been  absent  in  the 
service  of  his  country.  He  was  re-elected,  and  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  acclamation: 

‘ 1  That  the  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons,  as¬ 
sembled  this  day  in  Quarterly  Communication,  desire  to  offer  to  M.  W. 
Brother  Col.  the  Earl  of  Stradbroke,  C.B.,  C.V.O.,  their  hearty  con¬ 
gratulations  on  his  appointment  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  Victoria,  and 
to  express  their  sincere  wish  for  his  success  and  happiness  in  the  honorable 
and  responsible  position  to  which  H.  M.  The  King  has  been  pleased  to  call 
him.  ’ 1 

This  appointment  necessarily  takes  him  from  his 
home,  and  deprives  the  Grand  Lodge  of  his  services 
as  Grand  Master. 

The  report  of  the  General  Board  was  read  and  en¬ 
tered  on  the  minutes. 

The  report  shows  that  during  the  quarter,  June  30, 
1920,  warrants  were  issued  for  four  new  Mark 
Lodges,  and  also  that  warrants.were  granted  for  four 
Royal  Ark  Mariner  Lodges. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  announced  a  number  of 
appointments. 

The  Fifty-second  Anniversary  Festival  of  the 
Fund  of  Benevolence  was  held  on  Thursday,  June 
24,  1920.  V.  W.  Brother  Rev.  Edward  St.  John 
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Moore,  Deputy  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Not¬ 
tinghamshire,  presided.  The  sum  of  £10,050  was  an¬ 
nounced  as  having  been  paid  and  promised.  The 

amount  disbursed  bv  the  Benevolent  Branch  was 

•/ 

large. 

The  Quarterly  Convocation  on  November  30,  1920, 
was  opened  in  form,  with  R.  W.  Frederick  Cluns, 
Provincial  Grand  Master  for  West  Yorkshire,  as 
Grand  Master  on  the  Throne.  All  Grand  offices  were 
filled.  The  Grand  Stewards  for  the  year  and  many 
Past  Stewards  and  other  Past  Grand  Officers  were 
present. 

The  minutes  were  duly  confirmed. 

Then  followed  the  nomination  of  his  Royal  High¬ 
ness  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and  Strathearn  as 
Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing  year. 

W.  Brother  Aubry  Ransford  Collett  was  nomi¬ 
nated  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  report  of  the  General  Board  for  quarter  end¬ 
ing  September  30,  1920,  was  received  and  entered  on 
the  minutes. 

During  the  quarter  warrants  were  granted  for  four 
new  Mark  Lodges.  Warrants  were  also  granted  for 
four  Royal  Ark  Mariner  Lodges. 

They  also  reported  with  great  regret  the  death  of 
A.  W.  Brother  The  Lord  Egerton  of  Tatton,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  who,  as  Provincial  Grand  Master,  pre- 
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sided  over  the  Province  of  Cheshire  for  twenty-six 
years,  and  other  distinguished  Masons. 

The  Annuity,  Educational  and  Benevolent 
Branches  reports  were  examined  by  the  Committee. 
The  Benevolent  Branch  was  again  very  liberal  in 
their  disbursements,  which  were  largely  increased. 

A  message  of  condolence  was  sent  to  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  he  having  lost  a  son.  Also  a  message 
of  God  speed  to  the  Colony  of  Victoria. 

The  Quarterly  Convocation  of  March  1,  1921,  was 
presided  over  by  R.  W.  Sir  R.  V.  Vassar  Smith, 
Bart.,  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Throne. 

The  first  business  after  opening  was  the  election 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing  year,  in 
the  person  of  H.  R.  H.  The  Duke  of  Connaught  and 
Strathearn.  He  was  then  proclaimed;  then  fol¬ 
lowed  the  election  of  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  report  of  the  General  Board  for  quarter  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1920,  was  received  and  entered  on 
the  minutes.  During  the  quarter  warrants  were 
granted  for  five  new  Mark  Lodges;  warrants  were 
also  granted  for  four  Royal  Ark  Mariner  Lodges. 

A  number  of  appointments  of  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  were  announced. 

The  death  of  V.  W.  Brother  Benjamin  Varley, 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  other  distinguished  Brethren 
were  announced. 
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There  being  no  further  business,  Grand  Lodge  was 
closed  in  due  form. 

After  the  close  of  each  Quarterly  Communication 
the  Brethren  joined  in  singing  the  National  Anthem.

FLORIDA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
State  of  Florida  assembled  in  its  Seventy-fifth  An¬ 
nual  Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  ini  the  City 
of  Jacksonville,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  May  17, 
A.  D.  1921,  A.  I.  2451. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present ;  also  sixteen  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  including  M.  E.  Companion  L. 
C.  Massey,  Pennsylvania’s  Grand  Representative. 

M.  E.  Companion  Henry  O.  Snow,  Grand  High 
Priest,  in  his  address,  called  attention  to  “the  duty  of 
each  Royal  Arch  Mason,  when  he  knows  a  worthy 
Brother  to  point  out  to  him  the  advantages  of  becom¬ 
ing  a  member  of  our  organization.” 

He  reported  the  assignments  for  Grand  Visitations 
to  be  made  by  the  Throne  officers.  They  seem  not  to 
have  covered  their  field,  if  their  reports  are  any  cri¬ 
terion,  and  the  following  from  R.  E.  Companion  R.  J. 
Kishpaugh's  report  is  not  clear  to  us: 

1 1  The  work  was  most  impressive  upon  the  persons  of  the  candidates  and 
I  trust  that  their  minds  were  improved  through  the  exercises  in  quick 
thinking  which  their  initiation  made  necessary.” 
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The  customary  method  of  conferring  a  sublime 
degree  does  not  seem  to  have  been  followed.  This  may 
have  been  an  unusual  occasion,  as  R.  E.  Companion 
Ely  P.  Hubbell,  Grand  Scribe,  in  referring  to  his 
visitations  says : 

‘  ‘  There  appeared  to  be  a  uniform  desire  to  confer  the  degrees  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  ritual,  and  also  to  impress  the  candidates  with  the 
beauty,  solemnity  and  moral  force  of  the  lessons  sought  to  be  portrayed. ,  ' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  acknowledged  receipt  of 
invitation  to  attend  our  meeting  on  November  29, 
1920,  but  which  he  declined,  being  unable  to  be  pres¬ 
ent. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Dis¬ 
pensations  and  By-laws,  two  new  charters  were 
granted. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  re¬ 
affirmed  the  regulation 

“that  Chapters  shall  not  depart  from  the  work  in  conferring  the  degrees, 
especially  the  Royal  Arch  degree,  by  interpolating  scenes  calculated  to 
excite  mirth  and  discomfort  to  its  candidates,  which  regulations  prohibit 
absolutely  all  such  future  occurrences  upon  penalty  of  forfeiture  of 
charter.  ’  ’ 


The  Rituals  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  are  not 
in  use  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  fraternal  correspondence  is  over  the  signa¬ 
ture  of  R.  E.  Companion  Ely  P.  Htjbbell,  Grand 
Scribe,  who  signs  for  the  Committee,  and  of  whose 
comments  we  quote : 
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' 4  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  growing  disposition  among  Grand  Chapters  to 
look  with  disfavor  upon  the  action  of  those  misguided  Companions  who  seem 
to  think  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  conducted  for-  no  other  purpose  than  to 
enjoy  a  horse  laugh. 

Pennsylvania  is  fraternally  reviewed.

GENERAL  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

The  Thirty-eighth  Triennial  Convocation  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
United  States  of  America  convened  at  Masonic  Tem¬ 
ple,  in  the  City  of  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  begin¬ 
ning  on  Wednesday,  September  28, 1921,  at  10  o’clock 

A.  M. 

Previous  to  the  opening  ceremonies,  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  met  in  Special  Convocation,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  and  welcoming  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  M.  E.  Grand  High 
Priest  John  J.  Phoenix  welcomed  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  Officers,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Alex¬ 
ander  B.  Andrews,  p.  g.  h.  p.  of  North  Carolina, 
delivered  the  official  address  of  welcome,  a  most  pleas¬ 
ing  and  instructive  address.  He  referred  to  North 
Carolina’s  population  of  99^  per  cent,  native  born 
Americans ;  to  the  conferring  of  the  Royal  Arch  De- 
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gree  in  North  Carolina  in  1780 ;  to  the  “ guiding  star’’ 
of  Capitular  Masonry  in  North  Carolina,  “Service  to 
Mankind/  ’  and  to  what  has  been  done  in  that  direc¬ 
tion. 

The  General  Grand  High  Priest  acknowledged  the 
gracious  welcome,  and  Companion  Henry  de  Wm i 
Hamilton,  General  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  re¬ 
sponded  on  behalf  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

All  General  Grand  Chapter  Officers  were  in  at¬ 
tendance  except  Companion  Henry  Banks,  General 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host,  on  account  of  whose 
death,  Companion  Gustav  A.  Eitel,  officiated  in  his 
place. 

The  General  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion  Fred¬ 
erick  W.  Craig,  delivered  a  learned  address,  of  great 
interest. 

He  stated  that  “through  causes  which  are  debat¬ 
able  and  upon  which  perfect  agreement  seems  not  to 
be  had,  the  growth  in  the  number  of  adherents  to 
our  Masonic  institution  in  its  various  divisions  has, 
during  the  triennial  period  since  our  last  Convoca¬ 
tion,  been  unprecedented.” 

He  reported  the  constitution  of  Cristobal  Chapter, 
No.  2,  of  Cristobal,  Canal  Zone,  on  April  22,  1919. 

He  reported  issuing  dispensations,  one  in  J anuary, 
1919,  for  a  new  Chapter  at  Anchorage,  Alaska,  and 
another  in  January,  1920,  to  remove  Sante  Fe  Chap¬ 
ter,  No.  2,  from  Isle  of  Pines  to  Neuva  Gerona,  W.  I. 
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He  made  certain  decisions,  some  of  which  he  re¬ 
ported.  He  referred  to  various  official  visitations, 
among  them,  to  our  Grand  Chapter,  on  the  occasion  of 
our  celebrating  our  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary,  of  which  he  says : 

1  ‘I  received  a  very  cordial  invitation  to  attend  and  to  speak  at  the 
banquet  following1  the  exercises  of  the  day.  I  regarded  the  occasion  as  of 
importance  to  Capitular  Masonry  and  although  Pennsylvania  is  not  a  part; 
of  our  General  Grand  Chapter  Jurisdiction,  I  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
after  the  event  felt  well  repaid  for  the  visit.  From  the  very  first  greeting  I 
felt  that  I  was  among  friends,  and,  as  time  passed,  every  courtesy  and  at¬ 
tention  was  shown  to  me  as  the  executive  head  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.  ’ 7 

He  recommended  the  endorsement  of  the  Towner- 
Sterling  Bill  providing  for  a  National  Department  of 
Education.  Companion  Charles  Arthur  Conover 
reported  in  detail  on  the  affairs  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.  During  the  past  triennial  period  the  mem¬ 
bership  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  has  increased  to  606,802.  The  moneys  re¬ 
ceived  and,  accounted  for  by  the  General  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  totalled  $26,470.19. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  is  un¬ 
usual,  and  but  for  lack  of  space  we  would  quote  at 
length  this  very  fine  memoriam. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters 
and  Dispensations,  a  charter  was  granted  to  Anchor¬ 
age  Chapter,  No.  3,  Alaska.  Fraternal  recognition 
was  extended  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  but  such  recognition  was  withheld  from  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland. 
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The  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  exemplified  as  set 
forth  in  the  new  ritual. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Constitution  sub¬ 
mitted  a  Supplemental  Report,  action  upon  which, 
on  motion  of  Companion  Francis  E.  White,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Nebraska,  was  indefinitely 
postponed  by  a  vote  of  143  to  94. 

A  charter  was  refused  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ore¬ 
gon,  which  is  acting  under  a  so-called  “dispensation” 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  holds  that  it  has 
no  authority  to  grant  Charters. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
showed  all  Grand  Chapters  under  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  represented  except  Dela¬ 
ware,  Nevada  and  Wyoming. 

The  report  of  Companion  Harry  W.  Harvey, 
General  Grand  Custodian  of  the  Work,  contains  many 
excellent  thoughts  regarding  Capitular  Work,  and 
we  quote  therefrom: 

1  1  Some  criticism  has  arisen  because  the — have  been  eliminated  from  the 
Royal  Arch  Degree,  and  that  members  will  not  attend  if  there  is  no  fun. 
The  Committee  pleads  guilty,  and  wishes  merely  to  say  that  if  a  Chapter 
needs  1  horse  play,’  or  some  means  to  perpetrate  jokes  on  or  have  fun  with 
the  candidate,  then  the  sooner  its  charter  is  arrested  the  better  it  will  be 
for  Royal  Arch  Masonry.” 

There  is  no  place  in  any  Masonic  ritual  for  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  a  circus  or  jest  at  the  expense  of  the 
candidate.  If  the  clean  ceremonv  of  the  ritual,  which 
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is  intended  to  teach  and  illustrate  great  truths,  does 
not  appeal  to  the  officers  of  a  Chapter,  then  a  mistake 
has  been  made  in  their  election. 

The  degrees  in  all  Masonry  are  intended  to  elevate 
the  intellectual  and  moral  character  of  those  who  take 
them,  and  therefore  should  be  conferred  in  the  most 
dignified  manner,  and  nothing  should  be  said  or  dona 
which  would  in  the  least  embarrass,  humiliate  or  ba 
painful  to  any  candidate. 

The  1924  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  will  be  held  in  Portland,  Me. 

A  resolution  suggesting  fostering  the  Order  of  De 
Molay  was  adopted. 

An  excellent  engraved  picture  of  the  retiring  Gen¬ 
eral  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion  Frederick  W. 
Craig,  is  contained  in  the  Proceedings.  Pictures  of 
Companions  Henry  Banks  and  Joseph  Edward 
Dyas  are  also  contained  therein,  as  well  as  Memorials 
of  M.  E.  Companions  Edward  B.  Spencer  and  J. 
Henry  Williams.

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GEORGIA. 

The  Ninety-ninth  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State 
of  Georgia  was  held  in  the  Convention  Hall  of  Demp¬ 
sey  Hotel,  Macon,  on  Wednesday,  April  27,  1921,  A. 
I.  2451,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  and  was  in  session  during 
the  days  of  Wednesday,  the  27th,  and  Thursday,  the 
28th,  of  April,  1921. 

Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  C. 
Greenfield,  having  been  called  into  that  “  house  not 
made  with  hands,  ’  ’  was  not  officiating  at  this  Convo¬ 
cation,  Most  Excellent  Companion  Welby  C.  Jordan, 
Grand  King,  acting  as  Grand  High  Priest.  We  ex¬ 
tend  our  sympathies. 

As  “ Death  loves  a  shining  mark,”  it  not  only  sum¬ 
moned  that  great  Mason,  M.  E.  Companion  Joseph 
C.  Greenfield,  but  also  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Henry  Banks,  and  other  prominent  Masonic  lights 
of  this  Grand  J urisdiction. 

Charters  were  granted  to  five  new  Chapters. 

The  Acting  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion 
Welby  C.  Jordan,  saw  fit  to  grant  three  special  dis¬ 
pensations  to  receive  and  ballot  upon  petitions  at 
one  and  the  same  Convocation. 

The  66 noble  work”  of  the  George  Washington  Ma¬ 
sonic  National  Memorial  Association  was  commended 
by  the  Acting  Grand  High  Priest.  He  reported  that 
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this  “Grand  Chapter  has  steadily  advanced  in  all 
material  well-being,”  and  suggested  a  most  timely 
thought  when  he  said:  “In  these  times  of  depres¬ 
sion,  in  the  commercial  world,  distraction  and  confu¬ 
sion  in  the  social  order,  and  religious  indifference  in 
the  spiritual  realm,  we  cannot  do  better  than  pause  in 
the  rush  of  life.  Let  us  think  of  our  duty  as  Masons.  ” 

We  note  with  pleasure  that  arrangements  are  being 
made  by  this  Grand  Chapter  for  the  celebration  of  its 
centennial,  in  1922,  which  event  will  likely  be  a  mem¬ 
orable  one  in  Georgia  Capitular  Masonry. 

The  full  report  of  Companion  E.  A.  McHan  is 
very  interesting  in  that  it  reflects  the  zealous  atten¬ 
tion  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  through  its  Lecturer,  to 
develop  the  welfare  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  its  subor¬ 
dinate  Chapters  and  the  membership.  Companion 
McHan  is  also  Grand  Secretary  and  is  an  indefatiga¬ 
ble  worker  who  obtains  satisfactory  results,  but  with 
whom  we  personally  take  exception  in  his  use  of  the 
term  “higher  degrees  of  Masonry”  when  he  refers 
to  the  Capitular  degrees,  since  the  symbolism,  in  our 
humble  opinion,  as  portrayed  in  Ancient  Craft  Ma¬ 
sonry,  is  one  story,  and  is  not  complete  until  an  init¬ 
iate  has  received  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

Companion  W.  G.  Mealor  paid  a  glowing  tribute 
to  that  illustrious  Mason,  Joseph  C.  Greenfield, 
who  was  called  from  active  service  in  Masonry,  and 
praised  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  endowing 
a  bed  in  his  memory  in  a  Scottish  Rite  Hospital  for 
Crippled  Children. 
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A  picture  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  C. 
Greenfield  graces  the  proceedings  as  a  frontispiece. 

Pages  to  the  fraternal  dead,  tabular  statements  and 
statistical  tables  and  the  proceedings  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Order  of  High  Priests  follow  the  rec¬ 
ord  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  on  foreign  correspondence  was  again 
submitted  by  Companion  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Bass, 
who  reviewed  forty-one  Grand  Jurisdictions,  ini 
which  Pennsylvania,  1919,  was  included.

IDAHO. 

The  Thirteenth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Idaho  convened 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  City  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  on 
Friday,  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1921,  at 
9.30  o’clock,  a.  m. 

It  is  gratif ying  to  note  the  intense  interest  of  the 
Grand  Officers  and  the  Representatives  from  the  con¬ 
stituent  Chapters.  All  Grand  Officers  and  five  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  and  all  constituent 
Chapters  were  represented  at  this  Convocation. 

Hon.  George  F.  Weeks,  a  Companion  of  Coeur 
d’Alene  Chapter,  welcomed  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
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Companion  Harry  P.  Wolf  announced  that  an  enter¬ 
tainment  programme  had  been  prepared  by  Compan¬ 
ions  of  Coeur  d’Alene. 

Prosperity  continues  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
Lewis  W.  Ensign,  directed  attention  to  “the  neces¬ 
sity  of  assisting  our  subordinate  Chapters  to  instill 
into  the  hearts  of  their  members  a  knowledge  of  the 
true  principles  of  Capitular  Masonry.” 

As  is  customary  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the 
Grand  Representatives  appeared  before  the  altar  and 
were  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  who  also 
directed  their  attention  to  their  duties  and  communi¬ 
cated  his  well  wishes,  through  them,  to  the  High 
Priests  of  sister  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  address,  referred  to 
the  meeting  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  where  Ger¬ 
man  and  Irish  sympathizers  were  moaning  because 
Germany  must  pay,  and  because  Ireland  isn’t  big 
enough  to  lick  England,  and  the  action  of  American 
veterans,  members  of  the  Legion,  adopting  the  resolu¬ 
tion  that  “On  this  solemn  night,  filled  with  the  in¬ 
spiration  born  of  memories  of  gallant  men,  we  have 
come  to  pledge  ourselves  that  this  nation  shall  yet  be¬ 
come  a  land  of  one  tongue,  one  ideal,  one  flag,”  and 
called  upon  “all  Companion  Royal  Arch  Masons  to 
use  their  influence  wherever  it  may  avail  to  promote 
the  spirit  of  true  Americanism  as  expressed  in  this 
resolution.  ’  ’ 
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We  note,  with  much  interest,  the  efforts  of  M.  E. 
Companion  William  Wallin  in  the  establishment  of 
a  Masonic  Charities  Association.  We  trust  you  will 
not  be  4 ‘ weary  in  well  doing’ ’  and  we  wish  you  every 
success. 

The  report  of  Companion  Edward  Smith,  Grand 
Treasurer,  reflected  a  substantial  increase  in  the  cash 
balance  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  as  did  also  the 
report  of  the  efficient  new  Grand  Secretary,  Compan¬ 
ion  Perry  C.  Marshall,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and 
Grand  Lecturer. 

Companion  Henry  Leimberger  reported  the  ac¬ 
tivities  directed  to  the  enlightenment  of  Capitular  of¬ 
ficers  and  the  satisfactory  results.  He  recommended 
engaging  Assistant  Grand  Lecturers. 

Companion  George  E.  Knepper,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  presented  his 
report,  in  which  Pennsylvaina  is  reviewed.  He  seems 
to  have  been  greatly  misinformed  as  to  the  resolu¬ 
tions  dealing  with  our  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
fifth  Anniversary,  stating  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  offered  a  resolution  setting  aside 
$500  to  defray  the  expenses,  but  that  the  resolution 
adopted  appropriated  $100.  The  correct  appropria¬ 
tion  was  $10,000. 

He  also  seems  to  be  uninformed  regarding  the  pre¬ 
rogatives  of  Pennsylvania  Grand  High  Priests,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  at  sight. 
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Companion  H.  P.  Glindeman,  p.  h.  p.,  presented 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology,  filled  with 
beautiful  sentiments.  “We  realize  that  God  knows 
which  keys  to  touch  to  draw  out  the  sweetest  harmony 
of  the  soul  and  with  simple  faith  we  exclaim 4  Thy  will 
be  done/  ”

ILLINOIS. 

The  Seventy-first  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
convened  in  the  grand  ballroom  of  the  La  Salle  Hotel, 
City  of  Chicago,  on  Thursday,  the  twenty-eighth  day 
of  October,  1920,  A.  I.  2450,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  in  attendance  except  the 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  whose  station  was  filled 
by  M.  E.  Companion  Everett  B.  Turnbull,  p.  g.  h. 
p.,  who  is  the  Correspondent  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Companion  Frank 
Spence  presented  an  exhaustive  report.  Speaking  of 
his  desire  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  as  a  whole,  rather  than  any  single  member, 
we  are  pleased  to  quote : 
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‘ 1 1  believe  the  laws  of  the  Order  are  complete  and  supreme,  and  are 
as  considerate  of  the  rights  of  every  member  as  they  can  justly  be,  so  it 
should  be  the  earnest  desire  of  the  membership  to  hew  to  the  line,  let  the 
chips  fall  where  they  may.  No  organization  can  long  endure  where  each 
individual  is  a  law  unto  himself,  but  if  we  carefully  follow  the  rules  and 
designs  laid  down  by  our  Grand  Chapter  laws,  it  is  impossible  that  we  can 
materially  err.  ’  ’ 

The  inspection  of  Chapters  is  divided  between 
twenty-seven  Inspectors,  whom  the  Grand  High 
Priest  addressed  with  special  reference  to  their  of¬ 
ficial  duties,  and  indicated  that  “the  office  of  Inspec¬ 
tor  is  one  of  distinction,  and  contemplates  your  best 
efforts  in  the  education  and  assistance  of  your  Chap¬ 
ters.’  ’ 

Inspection  reports  are  personally  examined  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  who  follows  up  same  with  a  let¬ 
ter  as  the  reports  may  justify,  thus  bringing  the 
Grand  High  Priest  into  close  touch  with  his  member¬ 
ship. 

The  Grand  Chapter  Schools  held  at  five  different 
places,  and  in  session  three  days  at  each  place,  under 
the  direction  of  a  Board  of  five  Grand  Examiners,  en¬ 
couraged  by  the  attendance  of  Grand  Officers,  sug¬ 
gest  an  admirable  system  for  diffusing  Capitular- 
knowledge  and  creating  enthusiasm  in  Capitular 
work. 

He  reported  much  work  performed  by  Illinois 
Chapters  in  conferring  degrees  upon  applicants  of 
other  Jurisdictions,  and  in  turn  other  Grand  Juris¬ 
dictions  caused  similar  courtesies  to  be  extended  to 
Illinois  Chapters. 
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He  granted  numerous  dispensations,  but  wisely 
limited  to  well-defined  justifiable  causes. 

R.  E.  Companion  George  W.  Curtiss,  Grand 
Treasurer,  presented  his  report,  showing  total  assets 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  as  $61,208.14. 

R.  E.  Companion  James  E.  Jeffers  reported  a  year 
of  “ unprecedented  prosperity.”  The  total  member¬ 
ship  in  this  Jurisdiction  on  June  30, 1920,  was  62,185. 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  recommended  that  no 
action  concerning  the  new  Ritual  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  be  taken  at  this  Grand  Convocation, 
and  on  motion  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Companion  Frederick  Dunton  Butler,  Excellent 
Grand  Chaplain,  delivered  an  oration,  calling  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  “ tremendous  advances”  in  the  affairs  of 
the  world,  and  mentioned  especially  Self-control, 
Loyalty  and  Faith  in  God  as  a  guide  for  our  con¬ 
duct. 

Companion  Frank  F.  Collins  presented  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries,  in  which  a  most 
glowing  tribute  is  paid  to  that  illustrious  Mason,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  Edward  Dyas,  who  served 
not  only  as  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Illinois,  but  also  as  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  said  of  him : 

1 1  He  knew  how  to  serve  and  how  to  bestow  happiness  on  others.  The 
test  of  life — the  test  of  worth — is  service.  He  knew  how  to  live,  and  he 
lived  nobly.  His  words  were  oft  a  lamp  unto  our  feet  and  his  life  was  a 
benediction.  ’ 1 
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Among  those  of  other  Jurisdictions  who  have 
passed  on  to  experience  “The  Great  Adventure,”  is 
mentioned  our  beloved  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  J. 
Henry  Williams. 

This  virile  Grand  Jurisdiction’s  proceedings  are 
brimful  of  beautiful  and  inspiring  sentiments  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  several  Companions,  whether  in 
prayer,  committee  reports,  orations  or  otherwise,  and 
evidences  the  exceptional  mentality  of  the  Compan¬ 
ions  directing  the  affairs  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the 
State  of  Illinois.  The  perusal  of  the  record  of  their 
Convocation  was  a  rare  pleasure.  We  question,  how¬ 
ever,  the  address  of  Companion  George  B.  Wells, 
the  Representative  of  Illinois  near  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Pennsylvania,  but  the  transposition  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Montreal,  we  take  to  be  the  answer.

INDIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Seventy-fifth  Annual 
Convocation  in  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  In- 
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dianapolis,  at  2  o’clock  p.  m.,  on  Wednesday,  the 
twentieth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1920,  A.  I.  2450. 

All  Grand  Officers  except  four  were  in  attendance. 

M.  E.  Companion  Feed  H.  Pocock,  Grand  High 
Priest,  in  his  address,  referred  to  an  increase  of  3306, 
in  the  number  of  Indiana  Companions,  or  a  total 
membership  on  January  1,  1920,  of  25,856;  he  called 
attention  to  the  death,  on  August  1,  1920,  of  M.  E. 
Companion  Calvin  W.  Prather,  the  Senior  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Indiana,  and  Grand  Secretary 
for  nineteen  years.  Among  the  distinguished  dead  of 
other  Jurisdictions  he  notes  our  beloved  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  J.  Henry  Williams,  Past  Grand  High  Priest. 
He  appointed  one  Grand  Representative,  and  recom¬ 
mended  the  appointment  of  seven  to  represent  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  In¬ 
diana.  He  reported  the  appointment  of  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Robert  A.  Woods  as  Grand  Secretary,  vice  M. 
E.  Companion  Calvin  W.  Prather,  deceased.  He 
approved  numerous  amendments  to  by-laws.  He  is¬ 
sued  several  dispensations,  one  of  which  was  for  a 
new  Chapter,  at  Corydon,  Harrison  County.  He  re¬ 
ported  on  several  visitations,  but  we  do  not  follow  this 
statement  regarding  his  visit  to  East  Chicago  Chap¬ 
ter,  No.  141: 

“This  is  one  of  the  live  Chapters  of  the  Jurisdiction,  and  an  invitation 
to  meet  with  them  should  never  be  declined.  ’  ’ 

In  Pennsylvania  we  rejoice  with  the  live  Chapters, 
but  visit  the  inactive  Chapters  more  frequently,  to 
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encourage  and  enthuse  the  membership  to  more  zeal¬ 
ous  labor. 

The  report  of  R.  E.  Vestal,  W.  Woodward,  Grand 
Treasurer,  showed  total  assets  of  $17,939.35. 

M.  E.  Companion  John  J.  Glendening,  Grand  In¬ 
spector,  presented  his  twelfth  annual  report,  in  which 
he  reports  “the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  is 
better  than  it  has  ever  been  before.’ ’  However,  in 
speaking  of  attendance  at  Convocations,  we  find  In¬ 
diana  no  different  from  conditions  in  many  other 
J urisdictions,  since  he  says : 

‘ 1  Unless  something  unusual  is  happening  and  a  ‘  feed  ’  is  provided,  very- 
few  of  the  members,  aside  from  the  officers,  are  present.” 

On  recommendation  of  Committee  on  Appropria¬ 
tions  for  Masonic  Home  and  Acacia  Fraternity,  $500 
was  allowed  the  former  and  $100  to  the  latter. 

The  Committee  on  Distinguished  Dead  of  other 
Jurisdictions  says: 

1 1  Companion  J.  Henry  Williams,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  1905-6,  died  October  24,  1919.  Born  October  13,  1856,  in  England. 
He  was  courteous  in  demeanor,  honest  in  thought,  purpose  and  act,  of 
sturdy  integrity  and  possessed  of  that  staunch  manliness  which  won  the 
admiration  of  his  Companions,  and  which  secured  him  the  suffrages  of  his 
fellow  citizens.  ’  ’ 

This  Grand  Chapter  celebrated  its  Seventy-fifth 
Anniversary  at  this  Convocation,  and  the  addresses 
of  the  several  Past  Grand  High  Priests  reflected 
much  Masonic  information,  largely,  however,  of  a 
reminiscent,  local  character. 
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The  annual  Capitular  review  is  over  the  signature 
of  M.  E.  Companion  Robert  A.  Woods,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  a  learned  Masonic  scholar,  but  who, 
nevertheless,  severely  criticizes  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Davis  for  the  exercise  of  prerogatives  which 
Grand  High  Priests  in  Pennsylvania  enjoy  with  the 
consent  of  the  governed.  Under  such  circumstances, 
the  writer  does  not  grasp  a  reasonable  justification 
for  the  criticism. 

M.  E.  Companion  Fred  H.  Pocock  retired  as  a  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  at  the  age  of  37,  a  veritable  foun¬ 
tain  of  Masonic  usefulness.  His  picture,  and  that 
of  his  successor,  M.  E.  Companion  Thomas  F.  Spink, 
graces  the  proceedings.

IOWA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Iowa 
convened  in  its  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convocation, 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Ames,  Iowa,  October  14, 1920, 
at  9  o’clock  a.  m. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present,  also  the  following 
distinguished  visitors :  Companion  Andrew  H.  Conn, 
Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  Royal  and  Select 
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Masters  of  Iowa;  Right  Eminent  Sir  William  H. 
Norris,  Grand  Captain  General  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  U.  S.  of  A.,  and 
Right  Eminent  Sir  George  A.  Riemcke,  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  Knights  Templar  of  Iowa,  and  Companion 
Frederick  W.  Craig,  Most  Excellent  General  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  the  U.  S.  of  A. 

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  C.  Hunt,  in  his 
annual  address,  refers  to  the  increased  membership 
and  says:  “The  real  and  vital  growth  of  the  Order 
is  etherial,  intangible  and  spiritual.”  He  intended  to 
visit  every  Chapter  during  his  term  of  office,  but 
while  he  failed  to  accomplish  this,  he  made  an  ex¬ 
cellent  effort  and  his  visitations  must  have  been 
greatly  beneficial  to  the  Companions. 

In  company  with  the  General  Grand  High  Priest, 
he  visited  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oklahoma.  He  also 
attended  the  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Masonic 
Service  Association  of  the  United  States. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  noted  the  death  of 
our  beloved  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  J.  Henry 
Williams,  on  October  24,  1919. 

Two  charters  were  granted  on  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Charters  under  dispensation. 

Fraternal  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Queensland  was  withheld. 
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A  Board  of  Custodians  of  the  Work,  consisting  of 
District  Custodians  and  their  deputies,  hold  Schools 
of  Instruction  in  the  subordinate  Chapters,  each  of 
which  shall  be  visited  annually. 

The  statistical  records  and  lists  contain  much  in¬ 
formation,  among  which  we  note  the  fact  that  there 
are  twenty-two  living  Past  Grand  High  Priests  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  In  Memoriam  pages  give  a 
place  to  our  deceased  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  J. 
Henry  Williams. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  by  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  Edward  M.  Willard,  p.  g.  h.  p.,  who  fraternally 
reviews  Pennsylvania,  1919,  but  does  not  seem  to 
realize  that  Pennsylvania  Grand  High  Priests  have 
the  prerogative  to  make  Royal  Arch  Masons  at  sight, 
and  that  such  authority  has  never  been  abused.

The  report  of  the  Grand  Registrar  for  1920  records 
the  death  of  that  staunch  and  noted  Mason,  V.  E. 
Henry  E.  Flavelle,  who  was  the  Grand  Registrar 
of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  from  1898  until  his  death, 
in  June,  1920.  His  picture  appears  in  the  report,  and 
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presents  us  with  an  idea  of  the  personality  of  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  Mason  whose  loss  will  be  sadly  missed 
by  his  numerous  friends. 

M.  E.  The  Lord  Musicerry,  Grand  King,  writes 
that  “last  year  shows  an  improvement  on  that  of  the 
year  before,”  but  “the  report  from  the  District 
Grand  Registrar  of  Munster  is  not  quite  as  good  as 
we  would  all  wish.” 

The  income  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  exceeded 
that  of  all  previous  years. 

M.  E.  Thomas  W.  Kinahan,  m.  av  a  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  passed  away  during  the  year. 

Thirteen  new  warrants  were  granted  during  the 
year. 

M.  E.  W.  Redfern  Kelly,  Grand  First  Princi¬ 
pal  of  Antrim,  writes : 

‘ 1  Brethren  of  Symbolic  or  Craft  Freemasonry  are  doubtless  now  becom¬ 
ing  more  enlightened,  as  to  the  value  and  utility  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry; 
and  as  to  the  fact  that  only  in  the  degree  of  1  Holy  Royal  Arch  ’  is  to  be 
found  the  really  essential  complement  of  the  three  preceding  Degrees  of 
Symbolic  Ancient  Masonry. 7  7 


The  zeal  of  our  Companions  in  Ireland  appears  in 
the  report  of  M.  E.  W.  J.  Threlfall.  He  writes, 
“Many  of  these  officers  have  to  come  long  distances, 
and  considering  the  difficulties  they  have  to  contend 
with  in  traveling  at  the  present  time,  this  attention 
to  their  duties  is  all  the  more  creditable.” 
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We  are  glad  to  learn  from  the  report  of  M.  E.  Dr. 
W.  M.  Russell,  Past  Grand  Superintendent  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  South  Africa,  that  since  the  termi¬ 
nation  of  the  war  “work  has  been  gradually  resumed 
and  satisfactory  progress  is  now  being  made.” 

Last 
year  we  found  but  nineteen  members  stricken  off  the 
roll  by  subordinate  Chapters  for  non-payment  of 
dues;  this  year  but  eight, — a  truly  wonderful  show¬ 
ing.

Two  Grand  Officers  were  absent.  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  John  W.  Neilson,  General  Grand  Master  of  the 
Second  Vail  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  was

present,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Hal  B.  Downing, 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Oklahoma,  was  also  in  attend¬ 
ance. 
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The  most  pleasing  personality  of  M.  E.  Grand 
High  Priest,  Companion  Joseph  D.  Fell,  is  reflected 
in  the  proceedings.  He  acknowledged,  in  his  ad¬ 
dress,  the  invitation  to  be  present  at  our  One  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary,  and  we  are  more 
than  sorry  that  pressure  of  business  and  lack  of  time 
prevented  his  being  with  us. 

He  was  kept  busy  issuing  special  dispensations, 
mostly  “to  make  pilgrimages”and  stated  “in  several 
cases  where  the  circumstances  seemed  to  warrant  it, 
the  fees  were  remitted.  ” 

Numerous  courtesies  were  granted  and  requested 
relating  to  the  conferring  of  degrees. 

Glowing  tribute  was  again  paid  to  that  “never 
failing  source  of  Masonic  information/’  R.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Albert  K.  Wilson,  the  Grand  Secretary* 

The  M.  E.  Grand  Treasurer,  Companion  Aaron  H. 
Connett,  reported  a  cash  balance  of  $13,183.43  in  the 
Charity  Fund,  a  cash  balance  of  $1582.16  and  a  bond 
account  of  $21,000. 

“Grave  errors”  in  thirty-seven  Secretarys’  reports 
would  seem  to  indicate  carelessness  or  inefficiency  on 
the  part  of  many  Kansas  scriveners. 

The  net  membership  in  this  State  grew  during  the 
past  year  from  13,460  to  16,249. 
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A  new  charter  was  granted  to  Bucklin  Chapter,  IT. 
D.,  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Char¬ 
tered  Chapters  and  Chapters  under  dispensation. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  refused  to  ap¬ 
prove  a  recommendation  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
that  a  candidate  be  required  to  present  himself  within 
a  limited  time. 

M.  E.  Companion  Corona  H.  Briggs,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of 
Missouri,  was  presented  at  the  second  day’s  session, 
and  delivered  a  “ magnificent  and  inspiring  address.” 

The  Kansas  delegates  to  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  were  directed  to  vote  against  all  sections  of  the 
Constitution  that  propose  the  assumption  of  absolute 
and  sovereign  powers. 

Statistical  tables  and  much  other  information  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  proceedings,  as  we  noted  at  length  last 
year. 

The  memoriam  pages  include  space  dedicated  to 
our  lamented  M.  E.  Companion  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  J.  Henry  Williams. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood  assembled  in  the  Auditorium  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  Temple  in  Wichita,  Kansas,  on  Tues¬ 
day,  February  15, 1921,  at  3  o’clock. 

R.  E.  Companion  Albert  K.  Wilson,  the  Grand 
Secretary,  was  greatly  missed  at  this  convocation  be-

cause  of  illness.  He  was  re-elected  and  re-named  as 
Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee.  He  fra¬ 
ternally  reviewed  our  1919  proceedings.

KENTUCKY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky,  Eoyal  Arch 
Masons,  held  its  One  Hundred  and  Third  Annual 
Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Louisville,  com¬ 
mencing  October  19, 1920,  A.  I.  2450,  and  was  opened 
in  Ample  Form  on  the  Eoyal  Arch  Degree  at  7.30 
o’clock  P.  M. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present  as  were  also 
twenty  out  of  twenty-one  Past  Grand  High  Priests, 
a  notable  assemblage. 

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Sam  K.  Yeach  delivered 
a  lengthy,  interesting  address,  reviewing  an  active 
year  in  Kentucky  Capitular  Masonry,  “of  intelligent, 
courageous  and  consecrated  citizens.” 

He  reported  the  past  year  “the  most  prosperous 
in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Body.”  The  membership 
increased  2448.  Fraternal  visitations  by  the  Grand 
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High  Priest  to  subordinate  Chapters  were  denied  to 
him  because  of  illness,  death  and  other  conditions. 

Three  chartered  Chapters  were  set  to  work.  He  re¬ 
fused  all  requests  to  receive  or  ballot  on  petitions  or  to 
confer  degrees  out  of  time,  and  says  regarding  the 
law  on  the  subject:  “Its  operation  the  past  year  has 
oftener  than  once  demonstrated  its  wise  provisions.  ” 

The  R.  E.  Grand  Treasurer,  Companion  Frank  H. 
Johnson,  reported  a  cash  balance  of  $9014.06  and  in¬ 
vestments  of  $29,000. 

The  very  excellent  work  of  the  Educational  Com¬ 
mittee  is  reflected  in  the  report  of  its  Treasurer,  Com¬ 
panion  S.  P.  Browning.  He  reported  “results — be¬ 
yond  our  expectations  in  the  good  which  has  been 
done  the  children  whom  we  are  assisting.”  The  res¬ 
ources  during  the  past  year  increased  from  $51,111.40 
to  $81,037.86. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Inspection  shows 
“that  Capitular  Masonry  in  Kentucky  is  in  a  most 
flourishing  condition.”  This  is  evidenced  through¬ 
out  the  proceedings. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  George  A.  Lewis,  and 
Pennsylvania’s  Representative  to  Kentucky  Grand 
Chapter,  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Necrology,  from  which  we  learn  that  “none  of  our 
official  family  or  permanent  members  have  knocked 
for  admission  to  the  Sanctum  Sanctorum  on  High, 
and  the  seat  of  no  loved  one  remains  vacant  forever.” 
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After  admonitions  to  the  living  Companions,  he 
said  : 

‘  ‘  He  cannot  die  who  truly  lives, 

For  virtue  has  immortal  breath, 

Which  blossoms  into  life  again  and  finds 
Perfectness  in  its  death. 

1 1  If  the  seed  be  perfect  the  harvest  is  sure ; 

If  the  fountain  be  sweet  the  waters  are  pure; 

If  the  present  be  right  the  answer  is  plain; 

If  a  man  dieth  he  liveth  again.  ” 

The  genial  personality  of  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest 
James  F.  Winn  is  disclosed  by  his  picture,  the  fron¬ 
tispiece  to  the  proceedings.  The  minutes  thereof  are 
followed  by  pages  dedicated  in  memory  of  departed 
craftsmen,  statistical  tables,  lists  of  Grand  Represen¬ 
tatives,  Grand  Secretaries,  Chapters  and  the  returns 
of  subordinate  Chapters,  furnishing  names  of  officers 
and  members  and  other  information. 

The  “ doings”  of  forty-five  Grand  Chapters,  includ¬ 
ing  Pennsylvania,  1919,  are  reviewed  by  Companion 
William  Whitlock  Clarke,  Past  High  Priest,  who 
is  the  Committee  on  “ Doings  of  Grand  Chapters.”

LOUISIANA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  was  convened  in 
the  Masonic  Temple,  New  Orleans,  on  February  15,, 
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1921,  at  12  o’clock  m.,  in  its  Seventy-fourth  Annual 
Grand  Convocation,  with  all  the  Grand  Officers  in 
their  respective  stations  and  places;  also  with  ten 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  in  attendance. 

Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  J.  W.  Arm¬ 
strong,  in  addressing  his  Grand  Chapter,  stated  the 
net  gain  in  membership  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  as 
723,  or  “  about  equal  to  the  past  three  years  com¬ 
bined,”  but  why  stop  at  having  but  fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  Masons  work  in  the  quarries  of  wisdom  ? 

The  messenger  of  death  claimed  two  members  of 
the  official  family  and  three  score  from  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  as  some  of  his  predeces¬ 
sors,  was  able  to  make  but  few  visits  to  constituent 
Chapters.  He  granted  eight  dispensations,  of  which 
three  were  “to  hold  public  installation  of  its  officers.” 

The  report  of  M.  E.  Companion  H.  F.  Grimm, 
Grand  Treasurer,  shows  a  healthy  gain  in  assets, 
which  amount  to  $21,418.52. 

R.  E.  Companion  John  A.  Davilla,  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  reported  three  Chapters  constituted  under  char¬ 
ter  and  three  instituted  under  dispensation.  Com¬ 
missions  were  received  for  six  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  one  being  for  Joseph  Dawidoff,  of  Arcadia,  as 
the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana.  Six: 
commissions  were  also  issued  to  Companions  to  rep¬ 
resent  Louisiana  near  other  Grand  Chapters. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia  was  rec¬ 
ognized,  and  an  interchange  of  Representatives  was 
tendered. 

It  was  decided  “that  from  and  including  the  next 
Annual  Grand  Convocation  that  the  reception  of 
Grand  Representatives  be  made  a  special  order  for 
the  second  day.” 

An  examiner  of  the  proceedings  is  greeted  with  the 
priestly  picture  of  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest 
B.  B.  Purser,  which  graces  the  proceedings. 

Annual  returns  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  fol¬ 
low  the  minutes  of  the  Proceedings  and  list  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  members  of  the  subordinate  Chapters,  with 
other  information  concerning  them.  These  are  fol¬ 
lowed  by  statistical  tables,  lists  of  Grand  Secretaries, 
Representatives,  other  official  lists,  pages  dedicated 
in  memory  of  the  dead,  and  the  report  on  Porign  Cor¬ 
respondence,  in  which  Pennsylvania  is  fraternally 
reviewed.

MAINE. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Maine  met  in  its  Ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in 
Masonic  Temple,  at  Portland,  on  Tuesday  evening, 
May  3,  A.  D.  1921,  A.  I.  2451,  at  7  o’clock. 
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All  Grand  Officers,  110  Representatives,  fourteen 
of  the  seventeen  living  Past  Grand  High  Priests, 
fourteen  other  permanent  members  and  forty-four 
Representatives  of  other  Grand  Chapters,  including 
M.  E.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Franklin  R.  Redlon, 
representing  Pennsylvania,  were  in  attendance. 

Upon  opening  the  proceedings  we  are  greeted  by 
Fred  C.  Chalmers,  Most  Excellent  Grand  High 
Priest,  in  picture  and  biography.  In  his  address  he 
referred  to  the  very  large  increase  in  membership, 
and  expressed  a  trust  “that  the  rush  of  work  has  not 
caused  any  of  the  Chapters  to  depart  from  the  usual 
dignity  in  conferring  the  degrees,  and  that  due  cau¬ 
tion  has  been  observed  in  obtaining  candidates,  as 
quality,  and  not  quantity,  will  do  more  to  uphold  the 
time-honored  principles  of  our  institution.” 

He  granted  numerous  dispensations,  but  consist¬ 
ently  refused  to  permit  balloting  at  special  convoca¬ 
tions.  He  made  a  number  of  inspections,  and  his 
findings  must  have  been  most  gratifying  to  him  as 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Maine.  He  spoke  of  one  line 
of  officers  “which  has  no  weak  spots,”  of  a  Secretary 
having  “the  finest  method  for  keeping  a  record,”  and 
of  the  work  generally  as  being  performed  “in  an  ex¬ 
cellent  manner.  ’  ’ 

The  reports  of  the  inspecting  officers  all  show  a 
healthy  Capitular  condition  in  Maine,  and  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  R.  E.  Companion  George  H.  Bangs,  D.  D., 
Grand  High  Priest,  we  find  “that  Chapter  Masonry 
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is  beginning  to  be  appreciated  for  itself,  and  not  as  a 
means  of  gaining  further  advancement.  ” 

The  recommendation  of  the  Jurisprudence  Com¬ 
mittee  to  instruct  the  Representatives  in  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  “to  vote  against  the  proposed  Con¬ 
stitution  as  a  whole,  and  against  any  section  or 
amendment  thereof  which  may  in  any  way  abridge 
the  independence  and  sovereignty  now  enjoyed  by 
this  Grand  Chapter,”  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  ob¬ 
served  “the  several  dispensations  to  permit  Chap¬ 
ters  to  go  to  towns  other  than  named  in  their  charters, 
but  within  their  Jurisdictions,  and  while  such  per¬ 
mission  is  a  prerogative  of  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
we  wish  to  advise  against  the  extension  of  such  prac¬ 
tice.” 

On  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  was  invited  to  hold  its  next 
meeting  in  Portland,  Me. 

The  matter  of  the  Centennial  Observance  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Maine  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three  Companions,  with  power  to  act. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Companion  Thomas  H. 
Bodge  presented  the  Fraternal  Correspondence  re¬ 
port,  in  which  Pennsylvania,  1919,  is  fraternally  re¬ 
viewed.  He  was  re-appointed  as  the  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence. 
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The  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met 
at  8  p.  m.,  May  4, 1921.  Twenty-six  Companions  were 
accepted. 

The  proceedings  contain  very  full  information  re¬ 
garding  Capitular  Masonry  in  Maine  and  consider¬ 
able  of  general  interest,  as  more  fully  noted  in  our 
last  review.

MARYLAND,  1920. 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Maryland  was  held  in  the 
Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  November  18, 1920,  at  4.30  o’clock,  p.  m. 

The  picture  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  1921,  M. 
E.  Companion  L.  Dorsey  Gassaway,  graces  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  as  a  frontispiece. 

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  C.  Homer,  Jr., 
in  his  address,  reported  the  naming  of  Grand  Inspec¬ 
tors,  not  only  for  Baltimore  City  but  for  each  subor¬ 
dinate  Chapter,  whose  interest  and  activity  during  the 
year  caused  him  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  a 
provision  instructing  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  ap- 
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point  Grand  Inspectors  for  each  of  the  Chapters  of 
the  State.  This  recommendation  was  favorably  re¬ 
ported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand 
Officers  and  adopted.  A  resolution  was  also  adopted 
providing  for  mileage  and  per  diem  for  Grand  In¬ 
spectors,  for  attendance  at  the  Convocations  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  also  for  actual  expenses  incurred 
in  visitations  to  the  Chapter  or  Chapters  under  their 
supervision. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  during  the  year  1920,  was 
kept  busy  issuing  dispensations,  mostly  to  change 
time  or  place  of  meeting,  the  necessity  for  some  of 
which  we  do  not  quite  appreciate. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Companion  Warren  S.  Seip, 
reported  that  but  one  Chapter  had  not  “  measured 
up.  ’  ’  Such  a  condition  must,  indeed,  be  pleasing,  and 
we  extend  our  congratulations. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Accounts  show  a  healthy  financial  condi¬ 
tion. 

The  minutes  of  the  Annual  Convocation  are  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  historical  sketch  of  Most  Excellent  Com¬ 
panion  Louis  Dorsey  Gassaway,  by  a  list  of  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  permanent  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Maryland,  by  lists  of  Representatives  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Maryland  near  other  Grand  Chapters  and 
of  other  Grand  Chapters  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Maryland ;  by  a  roster  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
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subordinate  Chapters,  and  other  information  regard¬ 
ing  them. 

Memorial  pages  are  set  aside  in  the  proceedings, 
General  Grand  Chapter  Officers  are  listed,  Standing 
Resolutions  and  other  data  of  mostly  local  import 
are  set  forth,  as  well  as  the  minutes  of  the  Annual 
Convocation  of  the  Order  of  the  High  Priesthood. 

Companion  Rev.  Henry  Branch,  D.  D.,  continues 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 
He  fraternally  reviewed  Pennsylvania,  and  mentions 
our  having  passed  Maryland  in  our  report.  This  is 
especially  regrettable,  as  it  is  not  the  first  occurrence, 
but,  as  stated  by  last  year’s  reviewer,  it  is  our  loss.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-second  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  was  held  in  Ionic  Hall,  Masonic  Temple, 
Boston,  Tuesday,  December  7,  1920. 

The  morning  session  was  opened  at  9.30  o’clock  and 
the  evening  session  at  7  o’clock. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  at  both  ses¬ 
sions.  At  the  morning  session  seventy-seven  Chap- 
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ters  were  represented  and  sixty  were  represented  at 
the  evening  session. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  a  very  fine  and  in¬ 
teresting  address,  of  which  I  quote  the  opening  para¬ 
graphs  : 

“In  the  several  visits  to  Chapters  I  have  made  during  the  past  year, 
the  first  words  addressed  to  me  from  the  East  have  been  those  of  welcome. 
It  seems  therefore  eminently  fitting  and  proper  that  in  return  for  the  honors 
conferred,  I  should  now  indulge  in  the  pleasure  of  extending  to  you  one 
and  all  a  cordial  and  fraternal  welcome  to  this  our  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter;  congratulate  you 
on  the  success  that  has  attended  your  efforts  during  the  year  and  express 
my  gratification  that  so  many  Companions  are  present  to  confer  together 
for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry  throughout  the 
whole  Jurisdiction. 

‘ 1  These  words  I  now  most  heartily  offer  you,  Companions,  and  assure 
you  that  such  advice  and  council  as  you  may  give  pertaining  to  the  good 
of  the  Order  will  be  gladly  received  and  carefully  considered. 

“It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  while  the  same 
scrupulous  care  is  apparently  being  exercised  in  the  selection  and  accep¬ 
tance  of  candidates,  increased  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  Companions  has 
been  instrumental  in  causing  large  accessions  in  Chapter  membership — a 
growth  much  more  marked  than  that  of  any  previous  year.  But  best  of  all, 
Companions,  loyalty,  peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  prevail  throughout  the 
whole  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts.  ’  ’ 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  several  visits,  as 
did  his  Deputies,  and  found  all  Chapters  of  the  J uris- 
diction  harmonious  and  prosperous. 

The  Grand  Chapter  held  Quarterly  Convocations 
on  March  9,  1920,  June  8,  1920,  September  7,  1920, 
and  a  Special  Convocation,  June  29, 1920,  with  all  the 
Grand  Officers  present  at  each  Convocation. 

The  subordinate  Chapters  were  well  represented 
at  each  of  the  above  Convocations.

The  Special  Convocation  was  held  for  the  purpose 
of  constituting  Swampscott  Royal  Arch  Chapter. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  approved  quite  a  number 
of  requests  for  dispensations,  three  of  which  were  for 
new  Chapters. 

At  each  one  of  the  Quarterly  Convocations  an  in¬ 
teresting  and  instructive  address  was  made. 

The  following  is  very  interesting : 

“Companions,  please  pardon  me  if  in  the  brief  historical  sketch  which 
follows  a  few  words  appear  of  a  personal  nature.  They  cannot  very  well 
be  avoided. 

“In  the  year  1785  a  compact  colony  several  hundred  strong,  com¬ 
posed  largely  of  seafaring  people  from  Nantucket,  Martha’s  Vineyard,  New 
Bedford  and  places  adjacent,  sailed  up  the  Hudson  River  and  founded  the 
City  of  Hudson,  New  York,  xlmong  the  number  were  many  Brethren  of 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  who  promptly  took  action  to  obtain  a  charter  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  stating  in  the  words  of  their  petition, 
‘That  they  were  at  such  a  distance  from  their  own  Lodges  that  it  was 
“imposibil”  for  some  and  difficult  for  all,  to  pay  due  attendance,  whereby 
they  were  deprived  of  the  advantages  of  a  well-ordered  Lodge. 1 

“Their  petition  was  granted  and  the  Lodge  was  chartered  in  1787.  Six 
years  later,  in  1793,  they  organized  a  ‘Masters  Mark  Lodge’  in  which  they 
conferred  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  under  warrant  of  Hudson ’s  Master ’s 
Lodge,  as  was  the  custom  in  the  Lodges  from  which  they  hailed.  This 
Chapter  five  years  later  was  one  of  nine  Chapters  that  founded  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  1798.  It  was  also  a  charter 
member  of  the  New  York  State  Grand  Chapter  the  same  year. 

“There  is  an  unwritten  law  in  Hudson  Chapter  that  there  shall  be 
but  three  Honorary  Members  of  the  Chapter  at  the  same  time,  the  three 
during  the  past  few  years  being  M.  E.  Companion  Henry  Dewitt  Hamil¬ 
ton,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  New  York  and  at  present  General  Grand 
Principal  Sojourner;  M.  E.  Companion  Charles  C.  Hunt,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  of  New  York,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Marshall  F.  Hemingway,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  New  York,  and  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
Grand  Lecturer. 

“The  passing  away  of  this  lamented  Most  Excellent  Companion  created 
a  vacancy  on  the  list  of  Honorary  Members  of  Hudson  Royal  Arch  Chap¬ 
ter. 
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“Here  begins  the  personal  allusion  to  which  reference  was  above 
made. 

‘ ‘  It  seems  that  several  years  after  the  constitution  of  Hudson  Chapter, 
a  young  lad  living  near  th'e  city  of  Hudson  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  said  Chapter,  unable  longer  to  endure  the  excitement  attending  hard 
wrork  on  a  farm,  made  up  his  mind  that  he  would  travel  towards  the  East. 
By  so  doing  he  naturally,  of  course,  sought  residence  in  Framingham,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

‘  ‘  Many  years  followed  before  the  light  of  a  new  and  never  dreamed  of 
true  East  was  revealed  to  him.  While  never  ambitious  for  Masonic  prefer¬ 
ment,  honors  which  came  to  him  as  a  reward  for  a  faithful  service  were 
deeply  appreciated  and  accepted. 

‘  ‘  Then  came  a  day  when  most  unexpectedly  and  for  some  reason  never 
reasonably  explained  to  him,  he  found  himself  Grand  High  Priest  of  this 
Grand  Chapter. 

‘  ‘  On  October  22,  1920,  in  Hudson  Chapter,  it  was  suggested  that  since 
a  vacancy  existed  in  the  Honorary  Membership  of  the  Chapter,  that  the 
present  time  afforded  an  opportunity  to  make  due  acknowledgment  of  the 
debt  the  Chapter  owed  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts,  and  at  the 
same  time  express  their  fraternal  interest  in  the  success  of  one  originally 
of  their  own  Jurisdiction  and  of  their  appreciation  of  the  distinguished  posi¬ 
tion  he  holds  in  Capitular  Masonry  as  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Massachusetts.  The  following  resolution  was  then, 
unanimously  adopted:  ‘That  M.  E.  Companion  John  J.  Van  Valkenburgh, 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  be  hereby  made  an  Hon¬ 
orary  Member  of  Hudson  Chapter,  No.  6,  Royal  Arch  Masons.’ 

“Companions,  these  facts  have  been  related  to  you  at  this  time  not 
only  in  order  that  there  may  appear  on  our  Records  the  fraternal  tribute 
which  the  Companions  of  Hudson  Chapter  in  their  thoughtful  consideration 
have  paid  to  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  whence  came  the  Companions  who 
were  instrumental  in  forming  their  Chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
years  ago,,  but  also  that  I  may  from  the  East  of  this  Grand  Chapter  ex¬ 
press  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  the  Grand  High 
Priest  by  the  Companions  of  his  Old  Home  Chapter.  ’  ’ 

The  following  will  be  of  interest : 

“The  following  distinguished  Companions  were 
separately  received  and  given  a  cordial  welcome  by 
the  Grand  High  Priest : 

“R.  E.  Harry  G.  Pollard,  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island. 
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“M.  I.  Dean  K.  Webster,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  of  Massachusetts. 

1 1 M.  P.  George  A.  Newell,  General  Grand  Master  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  of  the  U.  S.  A. 

“M.  E.  Jerome  L.  Cheney,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  New  York. 

“M.  W.  Arthur  D.  Prince,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

“Each  of  whom  in  appropriate  language  expressed 
his  personal  pleasure  in  being  present  and  the  greet¬ 
ings  and  felicitations  of  the  body  he  represented.” 

I  quote  the  following  interesting  item : 

‘ 1  The  Grand  High  Priest  requested  E.  Raymond  T.  Sew  all,  Grand  Lec¬ 
turer,  to  assume  the  East  and  proceed  with  the  Exemplification  of  the  De¬ 
grees.  E.  Companion  Sew  all,  on  assuming  the  East,  expressed  his  pleasure 
in  seeing  so  large  an  attendance  at  such  an  early  hour,  and  requested  the  of¬ 
ficers  for  the  Mark  Degree  to  assume  their  stations. 

I I  The  work  and  lectures  of  the  Mark,  Past  and  Most  Excellent  Degrees 
were  rendered  in  the  morning,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  at  the  afternoon 
session.  E.  Companion  George  W.  Blinn,  Grand  Lecturer,  presided  in  the 
Mark  and  Most  Excellent  Degrees,  and  E.  Companion  Raymond  T.  Sewall, 
Grand  Lecturer,  presided  in  the  Past  and  Royal  Arch  Degrees.  ”

The  Trustees  report  investments  of  $63,007.12,  in¬ 
cluding  bank  deposits. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  was  prepared  by  Frederick  F.  Comee,  p. 
g.  h.  p.  He  reviews  forty-nine  Jurisdictions.  Penm 
sylvania  is  fraternally  reviewed. 

A  paragraph  in  his  report  I  quote : 

1 1  This  appears  a  little  strange  in  Massachusetts.  1  Decided  that  smoking 
in  the  body  of  the  open  Chapter  is  strictly  prohibited.  ’  I  have  never  seen 
smoking  in  any  open  Masonic  body  in  this  State,  and  personally  would  as 
soon  think  of  smoking  in  church  as  in  a  Masonic  meeting  regularly  open  for 
work  or  business.  It  is,  however,  purely  a  matter  of  education  or  cus¬ 
tom.  ’  ’ 

We  infer  from  his  remarks  that  he  is  under  the  im¬ 
pression  that  Pennsylvania  Masons  smoke  in  open 
Chapter  according  to  custom  or  education.  We  are 
glad  to  inform  our  good  Companion  that  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Masons  do  not  smoke  in  any  open  Masonic 
body.  The  decision  of  the  High  Priest  was  in  an¬ 
swer  to  a  question  from  a  Companion  asking  if  it  was 
allowable. 

The  election  resulted  in  election  of  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  J ohn  J.  Van  Valkenburgh,  Grand  High  Priest ; 
R.  E.  Companion  Frederick  T.  Comee,  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary.

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MICHIGAN.  - 

The  Seventy-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Michigan  was  called  to  order  in  Masonic  Temple,  in 
the  City  of  Lansing,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  17, 
1921,  at  1.30  o’clock,  by  the  Most  Excellent  Grand 
High  Priest. 

R.  E.  Grand  Commander  R.  Guy  Brounson,  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Michigan;  R.  E.  Companion 
Richard  H.  Spencer,  Grand  Second  Principal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  and  M.  E.  Ray  V.  Den- 
slow,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Missouri,  were  in  attendance. 

All  Grand  Officers  and  twelve  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  present.  The  total  attendance  was  244. 

Companion  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Charles 
John  Gray,  in  his  address,  referred  to  the  spirit,  en¬ 
ergy  and  vim  of  the  membership  in  Michigan,  which 
now  is  36,130. 

During  the  year  Michigan  conferred  the  degrees 
for  other  Jurisdictions  on  forty-seven  occasions,  and 
other  bodies  complied  with  forty-four  of  its  requests. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  granted  numerous  special 
dispensations,  most  to  receive  and  ballot  upon  a  peti¬ 
tion  at  a  regular  meeting  upon  notice  to  the  member¬ 
ship.  One  to  hold  an  annual  (regular)  meeting  on 
a  different  date  because  “  Shrine  meeting  conflicting” 
to  us  is  startling.  We  thought  individuals  sometimes 
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subordinated  the  Chapter  as  a  means  to  an  end,  but 
this  action  by  a  Grand  High  Priest  is,  to  say  the 
least,  novel. 

We  also  note  one  change  of  date  because  of  a  con¬ 
flict  with  Consistory  meeting.  Also  questionable  in 
our  judgment. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  forty-two  official 
visits  and  much  other  work  performed,  evidencing 
his  activity  on  behalf  of  his  Grand  Jurisdiction.  He 
also  visited  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Canada.  He 
devoted  seventy-two  days  exclusively  to  the  work  of 
his  Grand  Chapter.  He  sounded  a  clarion  call  to 
benevolence  activity. 

Companion  George  W.  Leedle,  p.  g.  h.  p.,  Grand 
Lecturer,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  traveled 
8,720  miles  and  made  102  visits.  He  reported  much 
indicating  activity  and  interest  in  conferring  the  de¬ 
grees  in  an  impressive  manner. 

Companion  R.  E.  Grand  Secretary  Charles  A. 
Conover,  as  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  re¬ 
ported  and  referred  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  old 
form  of  “  Report  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence,”  and  mentioned  the  favorable  and  indeed 
sometimes  flattering  comment  which  its  substitute, 
last  year,  “A  Treatise  on  Selection  and  Registration 
of  Masons’  Marks  with  the  traditions,  customs  and 
laws  relating  to  the  degree  of  Mark  Master”  evoked. 

The  proceedings  this  year  contains  “  A  Treatise  on 
the  Building  and  Completion  of  King  Solomon’s 
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Temple  and  the  Ceremonies  Attending  its  Dedica¬ 
tion  ;  ’  ’  also  several  selected  articles  which  bear  upon 
this  general  subject.  These  we  have  read  with  much 
interest  and  profit,  and  we  expect  to  use  them  in 
spreading  Masonic  light.  We  are  not  prepared  to 
say,  however,  that  the  “ stuffing”  was  not  good,  but, 
admit  that  the  substitutes  are  very  valuable  and  feel 
certain,  that  if  printing  cost  does  not  prohibit,  the 
“ stuffing”  with  the  turkey  would  be  the  best. 

On  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  Convocation 
1700  Masons  assembled  in  Prudden  Auditorium  to 
witness  an  exemplification  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay 
for  Boys. 

On  recommendation  of  the  J urisprudence  Commit¬ 
tee  the  representatives  in  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  were  instructed  to  oppose  and  vote  against  any 
and  all  legislation  that  will  in  any  way  interfere  with 
the  rights  and  prerogatives  of  this  Grand  Chapter.

MINNESOTA,  1920. 

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Minnesota  was 
held  in  St.  Paul,  October  12,  1920.  All  Grand  Offi¬ 
cers  present;  sixty-four  out  of  seventy-six  subordi- 
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nate  Chapters  represented.  Pennsylvania’s  Grand 
Representative  right  on  the  job. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  after  opening  Grand 
Chapter,  appointed  the  various  committees  and  then 
presented  his  annual  address.  Expressing  regret 
at  his  inability  to  visit  and  look  after  the  Chapters 
as  he  would  like  to  have  done,  he  says : 

1  ‘  I  believe  that  the  visits  of  the  Grand  Officers,  and  particularly  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  creates  more  interest  and  does  more  good  than  any 
other  thing  that  can  be  done,  and,  believing  so,  I  would  have  liked  to  visit 
every  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction,  but  for  two  reasons  was  unable  to  do  so. 
One  was  sickness  and  death  in  my  family,  and  the  other  was  not  enough 
money  appropriated  by  the  Grand  Chapter  to  do  so  if  I  had  had  the  time. 
.  .  .  But  I  want  to  say  the  great  loss  was  mine,  as,  wherever  I  visited 

the  Companions  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  trouble  to  plan  and  get  the 
Companions  to  come  out  and  do  honor,  not  so  much  to  me,  as  to  the  office 
which  I  hold.  ’  ’ 

The  first  reason  commands  our  sympathy  for  the 
Grand  High  Priest  in  his  affliction.  The  second 
reason  should  not  exist.  We  read  in  almost  every 
report  of  the  lack  of  interest  in  the  Chapter,  and 
then  further  on  in  the  proceedings  we  see  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  appropriated  for  Grand  High  Priest’s 
expenses.  This  shows  that  Grand  Chapter  itself 
does  not  regard  the  work  seriously.  Instructors  in 
the  work,  Grand  Lecturers,  etc.,  are  all  well  enough 
in  their  way,  and  no  doubt  very  useful.  The  Com¬ 
panions,  however,  like  to  see  and  meet  the  real  head 
of  Capitular  Masonry  in  their  Jurisdiction.  They 
want  to  feel  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  has  an  in¬ 
terest  in  them  and  in  their  particular  Chapter.  They 
cannot  all  attend  Grand  Chapter,  but  they  can  attend 
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their  own  Chapter  and  to  there  meet  their  Grand 
High  Priest  gives  them  a  new  interest  in  the  work. 
No  Grand  High  Priest  should  assume  the  office  who 
cannot  devote  a  very  considerable  time  to  the  work 
of  personal  visitation  of  subordinate  Chapters.  No 
Grand  Chapter  should  hamper  its  Grand  High  Priest 
by  limiting  his  expense  account  so  that  he  is  unable 
to  make  such  visitations  without  heavy  pecuniary 
loss  to  himself. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  visited  fourteen  Chapters, 
and  much  good  resulted  from  his  visitations.  One 
dispensation  was  granted  for  a  new  Chapter.  No 
decisions  are  reported. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  $7,955.68.  Re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Grand  Secretary  $10,464.16.  Total 
$18,419.84.  Disbursements,  $5,844.64.  Balance  on 
hand,  $12,575.20.  Invested  funds,  $17,000.  Total 
amount,  $29,575.20.  And  they  allowed  their  Grand 
High  Priest  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  ex¬ 
penses. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  Exaltations, 
1,359;  joined,  100;  restored,  41;  total,  1,500.  Losses, 
351 ;  net  gain,  1,149.  Total  membership  12,085. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  Irving  Todd.  He  briefly  reviews  the  differ¬ 
ent  Jurisdictions.  Pennsylvania  is  briefly  noted, 
and  note  made  of  the  fact  that  Minnesota  was  omitted 
in  our  review  last  year.  True,  but  the  explanation 
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lies  in  the  fact  that  the  Companion  to  whom  the  lot 
fell  to  review  Minnesota  was  seriously  ill,  and  before 
we  were  aware  of  the  condition  it  was  necessary  to 
go  to  press  without  his  review.  This  year  the 
present  writer  is  doing  his  part  of  the  work  as  a  sub, 
the  Companion  being  still  unable  to  do  any  work 
whatever.  We  will  try  and  see  that  one  of  the  best 
Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  is  not  missed 
again.

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Seventy-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Mississippi 
was  held  in  the  City  of  J ackson,  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  February,  1921. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Martin 
Ball,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form.  All 
but  two  of  the  Grand  Officers  present.  Forty-eight 
Chapters  represented  and  eighteen  not  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  thought¬ 
ful,  conscientious  and  deserving  of  most  favorable 
comment.  We  quote  his  opening  paragraphs: 
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“With  gladness  of  heart  I  greet  yon  in  this — the  seventy-third — 
Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi.  Our  God  has 
dealt  very  kindly  with  us  during  the  year  just  gone,  and  we  are  heartily 
grateful  for  the  loving  providence  which  has  brooded  over  us,  and  watched 
the  interests  of  the  Companions  and  their  families.  I  bring  to  you  no 
words  of  discouragement  as  to  the  work  done  throughout  the  State.  Many 
of  the  Chapters  have  made  commendable  progress.  Our  membership  has 
increased,  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Chapter  are  in  good  condition. 

“For  the  general  activities  and  progress  of  this  Grand  Chapter  we  are 
largely  indebted  to  our  Grand  Lecturer  and  Grand  Secretary.  They  have 
been  untiring  in  their  efforts  during  the  entire  year.  To  each  of  them  I 
am  due  much  gratitude  for  courtesies  and  kindness  rendered,  as  well  as  to 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  Yawn.  It  would  have  been  impossible  to  have 
accomplished  whatever  of  success  has  attended  my  labors  among  the  Com¬ 
panions  without  their  assistance.  The  thanks  of  the  Capitular  Masonry  are 
due  these  excellent  Companions  and  their  office  forces  for  arduous  work 
well  performed. 

“With  the  crash  that  has  come  to  the  outside  world  and  felt  in  our 
ranks  of  Masonry,  we  are  beginning  to  feel  now  the  impulse  of  the  awak¬ 
ening  spirit  and  the  broadening  vision  of  the  times.  The  Chapter  year 
closes  with  aroused  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  and  noticeable  concern  in 
those  things  that  make  for  the  advancement  and  perfection  in  Masonic  life, 
as  well  as  a  significant  increase  in  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Craft.  ’  ’ 

He  states  there  have  been  no  points  of  law  or  deci¬ 
sions  of  any  importance  for  his  consideration.  It 
seems,  therefore,  that  harmony  prevails  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction. 

On  account  of  his  physical  condition  and  severe 
sickness  in  his  family,  very  few  visits  were  made 
during  the  year.  In  those  he  did  visit,  he  reports 
that  a  spirit  of  good  fellowship  prevailed  and  all  in 
very  good  working  order.  He  was  most  cordially 
received. 

He  granted  quite  a  number  of  dispensations  to 
subordinate  Chapters,  nearly  all  for  the  purpose  of 
balloting  out  of  time  on  application  for  the  Chapter

degrees,  they  presenting  valid  reasons  for  making 
the  requests,  except  one.  He  states  that  he  is  of 
the  opinion  that  a  dispensation  should  not  be  granted 
to  a  Chapter  to  confer  degrees  in  order  to  ballot  out 
of  time  on  applications  to  hasten  them  on  to  other 
degrees. 

We  heartily  endorse  these  sentiments. 

Charters  were  signed  for  two  new  Chapters  and 
authorized  two  Past  High  Priests  of  subordinate 
Chapters  to  institute  them,  which  they  did  March  15. 

The  proceedings  contain  nearly  two  pages  of  “Our 
Fraternal  Dead”  of  other  Jurisdictions  and  of  their 
own  Jurisdiction. 

I  will  quote  one  paragraph  in  his  report  of  the 
dead. 

II  These  all  died  in  the  faith  and  now  rest  in  peace.  The  Lion  of  the 
Tribe  of  Judah  will  some  day  by  His  omnipotent  power  raise  them  from 
the  dust  and  we  live  in  hope  of  meeting  them  in  the  Great  Beyond.” 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  to  mention  a  recommen¬ 
dation  he  made  in  theiri  Grand  Chapter,  viz.,  “I 
recommend  that  for  this  session  the  mileage  of  the 
Companions  attending  be  placed  at  six  cents  and  per 
diem  be  $3.50.  ’  ’  He  gives  as  his  reason,  the  stringent 
financial  condition. 

This  recommendation  was,  on  motion,  adopted  by 
the  Finance  Committee. 
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In  conclusion  lie  states : 

“It  was  indeed  an  honor  to  act  as  your  official  head.  I  thank  you  for 
that  honor,  but  beyond  that  I  thank  you  for  the  beautiful  spirit  in  which 
it  was  conferred.  Our  Companions  seem  to  face  the  future  with  confidence 
and  a  determination  to  do  things.  The  powers  of  darkness  are  waging  a 
heartless  warfare  against  our  glorious  Order.  Let  us  be  strong  and  of  good 
courage,  for  with  our  eyes  fixed  upon  the  goal  to  which  we  are  pressing, 
success  will  crown  our  efforts.  Those  on  the  watchtowers  have  sounded  the 
warning  and  if  we  are  true  to  our  principles,  if  we  have  met  and  mastered 
the  evil  within  us,  we  are,  like  David,  the  sweet  singer  of  Israel,  ready  to 
go  forth  against  the  Goliath  of  iniquity  that  is  exhibiting  himself  boldly, 
and  by  the  grace  of  God  we  shall  rise  to  the  glorious  haven  of  rest  and  en¬ 
joy  the  presence  of  Him  who  loved  us  and  gave  himself  for  us. 

“I  have  in  my  feeble  way  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  Grand  High  Priest  with  the  sole  purpose  of  promoting  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Mississippi.  I  have  made  some  mistakes,  I 
know.  If  anything  has  been  accomplished,  it  has  not  been  by  my  efforts 
alone,  but  with  the  assistance  and  support  so  generously  given  me  by  those 
with  whom  I  have  been  so  pleasantly  associated  during  the  past  year.  And 
I  shall  soon  surrender  into  far  abler  hands  the  gavel  given  to  me  a  year 
ago.  *  ’ 

The  report  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  W.  H. 
Carter,  Grand  Lecturer,  is  very  interesting,  but  for 
want  of  space  (it  being  quite  lengthy),  will  not  quote 
it  in  full. 

Briefly  he  states  he  has  visited  all  Chapters  in  the 
Jurisdiction  but  three.  Conferred  the  degrees  on 
two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  candidates.  The  confer¬ 
ring  of  degrees  was  used  to  instruct  the  team  workers, 
and  so  to  exemplify  the  ritual  as  to  give  them  a 
clear-cut  understanding  of  how  to  confer  each  part 
of  it. 

The  following  is  exceedingly  interesting : 

“I  am  also  confident  that  nearly  all  the  Chapters  have  a  growing  ap¬ 
preciation  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Their  conception  of  its  symbolism 
and  of  its  teachings  is  becoming  what  it  ought  to  be.  But  there  are  still 
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a  few  Chapters  who  seem  to  think  that  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  a  sort  of 
Shrine — that  the  main  reason  for  its  existence  is  to  afford  its  members  an 
opportunity  to  have  a  ‘big  time’  with  the  ‘poor  blind  candidates 
that  its  greatest  enjoyment  consists  in  making  it  a  ‘baby  Shrine’;  and 
their  pitiable,  ignorant  and  contemptible  understanding  of  the  Degree  is 
limited  to  a  series  of  ludicrous,  school-boyish  pranks  that  sensible,  dignified 
men  should  be  ashamed  to  perpetuate  anywhere,  much  less  upon  a  blind¬ 
folded  candidate  in  a  Masonic  Institution.  They  take  the  money  of  their 
friends  on  pretense  of  giving  in  return  its  worth  in  Masonic  development, 
and  then  go  to  great  trouble  and  vigorous  exercise  to  give  them  for  these 
fees  a  locally  fabricated  ‘side  degree,’  deceiving  them  at  its  end  by  telling 
them  they  have  been  ‘exalted  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason.’ 
I  know  these  Chapters,  but  when  I  am  on  my  official  visit  to  them  the  work 
is  done  as  circumspectly  as  I  could  wish.  I  am  allowed  to  put  on  the 
work  as  it  should  be  done,  and  they  agree  that  that  is  the  way  to  do  it, 
but  in  their  regular  work  they  persist  in  perpetrating  the  same  old  fraud, 
paying  no  attention  to  my  instruction,  and  not  having  in  mind  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  the  Degree  at  all.  Such  profanation  of  the  opportunity  to  teach  the 
great  fundamental  truths  in  building  the  Temple  of  our  second  lives  must 
be  eliminated  from  the  ritualistic  work  in  every  Chapter  in  Mississippi.  I 
wonder  if  charges  will  have  yet  to  be  brought  before  this  Grand  Chapter 
against  such  Chapters.  Warning  is  hereby  given  that,  unless  such  practice 
is  stopped,  this  step  is  inevitable.” 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Chapter  are  in  good  con¬ 
dition.  They  appropriated  $6,000  to  the  Masonid 
Home,  $3,000  to  be  used  in  repairing  and  improv¬ 
ing  the  Harry  Howard  Hospital  and  $3,000  to  com¬ 
plete  the  improvements  of  the  grounds. 

The  report  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by 
Oliver  Lee  McKay,  p.  g.  h.  p.  It  is  quite  lengthy, 
exceedingly  interesting  and  of  great  value  to  the 
Fraternity.  Pennsylvania  is  courteously  reviewed. 
Mention  is  made  of  the  death  of  our  beloved  Com¬ 
panion,  J.  Henry  Williams,  p.  g.  h.  p. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  present  membership 
is  5,889. 
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An  engraving  of  the  elected  M.  E.  Grand  High 
Priest  is  on  first  page  of  the  proceedings.

MISSOURI. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Missouri  held  their  Seventy-fifth  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Sedalia, 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  April  20  and  21,  1921. 
Grand  Chapter  was  opened  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m.,  by 
M.  E.  Companion  Herbert  W.  Powders,  Grand  High 
Priest,  with  all  Grand  Officers  present. 

Companion  George  E.  Boothe,  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor,  welcomed  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  City  of 
Sedalia. 

A  number  of  distinguished  visitors  were  presented 
and  welcomed.  They  received  the  Grand  Honors. 

The  hero  of  the  day  was  M.  E.  Companion  William 
F.  Kijhn,  General  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He 
was  introduced,  received  the  Grand  Honors,  was 
conducted  to  the  East,  and  seated  with  the  Com¬ 
panions.  He  is  one  of  the  great  men  of  the  Masonia 
Fraternity. 
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The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was 
presented.  It  is  quite  lengthy.  Much  space,  how¬ 
ever,  is  taken  up  with  requests  for  various  purposes, 
such  as  courtesy,  dispensations,  and  visitations.  A 
large  number  of  dispensations  to  meet  in  Lodge  Halls 
at  other  places  were  granted.  One  dispensation  was 
refused,  the  application  having  been  made  by  tele¬ 
gram.  Dispensations  should  never  be  granted  ex¬ 
cept  in  regular  manner,  and  there  being  good  cause 
for  such  action. 

He  made  sixty  visitations,  covering  almost  the  en¬ 
tire  State.  His  report  in  some  instances  is  amusing. 
His  introduction  to  his  visitations  is  interesting. 

“It  has  been  my  pleasure,  as  well  as  official  duty  to  visit  as  many 
Chapters  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  as  time,  opportunity  and  a  restricted 
expense  account  would  permit.  Having  a  desire  to  view  our  Capitular  field 
through  a  personal  lens  and  to  satisfy  a  longing  to  meet  and  greet  old 
friends  and  solicit  the  acquaintance  of  new  ones,  my  travels  have  ushered 
me  to  many  enjoyable  places  of  temporary  sojourn,  extending  from  the 
Orient  to  the  Occident  of  Missouri.  Such  rambles  have  taken  me  to  the 
cotton  fields  of  the  Southeast.  I  have  reviewed  the  cultivated  acres  of  the 
Southwest  where  the  golden  grain  sang  a  refrain  of  unalloyed  prosperity. 
I  b,ave  wandered  about  freely  in  the  roomy  precincts  of  Central  Missouri 
where  happiness  and  supreme  contentment  permeates  the  atmosphere.  I 
have  looked  upon  and  within,  the  great  metropolis  of  Western  Missouri  and 
could  only  exclaim,  ‘Oh!  Kansas  City,  if  I  forget  Thee,  let  my  right 
hand  forget  her  cunning.’  I  have  journeyed  to  the  North  where  fields  of 
wheat  and  corn  gladden  the  heart  of  the  husbandman  and  gazed  in  wonder¬ 
ment  upon  the  immensity  of  that  hospitable  section  standing  spell-bound  as 
they  showered  upon  me  a  royal  welcome.  Everywhere  I  have  been  over¬ 
whelmed  with  kindness.  ” 


Among  the  visits  made  was  one  for  a  Christmas 
breakfast  at  the  Masonic  Home,  at  early  dawn.  He 
comments  on  it  and  we  give  part  of  his  musings. 
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“On  December  25,  1920,  I  was  awakened  from  a  dreamless  sleep  by  the 
voice  of  our  Grand  Organist,  who  was  striking  the  vocal  cords  of  his  ana¬ 
tomy  in  sombre  tones  to  attract  me  from  a  comfortable  couch  to  go  with  him 
to  enjoy  a  Christmas  breakfast  at  the  Masonic  Home.  The  hour  was 
early,  the  atmosphere  keen  and  bracing,  the  object  a  joyous  one  as  we  were 
to  witness  a  Christmas  celebration  designed  and  arranged  for  the  inmates 
of  that  noble  institution.  As  we  drove  over  the  frosty  streets  my  thoughts 
wandered  back  through  the  mists  of  time  as  outlined  by  ancient  biblical 
history,  stretching  far  into  unnumbered  years  where  countless  generations 
of  men  had  floundered  through  the  maze  of  ignorance  and  superstition,  be¬ 
fore  the  sunrise  of  the  Christian  era. 

“But  the  blessed  hour  did  come  when  a  strange  light  shown  on  the 
hills  of  Bethlehem,  a  morning  star  hung  above  a  manger  and  the  new  day  of 
intelligence  broke.  Not  with  the  regal  sweep  and  dazzling  majesty  of  a 
sunrise  in  the  desert,  but  slowly  and  faintly  through  clouds  that  warred 
to  hide  the  golden  lining  of  coming  day.  Centuries  have  passed  since  that 
night,  when  a  Jew  was  born  in  a  stable  but  the  sun  that  rose  then  has 
known  no  setting.  So  on  the  birthday  morn  of  Christianity  our  guests  in 
that  great  home  were  mustered  forth  to  imbibe  the  warmth  and  cheer  that 
the  good  Masons  of  Missouri  extend  them  yearly,  through  the  offices  of  their 
representatives.  The  heart  of  each  child  was  gladdened  by  some  acceptable 
present,  while  the  fading  light  of  the  old  folks  was  fanned  into  a  brighter 
glow  by  some  thoughtful  donor  and  thus  was  created  a  most  welcome 
Yuletide  morning.  As  I  looked  into  those  happy  faces,  I  breathed  a  silent 
prayer  that  the  breaking  of  the  dawn  in  old  Judea  will  be  celebrated  anew 
each  year,  brightened  with  many  Masonic  offerings,  upon  the  altar  of 
love.  Surely  there  is  nothing  that  finds  a  quicker  pulsation  in  the  great 
heart  of  the  world  than  the  conferring  of  human  happiness.  ” 

He  made  a  visit  to  Chapter  No.  53,  and  says  the 
attendance  was  not  in  the  least  complimentary  for 
such  an  occasion,  the  installation  of  officers,  it  being 
a  public  affair  jointly  with  the  White  Shrine  of 
Jerusalem.  How  can  a  Chapter  hold  a  meeting  with 
an  organization  that  is  not  Masonic  ? 

In  visiting  Chapter  No.  2,  chartered  in  1838,  he 
obtained  some  information  that  is  interesting. 

“Palmyra,  No.  2,  is  an  old  organization,  having  withstood  the  ravages 
of  time,  and  today  while  with  locks  whitened  by  the  snows  of  yesterday,  she 
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still  preserves  much  of  her  youthful  vigor.  Chartered  in  1838,  by  the  Gen^ 
era!  Grand  Chapter,  has  done  much  to  send  an  honorable  name  thundering 
down  the  corridors  of  time.  I  am  informed  that  they  had  one  High 
Priest  that  flourished  the  official  gavel  over  No.  2  for  a  period  of  forty 
years,  and  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  any  organization  which  could 
survive  under  such  trying  conditions  must  truly  be  blessed  with  a  patience 
beyond  control.  They  have  ancient  relics  other  than  the  record  of  this  Past 
High  Priest,  for  only  last  year  they  celebrated  the  one  hundredth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  founding  of  the  village.  I  wras  deeply  impressed  with  the  ancient 
grandeur  of  the  place;  its  ageing  inhabitants  and  ageing  surroundings  to¬ 
gether  convey  a  profound  illusion  of  the  long  lapse  of  time,  while  the  sor¬ 
rows  and  misfortunes  and  humiliations  of  life  beat  upon  this  ancient  en¬ 
campment  without  pity  or  respect.  ’  ’ 


The  surprise  in  the  above  is  that  the  Chapter  sur¬ 
vived  forty  years’  service  of  any  one  High  Priest. 
Were  there  no  ambitious  youths  among  the  member¬ 
ship  who  had  aspirations? 

The  Masonic  year  was  a  strenuous  one.  The 
Grand  High  Priest  was  a  busy  man,  devoting  more 
time  to  Masonry  than  is  usually  done  by  a  Grand 
High  Priest,  but  his  reward  is  sure.  The  interest 
of  the  officers  in  the  work  will  be  greatly  increased, 
the  membership  will  be  frequent  in  their  attendance 
in  Chapter  meetings ;  in  fact,  there  will  be  enthusiasm 
in  all  subordinate  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand,  April  12,  1921,  of  thirty-two  thousand,  four 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  and  40/100  ($32,469.40) 
dollars,  with  eleven  thousand,  five  hundred  ($11,500) 
dollars  in  Government  Bonds. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  is  complete  in  every 
respect,  in  fact,  it  is  a  model  report.  It  shows  the 
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membership,  December  31,  1920,  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand,  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  (25,814),  a  net  gain 
of  forty-seven  hundred  and  seventeen  (4,717)  with 
one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  subordinate  Chapters. 
Missouri’s  future  in  the  Masonic  World  is  bright. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  prepared  by  Companion  J ohn  Henderson  Mil¬ 
ler.  It  is  a  very  able  report.  There  are  many 
things  in  the  report  that  would  be  interesting  to 
Pennsylvanians,  but  lack  of  space  forbids  their  quota¬ 
tion.  We  receive  two  and  one-half  pages  of  cour¬ 
teous  review. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
adorns  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Bert  S.  Lee  was  elected  Grand 
High  Priest.  He  was  installed. 

E.  Companion  Robert  F.  Stevenson  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary.  He  was  not  installed,  having  been 
installed  at  the  time  of  his  first  election.  We  hold 
tenaciously  that  all  elective  officers  must  be  installed 
after  each  election.

NEBRASKA,  1920. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Nebraska  held  their  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Communi¬ 
cation  in  the  City  of  Omaha,  December  15,  1920. 
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A  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  opened  in 
Full  Form ,  and,  after  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
the  Grand  High  Priest  declared  Grand  Chapter 
opened  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  common  with  all  other 
Grand  High  Priests  for  1920,  reports  that  the  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  has  been  beyond  that  of  any 
previous  year. 

He  reports  five  visitations  and  two  schools  of  in¬ 
struction  held,  which  resulted  in  much  good.  One 
Chapter  was  actually  brought  to  life  by  a  visitation 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  is  now  doing  good 
work.  That  is  one  of  the  duties,  which  in  our  humble 
judgment,  should  come  first  with  the  Grand  High 
Priest — to  visit,  counsel  with  and  encourage  the  weak 
Chapters.  ‘ 4  The  whole  have  no  need  of  a  physician, 
but  they  that  are  sick.”  No  decisions  are  reported. 
A  number  of  routine  dispensations  granted  and 
courtesies  extended  are  reported.  A  number  of  in¬ 
quiries  were  made  with  reference  to  the  forming  of 
new  Chapters,  but  upon  investigation  the  Grand 
High  Priest  did  not  deem  it  wise  to  issue  any  such 
dispensations.  He  complains  that  Grand  Chapter 
has  too  many  committees.  We  see  that  all  these 
committees  were  appointed  at  the  opening  of  Grand 
Chapter.  Some  of  them,  very  important,  such  as 
Jurisprudence,  Finance,  etc.,  and  are  expected  to 
report  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  they  are  ap¬ 
pointed.  As  the  Grand  Chapter  is  only  in  session 
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two  days  this  does  not  give  the  Committees  time  to 
properly  dispose  of  the  matters  referred  to  them. 
With  us,  in  Pennsylvania,  all  standing  Committees 
are  appointed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  immediately 
after  his  installation,  and  serve  for  the  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  receipts  during  the 
year,  $6,937.62,  with  a  balance  on  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  present  year  of  $7,700.11,  a  gain  over  last  year 
of  $1,858.41. 

From  the  abstract  of  Returns  of  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  it  appears  that  there  were  943  Exaltations  last 
year ;  total  membership,  October  31,  1920,  6,890 ;  net 
gain,  762. 

No  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

We  do  not  know  whether  Pennsylvania’s  Represen¬ 
tative,  Companion  Robert  W.  McGinnis,  was  present 
or  not.

NEVADA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Nevada  assembled  in  their  Forty-eighth 
Annual  Conference  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the 
City  of  Reno,  on  Tuesday,  June  7,  1921. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form 
at  ten  o’clock  a.  mv  by  M.  E.  Companion  George  W. 
Robinson,  Grand  High  Priest.  Three  Grand  Offi¬ 
cers  were  absent.  Fourteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  the  Representatives  of  nine  Chapters 
were  present. 

After  honoring  “Old  Glory”  by  saluting  it  and 
singing  the  National  Anthem,  the  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  Nevada  was  introduced,  escorted  to  the 
East  and  given  the  honors  due  his  station. 

The  Representatives  of  other  Jurisdictions  near 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Nevada  were  introduced 
and  welcomed  by  Companion  William  B.  Hark. 

Reno  Chapter,  No.  7,  was  again  kind,  and  invited 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  luncheon, 
which  was  accepted. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  presented  his  address.  It 
is  quite  lengthy  and  of  much  value  to  the  members. 

He  made  few  visitations,  due  to  ill  health  and  the 
distances  required  to  be  traveled.  We  quote  from 
his  visitation  to  the  oldest  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  No.  1,  Carson  City. 

“On  the  evening  of  December  28,  1920,  it  was  my  distinguished  privi¬ 
lege  to  officially  visit  and  install  the  officers-elect  of  Lewis  Chapter,  No.  1, 
of  Carson  City,  our  oldest  Chapter.  In  company  with  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  George  Gillson,  Pearis  B.  Ellis,  Charles  G.  Rulison  and  Ed¬ 
ward  C.  Peterson  I  was  welcomed  into  this  Chapter  and  received  with  all 
the  honors  due  my  station.  The  evening  was  one  of  pleasure,  indeed,  being 
a  joint  installation  of  the  Blue  Lodge,  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  Eastern  Star, 
and  concluded  with  a  banquet  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star, 
such  as  only  these  ladies  can  prepare. 1  ’ 
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We  presume  this  was  a  public  ceremony,  or,  per¬ 
haps,  after  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  the 
Lodge  and  Chapter,  and  then  the  good  women  of  the 
Eastern  Star  united  the  dear  Brethren  and  Com¬ 
panions  to  witness  their  installation.  Better  keep 
the  so-called  adjuncts  entirely  separate  from  any 
Masonic  functions.  With  us  it  is  impossible,  and 
believe  that  time  will  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  such 
action,  and  the  good  women  of  Pennsylvania  will 
demonstrate  their  ability  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
Eastern  Star  equal  to  any  Jurisdiction. 

Under  the  head  “ Conditions  of  the  Craft,”  he 
gives  several  reasons  for  the  lack  of  interest  in 
Capitular  Masonry.  Any  one  of  which  would  pro¬ 
duce  serious  results,  then  he  refers  to  a  wider  field 
for  Masonry  as  follows : 

‘ 1  There  is,  however,  a  wider  field  for  our  endeavor  than  merely  confer¬ 
ring  degrees.  In  conferring  degrees  we  are,  after  all,  only  making  prepara¬ 
tion  for  that  work  which  should  engage  our  attention.  We  should  strive  to 
educate  not  only  those  within  our  ranks,  but  those  outside  as  well,  to  the 
end  that  we  may  all  become  better  citizens  of  this  home  of  true  democracy — 
a  land  builded  well  and  truly  upon  Masonic  principles.  ’  ’ 

An  elegant  idea,  but  difficult  to  carry  out. 

In  closing  he  leaves  this  thought  with  the  Com¬ 
panions. 

“All  the  symbolism  of  Capitular  Masonry  deals  with  some  aspect  of 
the  building  or  ruins  of  King  Solomon’s  Temple;  in  the  Mark  Master  De¬ 
gree  we  have  an  incident  connected  with  the  building  of  the  Temple. 

“In  the  Most  Excellent  Degree  we  see  the  Temple  in  the  zenith  of 
its  glory,  its  ornamentation  perfect,  and  approved  by  the  manifestation  of 
the  Almighty. 

“In  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  we  see  the  Temple  in  ruins;  God’s  chosen 
people  in  their  hour  of  discouragement,  and  yet  animated  by  faith  and 
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hope  of  the  future  that  from  the  ruins  another  structure  may  arise  wherein 
God  may  reveal  Himself  to  His  chosen  people: 

1 1  Though  Solomon ’s  Temple  they  tell  us  of  old, 

Excelled  in  its  marbles,  its  cedars  and  gold — 

Its  Altars  of  incense,  its  tables  of  bread, 

Its  Ark,  where  the  light  of  the  Presence  was  shed. 

A  far  nobler  Temple  each  Mason  may  raise, 

In  wisdom  and  strength  to  endure  through  all  days; 

Of  which  Israel’s  proud  hill  was  the  type  of  the  plan, 

And  this  Temple  so  stately,  so  perfect,  is  man. 

How  more  precious  than  gold  are  Honor  and  Truth, 

With  these  let  him  build  in  the  days  of  his  youth; 

Its  light  of  the  Presence,  sweet  peace,  may  be  there, 

Its  Altars  of  incense — humility’s  prayer; 

Its  table  of  skew-bread — his  gifts  to  the  poor: — 

A  Temple  thus  built,  through  all  time  shall  endure; 

And  to  perfect  the  shrine,  though  no  gems  are  a  part, 

The  bright  ‘  Holy  of  Holies  ’  be  found  in  his  heart.  ’  * 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand,  January  7, 1921,  of  one  thousand,  two  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  and  77/100  ($1,299.77)  dollars. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  present 
membership  to  be  five  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
(579),  an  increase  of  seventeen  during  the  year. 
J ust  the  same  as  last  year,  not  very  encouraging,  but 
there  is  a  brighter  future  for  them. 

The  several  Committees  made  their  reports.  The 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  paid  their  respects  to 
the  new  ritual  of  the  Grand  Chapter  by  saying  but 
one  Chapter  barred  it  and  left  the  New  Constitution, 
in  the  hands  of  their  representatives. 

R.  E.  Companion  Edward  D.  Vanderlieth  pre¬ 
sented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspon- 
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dence.  It  is  an  excellent  one,  and  contains  much  of 
importance.  Last  year  he  wondered  why  “ Nevada” 
was  passed.  We  endeavored  to  explain.  Now  we 
ask  why  Pennsylvania  was  overlooked,  a  cog  slipped 
somewhere.  We  do  find,  however,  that  Pennsylvania 
is  named  among  those  reviewed.  Hope  for  better 
next  year. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
adorns  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Hosea  E.  Reid  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest  and  R.  E.  Companion  Edward 
D.  Vanderlieth  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
They  were  installed.

NEW  JERSEY,  1921. 

The  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  New  Jersey  was  held  in 
Trenton,  May  11,  1921.  All  Grand  Officers,  sixteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  representatives  of 
forty  of  the  forty-nine  subordinate  Chapters  present. 
Pennsylvania  was  represented.  The  Grand  High 
Priests  of  New  York  and  Canada  also  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  J. 
Vreeland  Haring,  in  his  address,  says  that  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  was  never  so  flourishing  as  at  the 
present  time.  Dispensations  were  granted  for  five 
new  Chapters,  all  of  which  are  reported  strong  and 
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vigorous.  He  visited  every  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  including  those  under  dispensation.  He  also 
visited  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Pennsylvania,  New 
York,  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts,  and  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  George  Washington  National 
Memorial  Association.  He  constituted  two  new 
Chapters,  and  disposed  of  a  large  amount  of  routine 
business.  We  note  especially  the  visitation  to  every 
Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  the  interchange  of 
visits  with  surrounding  Jurisdictions.  This  is  one 
of  the  greatest  services  a  Grand  High  Priest  can 
render  his  Jurisdiction — to  visit  other  Jurisdictions 
and  bring  back  with  him  the  ideas  which  he  may 
there  find.  Of  course,  the  first  duty  is  to  visit  his  own 
Chapters,  giving  counsel,  admonition  and  reproof  as 
the  circumstances  may  indicate.  But  great  good  is 
being  done  every  year  by  the  interchange  of  visits 
between  Jurisdictions. 

Excellent  addresses  were  made  to  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  by  M.  E.  Companion  Hamilton,  representing  the 
General  Grand  Chapter;  M.  E.  Companion  Willard 
T.  Chevalier,  Grand  High  Priest  of  New  York;  M. 
E.  Companion  W.  N.  Ponton,  Grand  Z.  of  Canada, 
and  M.  E.  Companion  Rogers,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Rhode  Island. 

M.  E.  Companion  Chevalier,  speaking  of  the 
Royal  Arch  said: 

“I  often  think  we  have  our  Lodges  as  our  workshop.  That  is  where 
we  do  our  every-day  Masonic  work,  our  charity,  our  succor  to  our  Brethren 
and  their  widows  and  orphans,  our  funeral  ceremony.  We  do  our  every¬ 
day  Masonic  work  in  our  Lodges  and  we  come  into  the  Chapter  as  the 
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Sanctum  Sanctorum  to  gather  about  the  altar  of  reverence  and  devotion 
and  imbibe  new  strength  to  inspire  us  to  go  back  into  the  work  rooms  and 
carry  on  our  every-day  Masonic  work.  This  is  the  mission  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry,  and  God  save  us  from  ever  introducing  anything  into  our 
Masonic  work  in  our  Chapters  that  is  not  pitched  in  the  key  of  reverence 
and  devotion  to  that  Great  Name  that  we  are  pledged  to  hold  sacred.  ’  ’ 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  balance  sheet  shows  re¬ 
ceipts,  $8,686.33;  disbursements,  $5,340.43;  carried 
forward  from  1920,  $5,280.73;  net  balance  $8,626.63. 
In  addition  to  the  above  the  Trustees’  report  shows 
permanent  investments,  $6,385.46. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  2,679  Exaltations 
during  the  year,  with  a  present  membership,  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1920,  of  13,146,  a  net  gain  of  2,543. 

There  was  a  lengthy  report  of  a  special  Committee 
appointed  to  consider  the  proposed  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
which  report  ended  with  a  resolution  of  “  solemn  pro¬ 
test  against  its  adoption.” 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  Companion  Henry  S.  Haines.  It  is 
a  very  careful  review  of  the  doings  of  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  the  world  for  the  past  year. 

In  the  introduction  he  says: 

“We  regretfully  realize  that  there  are  many  upon  whose  hearts  the 
solemn  lessons  of  the  Chapter  have  left  little  impression,  and  to  whom  the 
glamour  of  the  Cathedral  or  the  barbaric  splendor  of  the  Mosque  present 
more  attraction  and  delight  than  the  plain  setting  of  the  Tabernacle.  ’  * 
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He  thinks  Connecticut  made  a  mistake  in  author¬ 
izing  a  Chapter  to  hold  a  stated  meeting  on  a  date 
preceding  that  fixed  by  its  by-laws,  as  that  is  beyond 
the  powers  of  a  Grand  High  Priest.  Sound  law, 
that.  He  does  not  approve  smoking  during  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Chapter.  Personally  we  have  never  seen 
it  practiced,  and  would  be  as  much  surprised  to  see 
some  Companion  light  up  in  a  meeting  of  the  Chap¬ 
ter  as  we  would  at  a  church  service.  He  is  surprised 
that  Indiana  issued  a  dispensation  to  elect  a  High 
Priest  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
the  High  Priest  and  refusal  of  the  King  and  Scribe 
to  perform  his  duties.  Well,  all  we  have  to  say  is 
that  it  would  not  have  been  a  dispensation  that  Chap¬ 
ter  and  its  officers  would  have  received  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  but  an  order  to  appear  with  the  Charter  and 
explain,  if  they  could,  their  direct  violation  of  their 
obligation.  The  warrant  of  that  Chapter  should  be 
arrested  until  the  officers  and  members  have  enough 
interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  to  perform  their 
respective  duties.  Such  Chapters  are  a  hindrance 
to  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  should  not  be  allowed 
to  cumber  the  ground.

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NEW  MEXICO,  1921. 

The  Twenty-third  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  New  Mexico  was  held  in  Albu¬ 
querque,  February  24,  1921.  After  opening  Grand 
Chapter  the  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  six¬ 
teen  chartered  Chapters  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  submits  his  annual  report, 
showing  two  decisions,  both  negative,  because  of  the 
Constitution.  He  recommends  the  adoption  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for  life 
membership  on  the  payment  of  a  minimum  fee  of 
fifty  dollars,  which  recommendation  was  not  agreed 
to.  He  made  four  official  visitations  to  resuscitate 
dormant  Chapters,  and  in  this  he  seems  to  have  been 
successful.  He  reports  Capitular  Masonry  in  New 
Mexico  prosperous,  the  net  growth  during  the  year 
being  194. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  Exaltations 
during  the  year,  229,  with  a  present  membership  of 
1,538.

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NEW  YORK,  1921. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Or  and  Chapter  of  New  York  was  held 
in  the  City  of  Albany,  February  1,  1921. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  Chapters  represented,  six¬ 
teen  permanent  members  of  Grand  Chapter  and  a 
number  of  visitors.  Pennsylvania’s  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative,  John  B.  Mullin,  was  present.  Also  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania,  M.  E.  Joseph 
E.  Quinby,  accompanied  by  the  Grand  King,  M.  E. 
Companion  John  M.  Core;  the  Grand  Treasurer,  M. 
E.  Companion  Thomas  McConnell,  Jr.,  and  the 
Grand  Marshal,  Companion  A.  P.  Kunzig.  The 
Pennsylvania  visitors,  as  well  as  those  from  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  and 
Canada  were  royally  entertained,  and  enjoyed  every 
minute  of  their  stay.  (They  know  how  to  make  you 
feel  at  home  in  New  York.) 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Jerome 
-  L.  Cheney,  delivered  his  annual  address.  It  com¬ 
prises  some  fifty  pages,  and  immediately  after  it  was 
delivered,  printed  copies  were  furnished  to  all  the 
members.  We  will  not  attempt  to  digest  it  for  we 
could  not  do  it  justice.  New  York  is  a  great  Juris¬ 
diction,  and  to  simply  report  the  work  of  a  Grand 
High  Priest  for  the  year  is  no  easy  task. 

Dispensations  for  four  new  Chapters  were  issued, 
and  the  Chapters  set  to  work.  One  petition  for  a 
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dispensation  for  a  new  Chapter  was  returned  for 
correction  and  did  not  again  appear. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  believes  in  fraternal  visi¬ 
tations  with  other  Grand  Chapters,  and  during  his 
term  visited  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania 
and  Massachusetts,  and  it  was  with  keen  regret  that 
he  was  compelled  to  decline  other  invitations. 

A  large  number  of  special  dispensations  were 
granted  Chapters  to  hippodrome  around  the  country 
conferring  degrees.  The  Grand  High  Priest  seems 
to  have  some  misgivings  on  the  subject.  He  says: 

“Instances  are  frequent  where  Chapters  have  journeyed  to  the  same 
place  many  times  in  the  same  year.  To  my  mind,  it  cheapens  the  rite  to 
convert  the  Chapter  into  a  traveling  degreQ  mill  running  about  the  country 
to  every  place  where  candidates  can  be  gathered.  ’  ’ 

Well,  we  like  the  position  assumed  by  the  Grand 

High  Priest  of  Ohio,  who  absolutely  refused  to 

countenance  anv  such  work. 

«/ 

Many  waivers  of  jurisdiction  were  received  by  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  and  properly  acknowl¬ 
edged.  Twelve  of  them  were  from  Pennsylvania. 

One  decision,  that  where  a  member  is  suspended  in 
his  Chapter  by  reason  of  his  suspension  in  his  Blue 
Lodge  he  is  automatically  reinstated  in  his  Chap¬ 
ter  when  restored  to  membership  in  his  Lodge. 
Of  course  this  decision  is  sound  law,  even  though 
some  Grand  High  Priests  in  other  Jurisdictions  hold 
differently. 
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Also  decided  that  a  Chapter  could  not  receive  a 
delegation  of  Knight  Templars  in  uniform,  and  with¬ 
out  aprons,  and  that  it  would  he  improper  for  officers 
to  wear  Knight  Templar  uniform  while  conferring 
degrees.  Of  course  this  decision  is  absolutely  cor¬ 
rect.  But  we  wonder  if  the  Sir  Knights  had  obtained 
a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Commander  of 
Knights  Templar  of  New  York  to  start  out  in  Temp¬ 
lar  uniform  on  such  a  crusade.  Our  recollection  of 
Templar  law  is  that  this  would  have  gotten  them 
into  trouble  with  their  Grand  Commander. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  is  thoroughly  convinced 
of  the  great  value  of  official  visitations.  He  says  be¬ 
fore  they  were  instituted  there  was  a  large  number 
of  dormant  Chapters,  now  there  are  practically  none. 
He  recommends  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests, 
which  is  the  natural  way  of  doing  the  work.  We 
would  like  to  quote  many  things  from  his  address, 
but  we  must  “get  along.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  resources  after  pay¬ 
ment  of  all  bills,  of  $175,757.50.  Receipts  from 
Grand  Secretary,  $31,073.42.  Interest  on  bank  de¬ 
posits,  $1,015.80.  Interest  on  investments,  $6,672.75. 
Total  receipts,  $38,761.97,  to  which  add  balance  on 
hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  $21,851.97.  Grand 
total,  $60,613.75.  Well!  Well!  That  is  a  lot  of 
money.  It  might  be  just  possible  that  a  little  more 
of  it  could  have  been  spent  to  a  good  advantage.  You 
know  “there  is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth, 
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and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  but 
it  tendeth  to  poverty.” 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  Exaltations, 

7.800.  Total  membership,  55,295.  Net  increase, 

6.800.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Grand 
Chapter  when  every  Chapter  conferred  degrees.  The 
largest  Chapter  is  Orient,  No.  138,  of  Brooklyn,  with 
&  membership  of  1,895.  It  Exalted  541  during  the 
year. 

In  the  evening  the  degree  of  Mark  Master  Mason 
was  rehearsed  by  the  Grand  Lecturer,  assisted  by 
the  officers  from  different  Chapters. 

The  Committee  on  Charity  recommended  that  four 
hundred  dollars  be  expended  for  charitable  purposes. 
Wonder  what  they  are  going  to  do  with  all  that 
money  ? 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  salary  was  increased  from 
three  thousand  dollars  to  thirty-six  hundred  a  year. 
Quite  proper. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  M.  E.  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Arthur  Warren.  It  is  his  second,  and  a  very  ex¬ 
cellent  one  it  is.  Such  reports  as  his  are  a  permanent 
addition  to  the  literature  of  Capitular  Masonry.  We 
gather  from  his  report  that  he  believes  it  to  be  the 
duty  of  the  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  dispense  Masonic 
Light,  and  not  wait  to  be  chased  into  a  corner  before 
giving  a  worthy  Brother  a  petition  for  the  Chapter. 
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He  does  not  approve  of  short  cuts  through  the  Chap¬ 
ter  by  way  of  the  dispensing  power  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest.  Nor  does  he  seem  very  enthusiastic 
over  the  New  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter. 

Pennsylvania  is  accorded  a  very  fraternal  review, 
and  Grand  High  Priest  Davis's  address  quoted  with 
approval.

NORTH  CAROLINA,  1921. 

The  Seventy-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina 
was  held  at  Asheville,  May  10  and  11,  1921. 

The  address  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High 
Priest  contains  nothing  of  interest  to  the  Com¬ 
panions  outside  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  balance  sheet  shows  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $6,571.97,  and  permanent  fund, 
$6,905.96.  Triennial  fund,  (which  we  suppose  has 
been  spent  before  this)  $2,253.70,  and  Charity  fund, 
$2,365.  In  passing,  we  might  note  that  this  Chari¬ 
ty  fund  is  much  larger  than  many  other  more 
wealthy  Grand  Chapters. 
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The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  855  Exalted 
during  the  year ;  present  membership,  6,356 ;  net  gain 
during  the  year,  549. 

Charters  were  granted  for  two  new  Chapters.  Five 
Chapters  failed  to  make  any  returns.  One  Chapter 
has  the  same  Companion  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
He  ought  to  be  able  “to  receive  all  monies  paid  on 
account  of  the  Chapter  and  pay  the  same  over  to 
the  Treasurer  forthwith.”  Another  advantage,  the 
Treasurer  would  always  be  at  the  meeting  when  the 
Secretary  was  there,  and  we  suppose  that  they  would 
not  consider  holding  a  meeting  in  the  absence  of  so 
important  an  officer. 

Another  Chapter  is  reported  as  having  the  same 
Companion  as  King  and  Secretary.  Well,  we  won¬ 
der  how  they  do  it.  These  Chapters  are  not  new  or 
struggling  Chapters.  One  was  chartered  in  1857, 
has  a  membership  of  112,  and  exalted  twenty  last 
year.  The  other  has  a  membership  of  166,  and  ex¬ 
alted  five  last  year. 

They  amended  the  by-laws  to  read  that  the  duties 
of  the  Grand  Lecturer  should  be  performed  by  the 
Grand  Secretary.  Salary,  $900. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  J.  H.  Anderson,  who  introduces  himself  as 
follows : 

“  Having  been  drafted  against  my  will,  to  perform  a  task  not  suited 
to  my  tastes  or  ability,  but  never  having  learned  to  say  no  when  an  effort 
to  promote  the  interest  of  Masonry  was  concerned,  I  present  this,  my  first 
literary  effort  of  my  life  for  your  perusal  and  consideration.  *  ’ 
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Evidently  the  Grand  High  Priest  must  have 
agreed  with  him,  for  we  find  a  new  name  as  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  this  year. 

He  reviews  the  different  Jurisdictions  very  briefly. 
Pennsylvania  is  accorded  a  half  page  fraternal 
notice,  principally  criticism  of  the  actions  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  in  doing  what  the  Constitution, 
empowers  him  to  do,  and  which  met  with  the 
unanimous  approval  of  Grand  Chapter.

NORTH  DAKOTA,  1921. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota  was  held  at  Grand 
Forks,  January  25,  1921.  Pennsylvania  was  not 
represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  address,  recounts 
the  year’s  work,  and  it  evidently  was  quite  a  busy 
one.  He  visited  all  but  five  or  six  Chapters  and  re¬ 
ports  great  interest  manifested.  He  granted  three 
dispensations  for  new  Chapters  and  a  number  of 
routine  dispensations. 

He  recommended  that  each  constituent  Chapter  be 
visited  at  least  once  a  year  by  a  Grand  Officer.  Al- 
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most  every  Grand  High  Priest  whose  address  we  have 
read  makes  the  same  recommendation. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$11,657.74. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  420  Exalta¬ 
tions,  with  a  net  gain  of  324,  and  membership,  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1920,  of  3,844. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  dividing  the  State  into 
five  Districts  for  supervision  and  instruction. 

Charters  were  granted  to  two  of  the  Chapters 
under  dispensation. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  Past  High  Priest  E.  George  Guthrie, 
and  is  right  up  to  his  always  high  standard. 

It  starts  off  without  saying  good  morning,  and  quits 
without  bidding  us  good-bye,  but  it  is  a  good  report 
just  the  same. 

He  wonders  where  Royal  Arch  Masons  made  at 
sight  in  Pennsylvania  belong — that  is,  where  they 
have  their  membership.  They  don’t.  They  are  at 
liberty  to  petition  any  Chapter  in  the  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  for  membership  exactly  on  the  same  basis 
as  any  other  unaffiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason.  The 
making  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  at  sight  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania  does  not  make  him  a 
member  of  any  Chapter. 
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Companion  Guthrie  does  not  take  kindly  to  the 
topical  review.  As  lie  very  justly  remarks,  it  fre¬ 
quently  deteriorates  into  a  very  uninteresting  mono¬ 
logue,  in  which  some  more  or  less  learned  Companion 
gets  off  some  things  which,  to  him,  seem  very  vital, 
but  which,  to  the  great  mass,  are  passed  up  without 
reading,  and  which  form  no  solid  contribution  to  the 
history  or  literature  of  Capitular  Masonry.  Better 
leave  the  spread-eagle  work  to  the  Grand  Orator, 
where  they  have  one,  and  let  the  humble  reporter  keep 
on  reporting  what  the  other  J urisdictions  are  doing, 
without  giving  his  opinions  too  often.

NOVA  SCOTIA,  1921. 

The  Fifty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova 
Scotia  was  held  in  I.  O.  O.  E.  Hall,  in  the  town  of 
Digby,  N.  S.,  Tuesday,  June  7,  1921.  Pennsylvania 
represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  Wil¬ 
bert  A.  Creelman,  in  his  annual  address,  recounted 
the  year’s  activities,  paid  a  beautiful  tribute  to  the 
twenty  Companions  who,  during  the  year,  have 
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passed  on  to  their  reward  and  broader  field  of  use¬ 
fulness  and  happiness. 

A  number  of  decisions  were  made,  but  all  are  of 
local  interest  onlv.

‘‘I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  all  the  Chapters  but  one  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction,  and  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  that  one.  ” 

Keith  Chapter,  No.  4,  celebrated  its  fiftieth  anni¬ 
versary  on  May  13.  This  is  the  home  Chapter  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  also  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Companion  Brenton  F.  Porter. 

Two  new  Chapters  were  constituted  during  the 
year. 

The  sacrifice  made  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  in 
visiting  nineteen  of  the  twenty  Chapters  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  can  be  better  appreciated  when  we  examine 
their  financial  statement  and  find  that  not  a  cent  was 
appropriated  to  expense  of  Grand  High  Priest  or 
Grand  Officers. 

The  Grand  Chapter  adopted  a  resolution  dividing 
the  J urisdiction  into  Districts,  and  directed  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  his 
installation,  in  each  District  appoint  a  Grand  Super¬ 
intendent,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  Grand  Chapter 
and  of  a  Chapter  in  the  District  in  which  he  is  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  he  shall  have  the  title  of  Eight  Excel¬ 
lent. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  shows  receipts  during  the 
year  of  $3,184.76:  expenses,  $1,538.11;  balance  on 
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hand,  $2,599.90,  which  includes  $953.25  carried  for¬ 
ward  from  the  preceding  year. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  Exaltations, 
346 ;  present  membership,  2,471,  a  net  gain  of  263. 

The  report  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  Brenton  F.  Porter,  the  Grand  Secretary. 
It  is  a  most  charming  report  of  one  hundred  pages, 
in  which  he  reviews  fifty  J urisdictions,  culls  the  best, 
and  lays  it  before  the  Companions  of  Nova  Scotia  in 
an  interesting  manner.  The  Free  Masonry  of  Nova 
Scotia  is  very  much  like  that  of  Pennsylvania,  hence 
we  read  their  reports  with  a  sympathetic  interest 
that  is  sometimes  lacking  in  the  reviews  of  J  urisdic¬ 
tions  which  differ  so  radically  from  our  own. 

Pennsylvania  is  accorded  four  pages  of  a  very 
fraternal  review.  Of  course  Companion  Porter  had 
an  opportunity  to  view  us  at  close  range,  he  being 
one  of  our  honored  guests  at  our  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fifth  birthday.  However,  we  believe  Com¬ 
panion  Porter  is  holding  something  out  on  the  Com¬ 
panions  of  Nova  Scotia,  for  there  were  a  number  of 
things  transpired  at  the  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
fifth  Anniversary  in  which  we  know  of  our  own 
kuowledge  Companion  Porter  had  a  distinguished 
part  that  are  nowhere  mentioned.  We  would  re¬ 
spectfully  refer  the  Companions  to  Companion 
Cochran,  who  accompanied  Companion  Porter,  for 
further  information. 
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However,  if  we  ever  get  a  chance  we  are  going  to 
return  that  visit.  We  would  like  to  see  the  Com¬ 
panions  from  Nova  Scotia  again  in  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Pennsvlvania.

OHIO,  1920. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ohio 
was  held  in  Youngstown,  October  6,  1920.  Fourteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests. and  the  representatives  of 
one  hundred  and  eighty  subordinate  Chapters  were 
present.

Immediately  after  the  opening  of  Grand  Chapter 
a  telegram  was  read  announcing  the  death  of  M.  E.

Priest,  while  on  his  way  to  the  meeting  of  Grand 
Chapter.  The  Grand  High  Priest  called  up  Grand 
Chapter  and  an  earnest  prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain.  A  telegram  of  condolence  was 
sent  to  the  family  of  M.  E.  Companion  Reiter.

THE  GRAND  HOLY  ROYAL  ARCH 


[1921 


A  letter  was  read  from  the  wife  of  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  Companion  Schuyler  B.  Tuthill, 
stating  his  inability  to  be  present,  and  that  his  con¬ 
dition  was  such  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  his 
election.  Just  after  the  close  of  Grand-  Chapter 
word  was  received  that  Companion  Tuthill  had  been 
summoned  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe  to 
higher  duties,  and  we  have  no  doubt  to  greater  pleas¬ 
ures.  We  extend  our  sympathy  to  the  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio,  who  almost  during  the 
actual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  lose  a  beloved 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  their  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion 
Joseph  T.  Croxall,  is  a  genuine  message  of  good 
cheer,  encouragement  and  sound  advice  to  the  Com¬ 
panions  of  Ohio,  a  little  of  which  I  will  pass  on  to 
the  Companions  of  Pennsylvania.  It  ought  to  do 
them  good.  He  refers  with  particular  pride  to  the 
net  gain  in  membership  during  the  year  of  8,909, 
saying  : 

“Let  us  all  hope  that  they  will  prove  worthy  of  the  confidence  we 
have  reposed  in  them,  and  that  their  influence  through  Capitular  teachings 
will  have  its  benign  influence  upon  all  with  whom  they  come  in  contact.  .  .  . 

‘ 1  The  evil-minded  and  the  enemies  of  our  free  institutions  have  not  been 
idle,  but  have  taken  every  opportunity  to  inoculate  the  confused  minds  with 
their  false  doctrines  and  teachings. 

“Attempts  to  produce  overnight  an  ideal  economic  world  reminds  us 
that  the  world  climbs  upward,  not  by  explosive  outburst  of  passion,  but  by 
a  process  of  well-ordered  evolution,  based  upon  past  experience  and  driven 
forward  by  the  urging  of  lofty  ideals  and  principles.  It  is  time  men  go 
back  to  fundamental  principles  and  realization  that  we  are  all  inter-depend¬ 
ent  upon  one  another;  and  that  he  who  speaks  wrongfully  or  violently  is 
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undermining  the  very  foundation  upon  which  he  has  built  his  home,  his  live¬ 
lihood  and  the  security  of  both.  .  .  .  Our  Fraternity  teaches  the  dignity 

of  labor;  yes,  the  gospel  of  labor,  for  it  is  as  true  as  Holy  Writ  that  labor 
is  the  guarantee  of  right  living  and  happiness.  It  is  not  enough  to  have 
faith  that  we  shall  come  out  of  our  valley  of  discontent;  we  must  have  the 
faith  that  inspires  work  and  the  zeal  of  precept  that  enthuses  example.  In¬ 
stitutions  do  not  thrive  by  accident,  they  live  through  the  possession  and 
operation  of  everlasting  principles.  ’  ’ 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  that  the  division 
of  the  State  into  Inspection  Districts,  with  an  Inspec¬ 
tor  over  each  District,  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

Among  the  decisions  we  note  that  a  Master 
Mason  of  seventeen  years’  standing  who  had  lost  his 
arm  seven  inches  below  the  shoulder  sixteen  years 
ago  “is  not  physically  qualified  to  receive  the  de¬ 
grees.”  The  other  decisions  are  purely  on  local  mat¬ 
ters.  Six  dispensations  to  form  new  Chapters  were 
granted  and  two  refused,  and  two  prospective  ap¬ 
plications  for  dispensations  for  new  Chapters  advised 
not  to  apply.  The  Grand  Chapter  granted  warrants 
for  five  of  the  new  Chapters  under  dispensation,  and 
continued  the  other  one  for  another  year. 

Dispensations  were  refused  to  Chapters  to  journey 
to  other  towns  and  confer  degrees,  as  “the  dignity  of 
Capitular  Masonry  could  not  be  maintained  by  the 
officers  traveling  about  to  confer  degrees  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  the  petitioners.”  All  of  which  is  quite 
correct,  and  we  would  refer  New  York  to  the  above. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  proposed, 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  disapproving  of 
them,  but  on  a  vote  the  Committee’s  recommendations 
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were  not  adopted,  and  the  amendments,  being  put, 
were  agreed  to.  The  most  important  of  which  was : 

‘  ‘  Petitions  for  the  degrees  and  membership  must  be  presented  and  acted 
upon  at  a  stated  Convocation  of  the  Chapter  opened  in  the  Royal  Arch  De¬ 
gree.  If  the  action  of  a  Chapter  at  such  stated  Convocation  on  a  petition, 
either  for  degrees  or  membership  results  in  a  clear  ballot,  such  ballot  en¬ 
titles  the  petitioner  either  to  all  the  degrees  without  further  ballot  or  to 
membership  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  Most  Excellent  and 
Royal  Arch  be  conferred  on  an  applicant  on  the  same  day,  and  every  can¬ 
didate  shall,  before  receiving  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  adopt  and  file  with 
the  Secretary  of  his  Chapter  a  copy  of  his  Mark.  ’  ’ 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio  on  its 
overruling  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  (the  twenty-second) 
leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  It  is  probably  the  most 
complete  we  have  read,  and  is  all  so  plain  that  there 
is  no  difficulty  in  finding  just  what  you  wish  to  refer 
to. 

Number  of  Chapters,  191;  under  dispensation,  6; 
number  of  members  Exalted  during  the  year,  9,574; 
membership,  July  1,  1920,  60,757.  Net  gain  for  the 
year,  8,909,  being  a  net  gain  over  1919  of  4,754.  The 
Grand  Secretary  has  prepared  an  excellent  compara¬ 
tive  table,  showing  the  growth  for  the  past  four  years 
and  many  other  facts  quite  interesting  to  the  Com¬ 
panions  of  Ohio. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  receipts  for 
the  year  of  $45,975.95;  balance  on  hand  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  year,  $37,674.63 ;  total,  $83,650.58.  Ex¬ 
penditures,  $33,332.18,  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
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treasury  of  $50,318.40,  a  net  gain  over  last  year  of 
$12,643.77. 

Among  the  items  of  expenditure  we  note  Ohio 
Masonic  Home,  per  capita  tax,  $11,342.75;  Ohio 
Masonic  Home,  Liberty  Bonds,  $7,500,  Ohio  Masonic 
Home,  Cemetery  fund,  $500,  totaling  $19,342.75  to 
that  wonderful  charity.  “The  liberal  soul  shall  be 
made  fat.” 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Orion  P. 
Sperra.  This  statement  in  itself  is  enough  for  those 
of  us  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  reading  his 
former  reports.  He  reviews  fifty  Jurisdictions, 
some  of  them  double  headers,  and  yet  manages  to 
compress  the  report  into  103  pages. 

Pennsylvania  is  accorded  a  very  fraternal  review.

OKLAHOMA,  1921. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Oklahoma  was  held  at  Bartles¬ 
ville,  May  19-20,  1921.  Pennsylvania  was  repre¬ 
sented. 
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The  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion  Harold 
B.  Downing,,  was  a  very  busy  man,  according  to  his 
own  statement  as  set  forth  in  his  annual  address.  He 
visited  eight  Chapters,  attended  three  District  meet¬ 
ings,  four  general  meetings,  toured  with  a  degree 
team  for  a  week  in  an  automobile,  holding  five  meet¬ 
ings,  arrested  the  charters  of  three  Chapters  and  the 
gavels  of  two  High  Priests,  one  of  which  was  re¬ 
stored,  after  apologies,  issued  dispensations  to  open 
three  new  Chapters,  made  three  decisions,  and  did 
a  lot  of  other  things  too  numerous  to  mention. 

He  divided  the  State  into  nine  Inspection  Dis¬ 
tricts  in  such  a  manner  that  the  home  of  a  Grand 
Officer  was  in  each  District:  these  were  subdivided 
into  three  sub-districts  each,  making  twenty-seven 
sub-districts,  over  each  of  which  was  appointed  a 
District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest. 

In  summing  up  he  makes  a  number  of  recommen¬ 
dations,  most  of  which  are  already  the  law  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  He  says  that  the  revenues  are  not  suffi¬ 
cient  to  meet  the  needs  of  Grand  Chapter  and  build 
up  a  permanent  fund,  and  urgently  recommends  that 
they  be  increased. 

The  balance  sheet  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shows 
$12,388.18  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  after  payment 
of  all  expenses.  There  is  also  $3,269.61  in  the  war 
relief  fund,  and  $1,000  in  war  saving  stamps. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  2,145  Exalted 
during  the  year,  with  a  membership,  December  31, 
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1920,  of  9,961,  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  1,815.  This 
is  a  gain  of  over  twenty-five  per  cent.,  and  shows  that 
the  work  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  has  borne  fruit. 
Charters  were  granted  to  five  new  Chapters. 

The  Jurisdiction  Committee  recommended  Grand 
Chapter  dues  be  raised  from  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar, 
of  which  sum  twenty-five  cents  goes  to  the  permanent 
educational  fund.  This  recommendation  was  adop¬ 
ted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
that  the  State  be  divided  into  Districts,  under  the 
supervision  of  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests, 
was  adopted  in  the  face  of  a  negative  report  by  the 
Jurisprudence  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  Companion  William  Noble,  and  be¬ 
gins  with  an  apology  for  allowing  business  and  ab¬ 
sence  from  home  interfering  with  his  duties  as 
Foreign  Correspondent.  He  reviews  fifty-three 
Jurisdictions,  six  of  them  being  double  headers,  and 
then  says  that  he  could  have  reviewed  a  lot  more  if 
they  had  only  come  his  way.  He  is  very  much 
worked  up  about  the  making  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason 
at  sight  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  says  that  it  ought  to  be  stopped.  Well,  just  who 
is  going  to  stop  it? 

In  closing  he  says  that  “duty  calls  me  elsewhere 
and  to  other  fields  of  labor,  hence  we  are  relinquish- 
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in g  the  goose  quill  and  placing  it  in  the  hands  of 
another.  ”  This  does  not  seem  to  have  been  correct, 
for  a  footnote  with  the  initials  of  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  says,  “He  is  just  fooling.  He  did  think  for 
awhile  that  he  would  quit  the  job  and  help  Brother 
Harding  govern  the  country,  but  he  found  out  that 
he  was  a  better  Mason  than  politician,  and  he  is  still 
on  the  job.” 


Evidently  the  call  was  not  as  loud  as  he  thought 
it  was.  All  of  which  is  very  fortunate,  for  there  are 
plenty  of  politicians,  but  very  few  good  Foreign 
Correspondents.

OREGON,  1921. 

The  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Oregon  was  held 
in  Portland,  June  13,  1921.  Pennsylvania  repres¬ 
ented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  covers  but 
two  and  a  half  pages.  One  new  Chapter  was  con¬ 
stituted,  and  dispensations  issued  for  two  more.  The 
Grand  High  Priest,  however,  was  not  idle. 
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“Having  visited  every  Chapter,  more  than  ever  do  I  see  the  need  of 
Masonic  instruction  and  education  throughout  all  the  constituent  Chapters, 
to  the  end  that  the  ceremonies  through  which  the  candidate  has  passed  may 
become,  and  be  intelligent  to  him  and  the  Companions.  Neglect  of  the 
young  Mason  and  the  entire  absence  of  Masonic  educational  facilities  in¬ 
duces  waning  interest  among  members  and  small  attendance  in  Chapters. 

Recommendations. 

“Either  the  Grand  High  Priest  or  his  proxy  visit  each  Chapter  each 
year  to  instruct  in  both  the  ritual  and  keeping  of  the  records.  Some  Chap¬ 
ters  had  never  before  been  visited  by  a  Grand  High  Priest  or  his  representa¬ 
tive  and  were  sadly  in  need  of  instruction.  ’  ’ 

We  congratulate  Oregon  on  having  a  Grand  High 
Priest  who  realizes  the  great  benefit  of  personal 
visitation.  We  happen  to  know  that  Oregon  is  a 
real  big  State,  and  to  visit  every  Chapter  requires 
many  miles  of  travel,  but  it  is  worth  while. 

We  often  see  that  some  of  the  Chapters  “  failed  to 
make  any  return.  ”  We  are  beginning  to  be  of  the 
opinion  that  the  cause  of  the  sickness  in  many  Chap¬ 
ters  is  the  lack  of  real  interest  in  the  subordinate 
Chapters  by  Grand  Officers.  Instead  of  penalizing 
those  backward  Chapters  how  would  it  do  to  make  a 
regulation  that  no  Chapter  should  be  required  to 
make  an  annual  report  which  had  not  during  the 
year  been  visited  at  least  once  by  a  Grand  Officer  or 
a  representative  of  the  Grand  High  Priest.  Subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters  have  some  rights  to  instruction,  and 
from  a  good  many  reports  which  we  have  read  they 
have  not  gotten  very  much  from  Grand  Officers. 
This  in  no  way  applies  to  Oregon.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  progressive  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States.. 

No  decisions  are  reported. 
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Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  balance  of  $16,750  in 
the  Treasury. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Companion  George  T.  Coch¬ 
ran,  delivered  a  scholarly  address  on  the  “  Destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  Temple.” 

Prom  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
we  incidentally  learn  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Oregon  had  asked  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States  to  grant  it  a  charter  or  warrant,  a  re¬ 
quest  which  the  General  Grand  Chapter  side-stepped, 
whereat  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  is  peeved,  but 
decided  to  try  it  again.  For  the  life  of  us  we  cannot 
see  why  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  should  want 
a  charter  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  or  why 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  should  hesitate  to  give 
it  one.  Of  course,  the  General  Grand  Chapter  never 
had  any  charter  or  warrant  itself,  but  a  number  of 
Chapters  got  together  and  made  an  agreement,  and, 
lo,  there  was  a  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  Companion  Walter  O.  Haines.  He 
reviews  many  Jurisdictions  for  1919,  but  somehow 
he  missed  the  oldest  one.  Pennsylvania  is  omitted. 

Under  the  review  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
referring  to  the  Eitual  he  says: 

“One  thing  that  could  well  be  eliminated  is  the  Past  Master's  De¬ 
gree.  As  now  conferred  it  is  a  makeshift,  and  without  meaning.  Nor  is  it 
needed  under  our  present  regulation.  If  Capitular  Masonry  has  the  right 
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to  change  the  requirement  that  only  actual  Past  Masters  are  entitled  to  the1 
degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason,  then  it  has  an  equal  right  to  do  array  with  it 
altogether.  ’  ’ 

All  of  which  sounds  very  reasonable.  What  do  ye 
scribes  think  of  it? 

The  clearest  and  most  dispassionate  review  of  the 
trouble  between  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and 
Scotland  that  we  have  read  is  written  by  Companion 
Haines. 


He  trusts  that  the  new  Constitution  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  will  be  adopted,  but  he  did  not  trust 
aright.  It  was  laid  on  the  table.

QUEBEC,  1921. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Quebec  held  their  Forty-fourth  Annual 
Grand  Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the 
City  of  Montreal,  March  23,  1921.  Pennsylvania 
was  ably  represented  by  R.  E.  William  M.  Coupee, 
Grand  Z. 

The  Grand  First  Principal,  in  his  annual  address, 
notes  the  loss  by  death  during  the  year  of  three  Past 
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Grand  First  Principals  and  one  Past  Grand  Second 
Principal. 

Grand  First  Principal  Z.,  M.  E.  Companion  Wal¬ 
ter  J.  Francis  says : 

1  ‘  One  year  ago  you  conferred  on  me  the  honor  of  the  First  Principal 
Office  of  this  Grand  Body.  Having  been  unavoidably  absent  on  that  oc¬ 
casion,  I  was  unable  to  thank  you  personally  for  the  honor,  and  I  take  this, 
the  first  opportunity  since,  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  it.  At  the 
same  time  I  cannot  help  regretting  that  illness  prevented  me  from  perform¬ 
ing  my  duties  for  over  eight  months.  ’  ’ 

We  deeply  sympathize  with  Companion  Francis, 
but  we  must  say  that  if  he  crowded  all  he  did  in  four 
months  he  was  a  wonder.  His  whole  address  breathes 
thorough  Masonic  principles,  and  is,  or  ought  to  be, 
a  wonderful  incentive  to  the  Companions  of  that 
Jurisdiction.  Under  Conditions  of  the  Craft  he 
says : 

‘ 1 1  have  made  an  analysis  of  the  relative  membership  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  during  the  past  eleven  years,  and,  while  it  appears 
that  the  membership  of  Grand  Chapter  has  been  practically  twenty  per 
cent,  of  that  of  Grand  Lodge  year  by  year,  the  relative  gain  in  each  year 
has  not  been  constant.  Considering  the  increases  only,  year  by  year,  and 
not  te  gross  membership,  in  some  years  the  increase  was  forty  per  cent, 
of  the  increase  of  Grand  Lodge,  but  in  other  years  it  was  as  low  as  twelve 
per  cent.  These  figures  lead  us  to  wonder  why  so  few  as  one-fifth  of  the 
members  of  the  Symbolic  Lodges  proceed  to  the  completion  of  the  Master 
Mason  degree,  or,  again,  why  in  some  years  the  Chapters  have  taken  in 
forty  per  cent,  of  the  increase  of  Grand  Lodge,  while  in  other  years  they 
have  taken  in  less  than  twelve  per  cent.  The  answer  seems  to  me  quite 
plain,  namely,  that  there  is  a  misunderstanding  and  lack  of  information 
on  the  part  of  the  Master  Masons.  I  can  see  no  objection  whatever  to  the 
properly  advising  the  Master  Masons  of  the  relation  of  the  Chapter  to  the 
Lodge.  Indeed  I  believe  that  this  should  be  systematically  done.  There 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  good  reason  why  the  membership  of  the  Chapters 
should  not  be  at  least  one-half  of  that  of  the  Lodges.  ” 
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All  of  which  we  most  heartily  endorse,  and  hope  to 
see  the  day  when  the  Master  Mason  who  is  not  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason  will  be  the  exception,  and  not  the 
rule. 

It  is  most  refreshing  in  these  days  of  big  classes 
and  big  membership  and  everything  else  big  to  hear 
the  Grand  First  Principal  say  this  of  the  Chapter 
membership : 

1  ‘  Friendship  inspires  mutual  confidence,  and  makes  service  easier  to 
render.  It  can  only  be  obtained  in  its  fullest  sense  in  our  subordinate 
bodies  when  the  membership  is  comparatively  small  in  numbers.  My  ideal 
of  any  Masonic  body  is  one  in  which  every  member,  and  in  which  each  can¬ 
didate  for  admission  may  soon  become  really  and  truly  a  member  of  that 
Masonic  family.  It  is  only  under  such  conditions  that  the  Chapters  can 
render  a  maximum  of  service.  ’  ’ 

We  would  like  to  quote  quite  a  number  more 
things  from  the  same  source,  but  we  must  hasten  on 
as  our  time  until  going  to  press  is  limited. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  two  new  Chapters 
and  a  number  of  routine  dispensations  issued  to  meet 
emergencies  not  provided  for  by  the  Constitution. 
They  were  mostly  to  install  officers. 

Two  District  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  ; 
we  suppose  for  rehearsal  of  the  work.  Both  meet¬ 
ings  are  reported  as  successful. 

Interchange  of  visits  between  Chapters  are  also 
noted  and  commended.  We  approve  of  these  inter¬ 
change  of  courtesies  between  Chapters.  It  tends  to 
weld  the  bodies  into  a  more  homogeneous  whole. 
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Personally,  I  do  not  think  we  visit  one  another  fre¬ 
quently  enough. 

The  Committee  on  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Z. 
approved  all  that  he  did,  and  have  this  to  say  about 
the  Past  Master’s  degree. 

“It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Past  Master’s  Degree  is  a  survival 
from  former  conditions  which  no  longer  exist,  that  to  a  large  extent  it  is  an 
anachronism,  and  that  therefore  its  retention  in  our  system  must  be  justified 
by  its  continued  usefulness.  In  view  of  the  pronounced  feeling  among  ser¬ 
ious-minded  members  of  the  Order  that  our  series  of  degrees  would  be 
strengthened  if  the  Past  Master’s  Degree  were  eliminated,  it  behooves  us 
to  take  pains  to  insure  that  insofar  as  possible  it  be  made  a  stepping  stone 
and  not  an  obstacle  to  the  Degree  of  Holy  Royal  Arch.” 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  receipts  $2,816.50, 
which  with  a  balance  of  $2,463.94  brought  forward, 
and  interest  collected  $49.39,  makes  a  total  of 
$5,329.50.  Expenses,  $1,782.20.  Balance  in  Royal 
Bank  of  Canada,  $3,547.63. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.  reports  Exaltations  332,  with 
a  net  gain  of  283;  present  membership,  December 
31,  1920,  2,459. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  is  by  M.  E.  Companion  E.  D.  T.  Chambers 
(we  think  it  is  his  thirty-fourth) .  It  is  the  finished 
work  of  a  master  hand.  Of  course  he  reviews  all 
the  Jurisdictions  whose  proceedings  had  reached 
him.  Speaking  of  weak  Chapters  he  says: 

“Whether  it  may  be  that  a  Chapter  is  sickly  because  it  has  had  the! 
bad  luck  to  be  located  in  a  decaying  community,  or  whether  the  decay  or 
dry  rot  be  in  the  Chapter  itself,  it  should  be  promptly  removed.  A  prac¬ 
tically  dead  Chapter  should  be  given  a  prompt  and  decent  funeral.”

He  does  not  favor  the  topical  review,  but  thinks 
it  all  right  for  the  reviewer,  if  he  finds  ideas  that  do 
not  fit  in  under  any  Jurisdiction,  and  which  he  can¬ 
not  repress,  to  set  them  free  in  his  introduction  or 
valedictory.  We  always  enjoy  these,  coming  as  they 
do  from  the  heart  of  the  reviewer  after  he  has  read 
thousands  of  pages  of  proceedings,  many  of  which 
have  a  striking  similarity  to  each  other.  We  do  not 
think,  however,  that  the  reviewer  should  be  the  whole 
show  himself.  He  ought  to  let  the  other  reviewers, 
Grand  High  Priests,  Grand  Lecturers,  etc.,  have  a 
chance. 

But  we  must  not  visit  longer  with  Quebec,  dearly 
as  we  love  her.  Pennsylvania  is  accorded  a  very 
fraternal  review  and  a  liberal  quotation  made  from 
our  report.

RHODE  ISLAND,  1920. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-second  Annual 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Rhode  Island  was  held  in  the  City  of  Providence, 
March  9,  1920.  All  Grand  Officers  present.  Nine 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  representatives  of 
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eleven  Chapters.  Pennsylvania  was  also  present  by 
her  Grand  Bepresentative,  M.  E.  Companion  Albert 
L.  Anthony. 

Distinguished  visitors  included  M.  E.  Companion 
William  N.  Ponton,  Grand  Z.  of  Canada;  M.  E. 
Bichard  C.  Woodward,  Grand  High  Priest  of  New 
Jersey;  M.  E.  Ernest  F.  Sweeney,  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Connecticut. 

The  Grand  High  Priest’s  address  is  a  very  con¬ 
cise  and  yet  complete  statement  of  the  work  for  the 
year.  He  says  that  impaired  health  took  from  him 
a  whole  month,  yet  he  found  time  and  strength  to 
visit  all  but  one  of  the  Chapters.  (The  failure  to 
visit  it  was  caused  by  the  cancellation  of  a  special 
meeting  called  for  work.)  Some  of  them  he  visited 
a  number  of  times.  He  visited  the  Grand  Chapters 
of  New  York  and  Connecticut,  attended  the  George 
Washington  National  Memorial  Association  meet¬ 
ing,  issued  a  dispensation  for  one  new  Chapter,  and 
constituted  one  Chapter.  He  makes  a  number  of 
recommendations,  one  of  them  being  the  adoption  of 
an  identification  card  to  assist  in  tiling  large  Chap¬ 
ters.  He  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Grand  Chapter  does  not  have  copies  of  the  by-laws 
of  all  the  subordinate  Chapters,  which  causes  much 
inconvenience  when  amendments  to  the  by-laws  are 
sent  in  for  approval. 

A  standing  order  was  made  adopting  identifica¬ 
tion  cards,  to  go  into  effect  September  1,  1920. 
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A  standing  order  was  adopted  allowing  Chapters 
to  be  the  judge  of  physical  qualification  “when  the 
action  of  the  Chapter  is  approved  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest.’ ’  They  come  mighty  near  leaving  it  to  the1 
Chapter,  didn’t  they? 

* 

“Ordered  that  the  American  Flag  be  displayed  in 
the  East  at  all  Convocations  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
and  its  subordinate  Chapters.” 

A  New  Constitution  was  adopted  and  the  Grand 
High  Priest  directed  to  secure  an  amendment  to  the 
civil  charter  incorporating  Grand  Chapter,  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  a  change  in  the  name  to  conform  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution  adopted,  also  to  the  holding  of  property  to 
the  value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  703  Exalta¬ 
tions;  losses,  145;  net  gain  for  the  year,  724;  total 
membership,  6,005. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  made 
the  following  report: 

‘ 1  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  prepared  a  report  in 
the  form  of  a  digest  of  such  proceedings  for  1919  as  have  been  received, 
and  recommends  that*  a  digest  of  such  proceedings  as  may  be  received  prior 
to  publication  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  1920  be  added 
to  the  report,  and  that  the  report  be  printed  with  the  proceedings.

SCOTLAND. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Quarterly  Convocations  of 
Friday,  December  17,  1920,  March  4,  1921,  the  An¬ 
nual  Convocation,  Saturday,  March  20, 1920,  and  the 
Annual  Convocation  of  Monday,  March  21,  1921, 
Quarterly  Convocation  of  May  4,  and  of  Friday,  June 
17,  1921,  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Scotland  have  been  received.  They  come  in 
small  pamphlets  containing  the  proceedings  of  each 
meeting  separately. 

No  decisions  are  reported. 

No  report  of  a  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

High  tide  seems  to  be  reached  at  the  banquet  table 
at  the  March  Convocation  when  the  First  Grand  Z. 
is  installed.  Many  toasts  are  proposed,  seconded  and 
responded  to.  This  year  the  banquet  was  resumed, 
after  having  been  discontinued  during  the  period 
of  the  war. 

In  the  reply  of  the  First  Grand  Z.,  the  Earl  of 
Cassillis,  to  the  toast  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scot¬ 
land,  we  find  many  facts  set  out  which  do  not  appear 
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elsewhere  in  the  proceedings.  In  fact  his  response 
very  much  resembles  the  Annual  Address  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  in  this  country,  except  that  it  is 
made  at  the  banquet  table,  instead  of  within  the  tiled 
Chapter  Hall,  as  with  us.  We  learn  from  it  the 
following  : 

“The  total  funds  are  now  £27,044,  12s.  Id.  For  the  year  1920-21  we 
had  11,103  Exaltations,  as  opposed  to  9,754  Exaltations  last  year.  Then 
the  Lodge  and  Council  diplomas  last  year  were  5,427  and  this  year  they  were 
6,454.  Our  Cryptic  degrees  last  year  were  1,883  and  this  year  they  are 
2,660.  Last  year  we  gave  seventeen  charters,  this  year  we  have  given 
twenty-nine,  and  I  believe  that  is  by  no  means  going  to  exhaust  our  list. 
There  are  several  more  charters  in  prospect. 

“Our  relations  with  the  United  States  of  America  have  not  been  in  all 
respects  satisfactory,  but  the  majority  of  the  Grand  Chapters  still  maintain 
friendly  relations,  and  wTe  are  even  in  informal  correspondence  with  the 
General  Grand  Chapter.  .  .  . 

“Most  of  the  Chapters  in  the  United  States  are  still  on  terms  of 
friendship  with  us,  and  the  only  point  of  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  our 
Chapter  in  the  Philippine  Islands  which  we  can  hardly  afford  to  desert, 
but  which  -will  undoubtedly  in  due  time,  be  absorbed  in  a  Grand  Chapter 
within  these  Islands.  I  think  if  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  had  only 
known  the  full  facts  at  the  beginning  of  1913  it  would  not  have  granted 
that  charter  there;  but  the  facts  were  a  bit  confusing,  because,  although 
no  American  Blue  Masonry  body  claimed  supremacy  over  the  Philippines 
at  the  same  time,  this  General  Grand  Chapter  did,  and  apparently  we  were 
wrong  in  not  recognizing  its  claims  at  the  time.  ’ 7 


The  foregoing  is  almost  a  complete  repetition  of 
what  the  Grand  Z.  said  in  1920  when  referring  to 
the  same  matter.  A  calm  survey  of  the  situation  by 
those  who  have  no  interest  in  the  outcome  of  the  con¬ 
troversy  does  not  tend  to  show  that  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Scotland  is  entirely  in  the  wrong.  Assuming 
control  over  territory  by  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  where  it  is  not  supported  by  complete  control  of 
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the  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  does  not  seem  to  be  war¬ 
ranted. 

At  the  Annual  Convocation  in  March,  1920,  which 
seems  to  have  been  their  Centenary,  the  First  Grand 
Principal  was  invested  with  the  Centenary  collar. 
This  beautiful  collar,  especially  designed  for  the  Cen¬ 
tenary,  is  a  chain  collar  of  eighteen  carat  gold,  and 
cost  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds.  This  grand  ban¬ 
quet  was  partly  Centenary  and  partly  peace.  It 
should  have  been  observed  in  1917,  if  the  Huns  had 
not  interferred  with  the  program.

SOUTH  CAROLINA,  1921. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina  held  its  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Convocation  at 
Georgetown,  Tuesday,  April  13,  1921,  at  twelve 
o’clock  M.  Pennsylvania  represented. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form ,  and 
after  being  welcomed  by  Georgetown  and  welcoming 
the  Grand  High  Priest  of  North  Carolina,  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  Samuel  T.  Lanahan,  delivered  his  ad¬ 
dress. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  referring  to  the  unex¬ 
ampled  prosperity  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  sounds  a 
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note  of  warning  lest  our  prosperity  be  our  downfall, 
and  counsels  the  Companions  to  rise  to  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  now  thrust  upon  all  patriotic  Americans. 

All  the  decisions  were  under  their  particular  law, 
and  not  of  general  interest. 

Three  dispensations  for  new  Chapters  were 
granted.  Grand  Chapter  granted  charters  to  two 
of  the  new  Chapters,  and  continued  the  dispensation 
of  the  third  for  another  year.  A  number  of  other 
dispensations  were  granted,  three  to  ballot  on  peti¬ 
tions  out  of  time  and  two  to  confer  three  degrees  at 
one  meeting.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
disapproves  of  the  last  dispensation,  saying  that  it 
is  in  direct  contravention  of  the  provision  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  which  forbids  the  conferring  of  more  than 
two  degrees  upon  a  candidate  at  the  same  Convoca¬ 
tion.  But  then,  what  is  the  Constitution  when  we 
wish  to  accommodate  a  friend  or  get  through  “real 
quick 

A  by-law  on  physical  qualifications  was  passed 
which  reads,  “Every  candidate  for  initiation  must 
be  of  sound  mind  and  capable  of  learning  the  art  and 
complying  reasonably  with  the  requirements  as  to 
initiation  ceremonies.  ’  ’ 

For  purposes  of  visitation  the  State  is  divided 
up  into  Districts  and  certain  Grand  Officers  assigned 
to  visit  the  Chapters.  Whether  this  was  done  or  not 
does  not  appear  by  the  proceedings.  The  Grand 
High  Priest  does  not  report  any  visits  made  by  him. 
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The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  1,082  Exalta¬ 
tions  ;  loss,  184 ;  net  gain  during  the  year,  975 ;  present 
membership,  4,799. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  for  the  year  shows 
receipts,  $11,624.50;  expenditures,  $7,750.65,  with  a 
cash  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  $9,227.93,  a 
net  gain  for  the  year  of  $4,624.50. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  J.  L.  Michie.  He  says  it  is  his  tenth.  Of 
course  part  of  it  is  in  Latin,  and  some  of  it  in  Scotch 
(no  we  didn’t  say  Scottisch),  but  it  is  entertaining, 
at  least  that  part  of  it  which  we  can  understand.  We 
gathered  from  a  careful  reading  of  the  report  that 
the  writer  was  not  in  favor  of  the  new  Constitution 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  or  the  ritual  which  the 
same  body  had  promulgated.  (Since  writing  the; 
above  those  matters  have  been  settled  to  the  full  sat¬ 
isfaction  of  Companion  Michie.) 

In  many  of  his  reports  he  touches  up  the  Grand 
High  Priests  on  their  failure  to  visit  the  subordinate 
Chapters.  We  most  heartily  agree  with  him  in  this. 
A  Grand  High  Priest  who  is  too  lazy  or  indifferent 
to  visit  the  Chapters  is  not  only  not  doing  his  duty, 
but  he  is  a  positive  detriment  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
A  drone  in  authority  can  kill  almost  any  organiza¬ 
tion. 

He  makes  faces  at  us  under  the  guise  of  criticism. 
Says  that  Companion  David  J.  Davis  was  installed 
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Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  Jurisdictions  Thereunto 
Belonging.  The  word  is  Jurisdiction  and  not  Juris¬ 
dictions.  This  word  has  caused  much  merriment 
heretofore,  and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  do  so  by 
careless  reviewers.

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State 
of  South  Dakota  met  at  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the 
City  of  Watertown,  S.  D.,  Thursday,  June  18,  1921, 
at  nine  o’clock  a.  m.,  and  was  opened  by  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Arthur  B.  McKeel,  Grand  High  Priest,  in 
Ample  Form . 

All  but  two  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present. 
Twenty-eight  Chapters  were  represented  and  four¬ 
teen  not  represented.  As  at  the  previous  Annual 
Convocation,  there  was  apparently  no  Representative 
of  Pennsylvania  present. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  the  address  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest. 
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“ Companions: — The  hand  of  time  has  again  passed  around  the  dial 
since  last  we  met  and  another  year  has  passed  into  history.  To  you  who  are 
assembled  in  this  Thirty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
South  Dakota  I  extend  fraternal  greetings.  We  are  here  assembled  to  re¬ 
view  the  work  of  the  past  year  and  to  frame  plans  for  the  future.  Some 
matters  will  be  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  our  consideration. 

‘ 1  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  before  us  let  us  examine  the  record 
to  find  who  of  our  Companions  have  been  summoned  by  the  Supreme  Grand 
High  Priest  to  take  their  places  in  the  Grand  Chapter  above.  The  ranks 
of  our  own  Grand  Chapter  have  not  been  broken,  but  from  the  subordinate 
Chapters  sixty-two  Companions  have  passed  out  through  the  vails  into  the 
presence  of  the  Great  I  Am.  In  our  sister  Grand  Chapters  many  links  in 
the  chain  of  earthly  companionship  have  been  broken. 

“List  of  the  deceased  of  our  own  Jurisdiction  and  of  the  distinguished 
Companions  will  be  printed  in  the  proceedings.  While  we  mourn  our  loss, 
we  have  left  the  consolation  of  looking  forward  to  a  happy  reunion  in  the 
Grand  Chapter  above,  and  we  leave  to  the  Committee  on  Obituary  the 
mournful  task  of  commemorating  their  virtues. 

Under  “ Dispensations’ ?  the  Grand  High  Priest 
mentions  the  following  refusal : 

“On  May  14,  I  refused  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  Salem  Chapter,  No. 
34,  to  ballot  on  a  petition  out  of  time,  the  petitioner  desiring  to  receive  the 
degrees  so  that  he  could  petition  for  the  Commandery  and  receive  the  Orders 
before  the  Shrine  meeting,  May  19.“ 

We  think  his  point  is  well  taken. 

The  following  is  another  decision  he  made,  which 
we  think  is  worthy  of  mention : 

“Pierre  Chapter,  No.  22,  submitted  the  following: 

“  ‘A  brother  petitioned  for  the  degrees  in  this  Chapter  and  was  elected 
on  April  22,  1920,  but  removed  to  Aberdeen,  S.  D.  before  receiving  the 
degrees.  He  now  requests  that  this  Chapter  cancel  his  application  and  re¬ 
turn  the  fee  which  accompanied  the  same,  as  he  desires  to  petition  the  Chap¬ 
ter  at  Aberdeen  for  the  degrees.  The  question  is — can  the  petition  be  with¬ 
drawn  at  this  time  and  an  application  entertained  by  the  Aberdeen  Chap¬ 
ter,  or  does  Pierre  Chapter  hold  jurisdiction  over  the  appplicant  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  having  been  elected  to  receive  the  degrees  in  our  Chapter?  The 
Brother  has  been  advised  that  Pierre  Chapter  would  be  glad  to  make  a 
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request  of  Aberdeen  Chapter  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  him  for  this  Chap¬ 
ter,  but  it  is  his  wish  to  submit  his  application  to  the  Chapter  at  Aber¬ 
deen  for  their  action  on  the  same.’ 

‘ 1  To  this  I  replied :  1  The  brother  is  still  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
Pierre  Chapter  and  will  so  remain  so  long  as  he  resides  within  the  border  of 
this  State,  or  until  he  receives  the  degrees  and  demits.’  ” 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  a  very  active  term  of 
office,  as  his  report  on  Visitations  shows,  which  I 
quote  verbatim: 

‘‘It  was  my  intention,  one  year  ago,  to  visit  all  the  Chapters  in  the 
Jurisdiction  before  the  assembling  of  this  Convocation,  but  on  account  of  ill 
health  I  have  only  been  able  to  visit  thirteen  of  them.  With  only  one  ex¬ 
ception  I  found  them  all  in  a  prosperous  condition — the  officers  and  members 
enthusiastic  and  anxious  for  instruction.  It  gave  me  great  pleasure  to 
have  our  esteemed  Grand  Lecturer,  M.  E.  Companion  Benj.  F.  Ives,  with 
me  on  four  of  these  visits.” 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
unanimously  approved  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  following :

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  a  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  5,603,  with  a  net  gain  of  749. 

An  engraving  of  the  elected  Grand  High  Priest  is 
shown  on  the  first  page  of  the  proceedings. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  re¬ 
views  the  proceedings  of  forty-five  Grand  Chapters. 
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Pennsylvania  is  very  briefly  reviewed,  making  favor¬ 
able  comments  on  our  system  of  District  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priests.

TENNESSEE. 

The  Ninety-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  was  held  in  Freemason’s  Hall,  Nashville,  be¬ 
ginning  on  Monday,  January  24,  A.  D.  1921,  A.  I. 
2451,  at  nine  o’clock  a.  m.  All  the  Grand  Officers, 
thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty  Past  High 
Priests  of  subordinate  Chapters  and  thirty  Grand 
Representatives  present.  Seventy-six  Chapters  rep¬ 
resented,  seven  Chapters  not  represented.  Grand 
Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  after  prayer  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  read  his  address, 
which  was  an  able  report  of  his  actions  as  Grand 
High  Priest.  His  opening  paragraphs  relating  to 
their  meeting  together  I  think  is  deserving  a  place  in 
our  proceedings.  He  says : 

‘  ‘  In  welcoming  you  to  the  ninety-second  Grand  Convocation  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  I  will  not  trespass  upon  your  time  by  making  a  general 
survey  of  the  world  at  large,  nor  will  I  distract  your  mind  from  the  mat- 
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ters  which  should  claim  the  attention  of  members  of  this  Grand  Body,  and 
for  the  consideration  of  which  you  have  been  sent  here  from  your  respec¬ 
tive  subordinate  Chapters.  If  my  report  shall  merely  enumerate  my  own 
official  acts  and  shall  bring  before  you  for  intelligent  consideration  the  rec¬ 
ord  of  the  past  year  in  Capitular  Masonry,  the  condition  and  needs  which 
now  exist — it  will  of  necessity  be  long  and  make  demands  upon  your 
patience,  for  the  record  of  the  past  year  in  Capitular  achievement  is  the 
greatest  in  the  annals  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  However,  I  cannot  refrain 
from  giving  expression  to  that  sincere  pleasure  which  always  warms,  the 
hearts  of  those  who  have  been  accustomed  to  meet  each  other  for  year  after 
year  in  the  annual  convocation  of  this  Grand  Body.  Many  familiar  faces 
we  see  and  greet;  a  few  are  absent,  but  these  we  hope  to  see  and  greet 
again  after  a  while.  To  the  new  Representatives  I  extend  the  warmest  pos¬ 
sible  greeting,  reminding  you  that  upon  your  shoulders  must  fall  the  mantle 
which  we  wear  who  are  older  in  the  service,  and  into  your  hands  must 
soon  be  committed  the  trust  and  responsibilities  which  others  now  carry. 
This  alone  should  at  once  enlist  your  earnest  attention  in  the  great  work 
before  you  and  cause  you  to  realize  the  sincerity  of  the  welcome  which  I 
heartily  extend  you.  May  you  be  faithful,  earnest,  serious-minded,  in  at¬ 
tending  to  the  duties  which  now  await  your  attention;  and  may  the  record 
of  your  service  be  a  better  and  more  illustrious  one  than  ours.  With  this 
simple  but  sincere  appreciation  of  your  presence,  and  assurance  of  my  ex¬ 
treme  pleasure  in  meeting  those  whom  I  have  known  and  loved  for  years, 
and  in  greeting  those  who  are  here  for  their  first  service,  I  will  now  pro¬ 
ceed  to  call  your  attention  to  the  official  record  of  your  Grand  High  Priest.  ’  ’ 

A  number  of  dispensations  were  granted  for 
various  purposes,  viz..  Elect  and  install  officers  to 
fill  vacancies  caused  by  death,  and  to  change  places 
of  meetings. 

Four  dispensations  were  issued  for  charters  for 
new  Chapters. 

Six  Chapters  that  were  placed  on  probation  by 
the  last  Grand  Chapter,  he  reports  all  have  shown 
commendable  activity  and  report  many  exaltations 
and  a  large  increase  of  membership. 
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Many  visitations  were  made,  and  states  that  in 
every  case  his  reception  was  all  that  could  have  been 
asked  for  or  desired  in  generosity  and  unreserved 
Masonic  friendship.  He  gave  assistance  in  the  con¬ 
ferring  of  degrees  in  various  Chapters. 

In  his  various  rulings  and  decisions,  with  one  ex¬ 
ception,  he  was  supported  by  the  Committee  on  J uris- 
prudence.  I  quote  the  ruling  which  the  committee 
did  not  approve : 

“On  December  4  I  had  a  peculiar  case  from  Stewart,  No.  190.  Brother 
John  Henry  Robbins  petitioned  for  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.  He  claims  to 
have  received  the  Mark  Master,  Past  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master 
Degrees  at  Waverly,  Tennessee,  in  1867.  Through  no  fault  of  his  the 
Brother  failed  to  receive  the  Royal  Arch.  Upon  consulting  the  returns  of 
the  old  Waverly  Chapter  for  that  year,  it  was  found  that  the  names  of 
only  those  exalted  were  recorded,  not  of  those  having  received  the  first 
three  degrees.  The  Chapter  ceased  to  exist  several  years  ago. 

1 1  Decided :  In  the  absence  of  any  record  establishing  the  claim  that  the 
Brother  had  received  the  first  three  degrees;  and  in  further  consideration 
of  the  fact  that  from  the  long  lapse  of  time  he  must  be  almost  totally  igno¬ 
rant  of  them;  the  Brother  must  take  the  first  three  degrees  again,  not  to 
be  charged  with  any  fee  except  for  the  Royal  Arch.  ” 

The  report  of  the  Committee  states,  “We  think  in 
the  absence  of  satisfactory  proof  that  the  Brother 
had  regularly  received  the  first  three  degrees  of  the 
Chapter,  he  should  be  required  to  make  new  applica¬ 
tion  and  to  retake  these  degrees  and  pay  all  necessary 
fees  therefor.” 

He  paid  a  tribute  of  love  and  remembrance  to  the 
fraternal  dead,  viz. :  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Isaac 
J  ones  Thurman  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest  A.  N. 
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Sloan,  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Andrew  P. 
Trogden.  We  quote  the  closing  paragraph: 

“We  close  this  Chapter  with  no  sadness  in  our  hearts;  our  Companions 
had  finished  their  work,  they  were  entitled  to  rest.  Peace  to  their  ashes. 
The  inspiration  of  their  lives  will  urge  us  on  to  higher  accomplishment, 
and  the  memory  of  their  companionship  will  gladden  and  please — not  sad¬ 
den  us.  We  face  our  tasks  not  sad  but  strong,  not  with  tears,  but  with 
hope,  as  we  linger  over  their  lives.  We  are  better,  stronger,  happier  that 
they  have  lived.  ” 

Fraternal  tributes  of  memory  are  made  to  Com¬ 
panions  of  sister  Jurisdictions.  I  quote  the  closing 
paragraph  of  his  pleasing  address. 

“In  conclusion,  with  sincere  regrets  for  having  trespassed  so  much  on 
your  time  and  patience,  and  having  burdened  you  with  so  long  a  report,  I 
invoke  the  blessings  of  the  Heavenly  Father  upon  your  labors,  and  bid  you 
address  yourselves  to  the  work  which  lies  open  before  you.  ” 

At  11  a.  m.  the  Grand  Chapter  was  called  from 
labor  to  refreshment  until  7.30  p.  m.,  when  the  Royal 
Arch  Degree  was  exemplified  in  the  Hall  of  Cumber¬ 
land  Chapter,  No.  1,  M.  E.  Companion  A.  G.  Bowen, 
Grand  High  Priest,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  called  from  labor  to  re¬ 
freshments  until  9  o’clock,  Tuesday  morning,  Janu¬ 
ary  25, 1921. 

The  reports  of  the  various  Committees  were  sub¬ 
mitted,  and  on  motion  adopted.  Among  the  approp¬ 
riations  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  I  note 
the  following:  An  appropriation  of  $100  to  the 
George  Washington  Memorial  Association ;  that  $250 
be  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  starving  Chinese; 
that  $100  be  appropriated  to  the  Near  East  Relief 
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Fund;  that  $250  for  writing  the  report  on  Foreign, 
Correspondence ;  that  $200  or  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  to  purchase  suitable  badges  for  all  Ten¬ 
nessee  members  attending  the  meeting  of  Grand 
Chapter;  that  the  Grand  Officers,  members  of  thq 
several  committees  and  Eepresentatives  of  subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters  be  paid  10  cents  per  mile  one  way  and 
$8  per  day. 

The  proceedings  contain  two  fine  portraits,  those  of 
Companions  A.  G.  Bowen,,  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
and  F.  E.  Bartley,  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  was  prepared  by  M.  E.  Companion  C.  H. 
Smart,  Past  Grand  High  Priest.  We  quote  a  por¬ 
tion  of  it  relating  to  Pennsylvania.  He  comments  on 
the  action  of  M.  E.  Companion  David  J.  Davis,  as 
follows : 

“He  called  an  emergency  convocation  on  November  21,  1919,  when  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania  received  all  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  at  sight. 
We  look  upon  this  as  the  quintessence  of  toadyism.  Would  he  have  made  a 
poor  man — a  carpenter,  blacksmith  or  a  bricklayer — a  Royal  Arch  Mason  at 
sight?  Not  on  your  tintype!  The  humblest  Master  Mason  in  ‘The  Lodge 
Room  Over  Simkins’  Store’  is  the  equal  of  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania, 
or  any  other  old  State,  when  it  comes  to  Masonry,  and  the  Governor  should 
have  been  made  to  get  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  the  same  as  any  one 
else.  This  seems  to  be  the  style  in  Pennsylvania — last  year  it  was  the 
Grand  High  Priest’s  son — but  it  seems  to  us  to  be  a  doubtful  prerogative 
which  has  been  specially  given  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  to 
her  Grand  High  Priests — one  which  we  believe  is  contrary  to  all  Capitular 
law,  and  is  an  aping  of  the  prerogative  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Blue 
Degrees. 

1 1  Ho  decided  that  where  a  Brother  who  had  had  his  mark  recorded 
wrong  by  the  Secretary  and  wished  to  have  an  entirely  new  mark  rec¬ 
orded,  claiming  that  his  mark  had  never  been  recorded  and  that  he  could 
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change  it,  could  not  do  so,  and  refused  him  permission  to  substitute  it  or 
adopt  another.  We  fail  to  reconcile  this  decision  with  the  obligation  of  the 
Mark  Degree.  ’  ’ 


We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  criticize  the  re¬ 
marks  made  by  Companion  Smart.  He  is  excused. 


The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  net  gain  of .  1,066 

Number  of  Chapters  on  roll  .  83 

Total  membership  .  7,757

TEXAS. 

The  Seventy-first  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas  convened  in  the 
City  of  Waco,  Monday,  December  6,  1920,  at  10 
o’clock  a.  mv  was  opened  in  Ample  Form ,  led  in  devo¬ 
tions  by  E.  Companion  N.  F.  Grafton,  Grand  Chap¬ 
lain.  All  of  the  Grand  Officers  present.  Fifteen 
Past  Grand  Officers,  forty  Grand  Representatives 
and  the  representatives  of  146  chartered  Chapters 
present.  The  list  of  Grand  Chapters  was  called  and 
the  forty  Grand  Representatives  were  welcomed  by 
the  Grand  High  Priest  and  invited  to  seats  in  the 
Grand  Chapter,  Pennsylvania’s  representatives  be¬ 
ing  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  annual  ad¬ 
dress.  It  is  a  good  one,  but  quite  lengthy,  covering 
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forty  pages  of  the  proceedings.  I  wish  I  would  be 
able  to  report  it  verbatim,  for  every  word  of  it  is 
of  interest  to  all  Royal  Arch  Masons,  but  time  and 
space  will  not  permit.  I  will  quote  his  opening  para¬ 
graphs  : 

“  Companions: — It  affords  me  pleasure  to  bid  you  thrice  welcome  to 
the  Seventy-first  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Texas.  You  have  come  from  every  portion  of  our  Grand  Jurisdiction,  leav¬ 
ing  loved  ones,  homes,  and  business  engagements,  sacrificing  time  and  money, 
that  you  may  receive  the  hearty  hand  clasp,  looking  into  familiar  faces, 
hear  and  receive  fraternal  greetings,  and  by  pleasant  association  and  ac¬ 
tive  participation  in  the  work  of  this  Grand  Chapter  gain  renewed  in¬ 
spiration  for  the  enrichment  of  yourselves  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

“Let  us  thank  the  All-Wise  Creator  for  His  guidance  through  another 
year,  and  for  the  countless  blessings  from  His  bountiful  hand;  for  health 
and  prosperity  for  our  State  and  Nation;  that  this  Grand  Chapter  is  en¬ 
joying  fraternal  relations  with  the  other  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions;  that 
our  country  is  no  longer  engaged  in  bloody  combat,  and  that  our  glorious 
flag  unfurls  its  red,  white  and  blue  o  ’er  land  and  sea,  typifying  to  the  na¬ 
tions  of  the  earth  our  earnestness  of  purpose,  our  fidelity  to  the  right,  and 
our  interest  for  the  welfare  of  humanity. 

“Let  us  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  builders  of  our  great  Lone  Star 
State  were  men  whose  glorious  achievements  at  Goliad,  at  the  Alamo,  and 
at  San  Jacinto  have  not  only  been  engraven  upon  bronze  and  marble,  but 
in  the  affections  of  the  human  heart,  to  be  heralded  in  song  and  story 
until  the  sundown  of  time;  that  their  noble  conceptions  to  do  and  to  die 
in  the  realizations  of  the  immortal  principles  of  liberty,  equality,  and  fra¬ 
ternity,  gained  for  themselves  and  their  posterity  blessings  invaluable  and 
imperishable.  Let  us  not  forget  that  the  men  who  gave  their  blood  to 
crimson  and  to  bespatter  the  walls  at  Concepcion,  and  their  bodies  to  form 
the  funeral  pyre  at  Goliad,  were  laying  broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of 
a  State  wdiose  benedictions  should  be  not  less  renowned  in  peace  than  in 
wTar. 

‘ 1  May  we  be  doubly  conscious  and  keenly  sensitive  that  the  long  line  of 
illustrious  heroes,  who  made  us  heirs  of  their  splendid  achievements,  are 
watching  us  from  the  realms  eternal,  and  are  bidding  us  take  up  their 
work  and  push  it  forward  as  men  and  Masons  for  the  benefit  of  ourselves, 
our  craft,  and  our  country. 

‘ 1  May  we  remember  that  we  are  living  in  the  greatest  age  of  the  world ; 
that  our  work  requires  the  active  exercise  of  the  best  with  which  we  are 
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endowed;  that  we  are  the  representatives  of  the  noble  brotherhood  whose 
principles  and  practices  have  not  only  concentrated  upon  ourselves  and  our 
order  ‘the  eyes  of  Texas/  but  the  eyes  of  the  world.’ ’ 

His  address  covers  the  activities  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  for  the  year.  A  number  of  Chapters,  whosq 
charters  were  arrested  the  previous  year  for  failure 
to  pay  dues,  were  restored,  except  one  who  did  not 
comply  with  the  law,  preferring  to  surrender  its 
charter  and  effects.  He  recommended  that  the  char¬ 
ter  be  revoked. 

Duplicate  charters  were  issued  to  two  Chapters, 
one  on  account  of  the  original  charter  having  been 
greatly  damaged  by  storm  and  since  mutilated  and 
torn  in  two,  the  other  having  been  burned  October 
30,  1920. 

Quite  a  number  of  dispensations  were  granted :  To 
resume  labor,  to  move  in  other  locations,  mostly  into 
the  new  Masonic  Temple ;  to  elect  officers  out  of  time ; 
to  publicly  install  officers ;  elections  to  fill  vacancies. 
Two  dispensations  were  refused.  Those  probably  of 
interest  to  Pennsylvania  Royal  Arch  Masons  I  quote : 

“Pampa  Chapter,  No.  383,  Pampa,  Texas,  on,  September  24,  1920,  was 
refused  dispensation  to  elect  High  Priest  to  succeed  the  High  Priest  who 
contemplated  removing  from  the  jurisdiction  about  December  1,  1920.  There 
was  no  actual  vacancy,  and  Article  19  and  143,  Grand  Chapter  Laws,  pro¬ 
vide  for  election  of  High  Priest  only  in  case  of  vacancy  in  all  three  of  the 
highest  officers  of  the  Chapter. 

“Henderson  Chapter,  No.  361,  of  Henderson,  Texas,  made  application 
for  dispensation  to  participate  as  a  Chapter  in  Scottish  Rite  Memorial 
Service,  on  July  3,  1920,  over  the  grave  of  Brother  Ernest  Elliott,  a 
Master  Mason  and  Thirty-second  Degree  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  but  not  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason,  who  lost  his  life  as  a  soldier  in  the  late  war.  Brother 
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Elliott  not  being  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  I  did  not  feel  warranted  in  grant¬ 
ing  dispensation  to  participate  as  a  Chapter  in  memorial  services  of  one 
who  is  not  a  Royal  Arch  Mason.  ’  ’ 

Upon  proper  requests  from  Grand  High  Priests  of 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions  he  authorized  and  re¬ 
quested  Chapters  in  their  Jurisdictions  to  confer  de¬ 
grees  in  fourteen  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  as  a 
courtesy.  Courtesies  requested  for  the  same  purpose, 
from  eleven  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

In  speaking  of  the  pleasure  and  privilege  in  visit¬ 
ing  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons,  at  Kestone,  he  says : 

“I  saw  the  inmates  of  the  Home  eating  their  mid-day  meal,  which 
alone  was  worth  my  visit  to  see.  There  I  had  an  opportunity  to  see 
the  one  hundred  and  twenty  inmates,  whose  frosted  heads  and  tottering 
steps  indicate  that  their  days  in  the  Home  prepared  by  benevolent  hands 
will  soon  come  to  an  end.  I  had  the  privilege  of  inspecting  the  Hospital, 
which  was  erected  with  the  funds  from  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights 
Templar  of  Texas,  the  dedication  of  which  I  had  witnessed.  I  saw  the  sur¬ 
rounding  buildings  of  the  Home,  the  dairy,  the  Jersey  cows,  the  hogs,  the 
mules,  the  poultry,  the  flower  garden,  the  orchard,  and  the  farm,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Home,  and  not  a  regret  did  I  have  that  all  these  had  been  pro¬ 
vided  through  the  generosity  of  men  who  verily  believe  that  it  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.  I  rejoice  that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Texas,  assisted  by  the  liberal  contributions  from  other  Masonic  bodies,  can 
not  afford  to  neglect  this  Home.” 

In  his  decisions  and  rulings  upon  questions  he 
states  that  these  questions  could  have  been  ascer¬ 
tained  from  a  study  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Laws  and 
Amendments,  and  rulings  of  the  able  Grand  High 
Priests  who  preceded  him.  The  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Jurisprudence  states  in  this  connection: 
“He  reports  fifteen  constructions  of  the  law  and  we 
find  that  in  their  opinion  he  correctly  ruled  in  accord- 
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ance  with  the  reading  of  the  law  in  all  cases  except 
one.”  This  decision  I  will  quote : 

“5.  Chapter  Vote  Necessary  to  Reinstate  Suspended  Member:  A  Royal 
Arch  Mason  was  suspended  by  his  Texas  Blue  Lodge  in  1913  for  un-Masonic 
conduct  and  was  reinstated  in  said  Lodge  in  1919,  granted  a  demit  upon 
which  he  affiliated  in  another  Blue  Lodge.  It  requires  vote  of  a  Chapter  to 
reinstate  in  the  Chapter  a  member  suspended  in  the  Blue  Lodge  for  un- 
Masonic  conduct. 

He  pays  loving  tributes  to  the  worth  of  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  B.  P.  Dwiggins,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  Rufus  Price.  Pages  in  the 
proceedings  are  dedicated  to  their  memories.  Frater¬ 
nal  mention  is  made  of  Companions  in  their  own  and 
other  Jurisdictions.  In  conclusion  of  his  address  he 
says: 

“I  am  thankful  that  the  spirit  of  truth  and  brotherly  love  is  getting 
hold  of  the  people  of  the  earth,  because  of  the  efforts  of  the  Masonic  Fra¬ 
ternity,  and  that  the  mist-clad  purpling  hill  tops  are  being  covered  with 
Masonic  light  that  shall  gladden  the  earth;  that  the  onward  march  of  the 
Royal  Craft  in  Texas,  in  increased  membership,  in  increased  funds  for  the 
relief  of  those  knocking  at  our  doors,  are  evidences  of  the  increased  good 
that  will  come  to  bless  our  Companions  and  mankind  in  the  future.  ’  ’ 

The  proceedings  contain  a  photograph  of  the  newly 
elected  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  O.  O.  Christman. 

It  also  contains  a  complete  report  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons,  located  at 
Arlington,  Texas,  and  supported  by  the  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Texas. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  reviews  forty-six  Grand  Jurisdictions  and 
covers  126  pages.  Pennsylvania  seems  to  have  been 
left  out. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  cash  balance  of 
$65,340.03. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  285  chartered  Chap¬ 
ters,  eight  working  under  dispensations,  six  of  which 
were  instituted  since  June.  Total  membership,  33,313.

UTAH,  1920. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Utah  convened  in  its  Ninth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  at  Masonic  Temple,  Salt  Lake  City,  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  May  5,  1920,  A.  I.  2450,  at  10  a.  m.  M.  E. 
Companion  Charles  F.  Dinsmore,  Grand  High 
Priest,  called  the  Convocation  to  order,  and  the  roll 
was  called. 

There  being  a  constitutional  number  of  Chapters 
represented,  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form  after  prayer  by  Companion 
W.  H.  Buckley,  of  Alpena  Chapter,  of  Michigan, 
acting  as  Grand  Chaplain.  All  the  Grand  Officers 
present  except  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Third  Vail  and  Grand  Master  of  the  First  Vail.  Three- 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  present;  ten  Past  High 
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Priests,  not  officers  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  present. 
Twenty-one  Grand  Representatives  responded  to  roll 
call.  They  were  received  with  honors  and  welcomed 
by  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Representative  for  Pennsylvania  was  not  pres¬ 
ent.  The  Committee  on  Visitations  presented  Com¬ 
panion  Fred  C.  Richmond,  Eminent  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Grand  Commandery,  Knights  Temp¬ 
lar,  of  Utah,  who  was  received  with  grand  honors, 
welcomed  by  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest 
and  escorted  to  a  seat  in  the  East. 

The  address  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High 
Priest  refers  to  the  doings  in  his  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

He  speaks  feelingly  of  the  faces  they  miss,  that 
were  familiar  and  dear  to  us,  who  took  an  active 
part  in  our  organization,  among  which  were  the 
Grand  Correspondent,  Companion  A.  S.  Chapman, 
and  Companion  Henry  Hughes,  Past  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest. 

He  states  he  finds  considerable  interest  exhibited  in 
Capitular  Masonry  and  the  Chapters  conferring  the 
work  in  a  creditable  manner. 

Exchange  of  courtesies  with  other  Jurisdictions  m 
arranging  the  work  of  conferring  degrees  on  candi¬ 
dates  of  other  Jurisdictions. 

He  recommends  that  they  recognize  the  recently 
organized  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia  and! 
establish  an  exchange  of  Grand  Representatives. 
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Dispensations  were  granted  subordinate  Chapters 
to  hold  their  regular  convocation  at  other  than  the 
regular  time.  The  Committee  of  Doings  of  Grand 
Officers  approve  of  all  his  actions  and  congratulate 
him  on  the  zeal  and  energy  he  has  displayed  in  his 
activities  for  the  Royal  Craft  throughout  the  past 
year. 

He  visited  several  Chapters  during  the  year.  He 
says  he  enjoyed  their  hospitality  and  witnessed  the 
degrees  exemplified  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 

I  quote  his  closing  remarks : 

“As  I  surrender  the  gavel  that  you  by  your  ballot  intrusted  to  my  care 
one  year  ago  I  wish  to  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  honor  you  conferred  on 
me.  We  have  not  accomplished  great  things  during  the  past  year  but  what 
has  been  done  was  in  my  humble  judgment  foremost  to  promote  Capitular 
Masonry  and  cultivate  a  friendly  feeling  in  our  midst. 

“I  do  not  consider  my  toils  at  an  end  and  it  is  my  desire  to  continue 
to  always  be  at  your  service  and  subject  to  your  call. 

“I  wish  to  thank  my  associate  Officers  for  the  many  kindnesses  and 
able  assistance  rendered  me  in  fulfilling  the  duties  of  the  office.  ’  ’ 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  re¬ 
ported  that  peace  and  harmony  has  prevailed  in  the 
Jurisdiction,  and  nothing  has  been  referred  to  them. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  by  unanimous  ac¬ 
tion  to  the  Salt  Lake  Chapters  for  their  cordial  re¬ 
ception  and  kind  hospitality. 

There  are  no  reports  of  the  actions  of  sister  Juris¬ 
dictions.  The  correspondent,  Companion  Peter  A. 
Simpkin,  states  after  completing  the  review  of  the 
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year,  a  lengthy  but  enjoyable  task,  Grand  Chapter 
brings  to  light  the  fact  that  with  the  present  prices 
of  paper  and  composition,  wisdom  and  a  proper 
economy  fail  to  justify  the  expense  incident  to  print¬ 
ing  the  report  as  submitted. 

Hard  lines  for  the  Correspondent.  He  has  our 
sympathy .

UTAH,  1921. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excel¬ 
lent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Utah 
convened  at  Masonic  Temple,  Salt  Lake  City,  on 
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Wednesday,  May  4, 1921,  A.  I.  2451,  at  ten  o’clock  a. 
m.  M.  E.  Companion  Lee  B.  Wright,  Grand  High 
Priest,  called  the  Convocation  to  order  and  directed 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  call  the  roll  of  the  Grand 
Officers  and  Representatives  of  Chapters.  All  the 
Grand  Officers  except  Royal  Arch  Captain  werd 
present.  His  station  was  filled  by  temporary  ap¬ 
pointment.  Five  Past  Grand  High  Priests  honored 
the  Grand  Chapter  with  their  presence.  Nineteen 
Past  High  Priests,  not  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
were  also  present. 

The  R.  E.  Companion  W.  J.  Lynch,  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  State  of  Utah,  was  introduced  and  re¬ 
ceived  with  grand  honors.  He  responded  to  the  re¬ 
ception  and  invited  all  Companions  eligible  to  the 
Grand  Commandery  to  be  held  in  May,  1921.  Twenty- 
one,  Grand  Representatives  for  sister  Jurisdictions 
responded  to  roll  call.  The  Representative  for 
Pennsylvania  was  not  present. 

The  address  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  is 
concise,  quite  interesting  and  to  the  point.  I  quote 
his  opening  paragraphs: 

“  Companions: — It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the 
Tenth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  of 
Utah,  and  to  note  the  presence  of  so  many  who  have,  for  a  brief  time,  put 
aside  their  several  occupations  in  civil  life  to  aid  us  by  their  counsel  and 
encourage  us  by  their  attendance.  We  are  impressed  with  the  fact  that  this 
Grand  Body  is  composed  of  the  leading  men  of  affairs  in  the  business  and 
professional  life  of  the  State,  and  that  the  lessons  of  the  Capitular  De¬ 
grees  in  Masonry  have  a  deep  and  compelling  significance  to  those  who 
think  most  about  them. 
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“We  are  often  most  unmindful  of  God’s  blessings  when  we  have  cause 
to  be  most  gTateful.  It  is  true  that  several  of  our  Companions  have  been 
called  from  labor  to  rest.  The  Committee  on  Necrology  will  pay  a  tribute 
of  respect  to  their  memory,  which  will  become  a  permanent  record  of  this 
occasion.  But  no  office  has  been  made  vacant  by  a  visitation  from  the 
‘Grim  Reaper,’  and  we  enter  into  the  new  Masonic  year  with  our  numbers 
augmented  and  with  high  hopes  that  our  labors  will  meet  with  still  greater 
reward.  ’  ’ 

He  visited  every  Chapter  within  the  Jurisdiction 
during  the  year. 

It  is  true,  as  he  states,  there  are  some  advantages 
in  having  a  Jurisdiction  small  enough  so  that  the 
Grand  High  Priest  can  make  such  visitations  and 
know  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  Companions  by 
their  first  names. 

Certain  members  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  had 
executed  a  petition  for  dispensation  to  form  a  new 
Chapter,  and  their  right  to  vote  in  their  Chapter  was 
challenged  under  that  section  (22)  of  the  By-laws 
pertaining  to  constituent  Chapters.  The  section 
reads:  ‘ 4 Existing  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction 
of  petitioners  for  dispensation  to  form  a  new  Chapter 
shall  remain  in  abeyance :  when  dispensation  is 
granted  and  when  charter  follows,  membership  may 
cease  in  the  old  and  begin  in  the  new  Chapter,  or  he 
may  retain  membership  in  the  old  Chapter  at  his  op¬ 
tion.” 

He  decided:  “We  held  that  under  that  section  a 
‘petitioner’  is  one  who  presents,  not  one  who  merely 
signs  such  a  petition  and  that  the  members  of  the 
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Chapter  who  had  signed  the  petition  were  entitled  to 
vote  in  their  Chapter  until  the  presentation  of  it  to  the 
Grand  High  Priest.’ ’  We  quote  his  closing  para¬ 
graphs  : 

‘  ‘  The  past  year  has  been  made  a  particularly  pleasant  one  to  your 
Grand  High  Priest  by  reason  of  good-will,  harmony  and  enthusiasm,  which 
has  been  everywhere  present  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  No  hint  of  dis¬ 
cord  has  existed, — only  the  most  kindly  and  fraternal  feeling  has  been, 
manifested.  This  condition  is  all  the  more  striking  by  reason  of  the  spirit 
of  unrest  elsewhere  evident,  attributable,  in  large  measure,  probably,  to 
the  aftermath  of  the  World  War. 

"We  must  not  forget  that  other  institutions  than  ours  have  for  their 
object  the  betterment  of  their  fellowman  and  that  their  work  is  not  com¬ 
petitive  with  ours.  Let  there  be  no  jealousy  or  criticism  of  them,  lest  we 
provoke  opposition,  which  will  but  detract  us  from  the  goal  we  seek  to 
attain.  Particularly  is  this  true  of  those  other  institutions  which  are  com¬ 
posed  of  those  who  entered  upon  the  work  with  us  as  Entered  Apprentices. 
There  is  need  for  every  worker  and  doer  of  good  deeds,  and  we  wish  them 
well  under  whatever  banner  enlisted. 

‘ 1  We  cannot  close  without  an  acknowledgment  to  our  Companions  for 
their  uniform  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year.  No  aid  has  been 
asked  which  has  not  been  given,  and  that  has,  in  many  instances,  required, 
much  time  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Companions  so  called  upon.  By 
virtue  of  his  office  and  his  long  service  and  faithfulness,  our  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  w<as  best  able  and  was  most  often  called  upon  for  assistance,  which  was 
always  promptly  and  cheerfully  given.  E.  C.  Grand  Secretary  Daniels  is  as 
nearly  indispensable  as  one  Companion  can  be  to  this  Grand  Chapter. 

‘ 1  And  now,  Companions,  your  long  and  valuable  service  to  the  Craft, 
resulting  in  your  membership  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  as  accredited  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  constituent  Chapters  of  Utah,  is  a  guaranty  that  this 
Convocation  will  be  a  pleasant  and  profitable  one.  ” 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  tendered  their  re¬ 
port,  which  was  adopted  with  a  recommendation  that 
the  memorial  pages  be  dedicated  to  the  deceased 
Companions. 
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The  Committee  oh  Appeals  and  Grievances  re¬ 
ported  that  no  matters  had  been  referred  to  them, 
therefore  they  had  nothing  to  report,  which  would  in¬ 
dicate  that  peace  and  harmony  had  prevailed. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  Salt  Lake 
Chapters  for  their  cordial  welcome  and  kind  hospi¬ 
tality  tendered  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  proceedings  of  Pennsylvania  are  not  reviewed 
by  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

A  photograph  of  M.  E.  Companion  Lee  B.  Wright, 
Grand  High  Priest,  adorns  the  first  page  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  net  gain  of  mem¬ 
bership,  119;  a  gain  of  sixteen  per  cent,  over  the 
preceding  year.  Total  membership,  937. 

M.  E.  Kobert  W.  Fisher  was  elected  Grand  High 
Priest.

VERMONT. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Vermont  convened  in  Masonic  Tem¬ 
ple,  in  the  City  of  Burlington,  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  on 
Friday,  the  17th  day  of  June,  1921. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  was  opend  in  Ample  Form . 
All  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  five  District 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  eighteen  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  twenty-one  Grand  Representatives  and 
ninety-seven)  representatives  of  subordinate  Chap¬ 
ters  present.  Representative  for  Pennsylvania  not 
present. 

Newton  R.  McIlvaine,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Second  Vail  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York, 
honored  the  Grand  Chapter  by  his  presence. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  brief  but 
a  good  one ;  covers  the  business  and  activities  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  for  the  year.  He  attended  several 
district  meetings  during  the  year.  He  reports  the 
meetings  he  attended,  the  Companions  were  enthusi¬ 
astic,  the  work  was  of  a  very  high  order,  the  officers 
of  the  various  Chapters  showing  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  ritual  and  floor  work  from  year  to  year. 

Eight  dispensations  were  granted  for  work  in  the 
several  Chapters.  The  reasons  given  for  their  re¬ 
quests  were  such  as  to  merit  favorable  consideration. 
They  met  the  approval  of  the  Committee  of  Juris¬ 
prudence  as  being  in  accord  with  the  established  law 
and  usages. 

He  pays  a  loving  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Silas  H.  Danforth,  of  their 
Jurisdiction,  and  recommended  that  a  page  be  set 
apart  in  the  proceedings  to  his  memory. 
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Fraternal  mention  of  the  deaths  of  Companions 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  of  sister  Juris¬ 
dictions  is  made. 

No  decisions  were  made. 

I  quote  his  closing  words: 

‘  ‘  And  now,  Companions,  the  report  of  my  official  acts  is  before  you  for 
consideration;  the  time  has  arrived  when  I  must  return  to  you  the  trust 
you  bestowed  on  me  one  year  ago.  If  I  have  failed  in  any  way  it  has  been 
from  lack  of  judgment  and  not  intentionally,  and  I  ask  your  indulgence. 

“I  have  tried  faithfully  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  office.  Before  laying 
aside  the  emblem  of  authority,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of 
the  many  kindnesses  received  from  your  hands  during  my  term  of  office,  and 
finally,  Companions,  may  prosperity  and  happiness  abide  with  you,  and  the 
God  of  our  Fathers  ever  bless  and  keep  you.  ” 

The  proceedings  contain,  on  the  first  page,  a  photo¬ 
graph  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Chables  A. 
Lang. 

It  also  contains  a  comprehensive  report  by  M.  E. 
Companion  Eugene  S.  Weston  on  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  United  States. 

This  is  of  no  particular  interest  to  the  Companions 
of  our  Grand  Chapter,  for  we  are  not  members  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  nor  do  I  think  we  ever  will 
be. 

M.  E.  Companion  Eugene  S.  Weston,  p.  g.  h.  p., 
reviews  the  proceedings  of  fifty-two  Jurisdictions. 
Pennsylvania  is  accorded  nearly  two  pages.  In  re- 
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ference  to  Lodges  of  Mark  Master  Masons  tie  says: 
4  4  Their  Lodges  of  Mark  Master  Masons  remains  the 
same,  but  there  is  a  loss  in  membership  of  ten. 
Pennsylvania  is  the  only  Jurisdiction  on  this  side  of 
the  world  that  has  Lodges  of  Mark  Master  Masons 
separate  from  the  Chapter.  ’  ’ 

He  also  refers  to  conferring  degrees  at  sight.  He 
says: 

1 1  Pennsylvania  is  the  only  Grand  Jurisdiction  that  claims  the  preroga¬ 
tive  of  conferring  the  degrees  at  sight.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  McCon¬ 
nell  started  the  custom  and  we  expect  every  Grand  High  Priest  will  want 
to  follow  suit.” 

I  will  give  one  more  extract  from  his  report: 

il  Another  decision  was  that  smoking  in  the  body  of  the  open  Chapter 
is  prohibited.  This  decision  would  not  be  needed  in  Vermont,  as  we  have 
always  had  more  respect  for  the  institution  than  to  transgress  in  this  par¬ 
ticular.  The  writer  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Fraternity  for  half 
a  century  and  never  saw  it  attempted  in  any  Masonic  Body  in  Vermont. 
In  fact,  I  have  only  seen  it  once,  and  that  was  in  a  Lodge  in  Virginia, 
where  the  members  indulged  in  smoking  during  the  conferring  of  the 
Third  Degree.” 

I  fear  our  good  Companion  is  laboring  under  a 
grave  misapprehension  if  he  thinks,  as  I  infer  from 
his  remarks,  that  the  Companions  of  Pennsylvania 
indulge  in  smoking  in  the  body  of  the  open  Chapter. 
Pennsylvania  Masons  do  not  smoke  in  either  Lodge 
or  Chapter.  I  presume  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  was  in  answer  to  a  question  inquiring  if 
it  might  be  allowable. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports,  number  chartered 
Chapters,  30 ;  total  membership,  5,362 ;  a  net  gain  for 
the  year  of  469. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  balance  on 
hand,  June  17, 1921,  $5,310.65 ;  also  $12,000  in  Liberty 
Bonds,  making  a  total  of  $17,310.65. 

M.  E.  Companion  Christie  B.  Crowell  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest  and  R.  E.  Companion  Henry  H. 
Reoss,  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.

VICTORIA. 

Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Victoria  were  held 
at  Melbourne,  July  16,  October  15, 1919,  and  January 
21  and  April  21,  1920.  M.  E.  Companion  W.  P. 
Bice,  Grand  Z.,  presided  at  each  of  these,  and  the 
Grand  Chapter  was  duly  opened  in  Ample,  Ancient 
and  Solemn  Form . 

In  one  of  the  Quarterly  Convocations  we  note  the 
following  communication  by  M.  E.  Companion  W. 
P.  Bice,  First  Grand  Principal : 

‘ 1  1 Peace  has  teen  signed,  and  thus  ends  the  greatest  war  in  history.  I 
join  with  you  in  thanking  God.  ’  These  nineteen  simple  words,  spoken  by  His 
Majesty  King  George  a  few  days  ago  to  the  enthusiastic  crowds  outside 
Buckingham  Palace,  express,  I  think,  all  that  is  in  our  hearts  at  this  time, 
and  we,  too,  can  earnestly  join  in  thanking  God  that  peace  has  been  signed — * 
a  peace  that  will,  we  trust,  be  a  just  and  lasting  peace,  one  that  will  remove! 
from  the  world  the  fear  of  war,  and  that  will  forever  remind  us  of  the  great 
sacrifices  by  which  it  was  gained.  Before  closing  Grand  Chapter  this  even¬ 
ing,  we  will  again  join  in  thanksgiving  to  the  Most  High  for  the  deliverance 
He  has  granted  to  us,  and  for  the  vindication  of  right  against  might,  of 
liberty  and  fraternity  against  despotic  rule.” 
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Beautiful  and  impressive  sentiment. 

He  paid  tributes  of  respect  to  the  memories  of 
several  Grand  Officers  who  died  during  the  year. 

Two  Chapters  were  consecrated  during  the  year. 

Many  pleasing  official  visitations  were  made,  and 
much  work  participated  in,  installation  of  officers, 
conferring  of  degrees,  etc.,  are  reported  to  widely 
separated  Chapters,  journeys  made  during  the  first 
quarter  alone  totalling  1,760  miles. 

Recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British 
Columbia,  with  interchange  of  Representatives,  was 
extended  at  the  Grand  Convocation  held  October  15r 
1919.  Consideration  of  the  request  for  fraternal 
recognition  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland 
was  postponed,  pending  the  result  of  a  referendum  to 
be  taken  in  the  English  and  Scottish  Craft  Lodges 
of  Queensland,  the  result  of  which  is  expected  to 
“ restore  unity,”  and  will  incidentally  affect  the 
question  of  recognition. 

Reviewing  briefly  the  past  year,  he  expressed  his 
pleasure  at  the  continued  progress  made,  the  gain 
in  membership  being  fifty  per  cent,  better  than  the 
preceding  year,  which  was  also  a  record  and  that  a 
gratifying  interest  and  enthusiasm  are  shown  in 
Chapter  work,  particularly  in  the  country  districts, 
as  shown  by  the  long  distances  some  of  the  Com- 
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panions  travel.  During  the  last  ten  years  they  have 
more  than  doubled  their  membership. 

There  are  at  the  close  of  the  year,  1919,  twelve 
metropolitan  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  734, 
and  13  county  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  640. 
Total  membership,  1,374.  The  net  gain  during  the 
year  has  been  177. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  the  accumulated  ac¬ 
count  shows  a  balance  of  £603 :3 :0. 


At  the  Quarterly  Convocation  held  at  Freemasons’ 
Hall,  Collins  Street,  Melbourne,  Wednesday,  January 
21, 1920,  R.  E.  Companion  W.  A.  Callaway,  p.  g.  h.  p., 
gave  an  interesting  address  on  “  Ceremonial  and 
Character.”  We  quote,  in  part,  the  following: 

‘‘During  the  course  of  his  remarks,  Companion  Callaway  delved  deeply 
into  his  subject,  and  showed  that  he  had  prepared  something  of  more  than, 
ordinary  intelligence.  His  thoughts  on  the  value  of  ceremonial  work  and 
ritualistic  beauties  betrayed  his  belief  that  it  is  of  little  value  unless  ex¬ 
emplified  in  a  forceful  manner.  He  did  not  ridicule  or  suggest  its  aboli¬ 
tion,  but  rather  advocated  that  it  were  better  left  undone  unless  conducted 
with  sublime  sincerity.  He  claimed  that  Ceremonial  could  not  be  disso¬ 
ciated  from  F.  M.  any  more  than  ritual  could  be  eliminated  from  cer¬ 
tain  church  services,  but  it  was  a  mistake  to  esteem  it  as  the  chief  part  of 
the  structure,  being  no  more  than  a  mere  framework  round  which  the  edifice 
of  character  was  erected.  Words,  after  all,  were  only  symbols  of  the 
thought  behind  them.  He  illustrated  the  preacher  accustomed  to  the  use 
of  words  without  the  practical  knowledge  of  human  nature,  or  his  inabiliy 
to  lift  mankind  to  a  higher  plane. 1 1

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirteenth  Grand  Annual 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Masons  of  Virginia  convened  in  Masonic  Temple, 
in  the  City  of  Richmond,  Tuesday,  October  26,  1920, 
at  eight  o’clock  p.  m.,  when,  after  prayer  by  Compan¬ 
ion  P.  T.  McFadden,  D.  D.,  Grand  Chaplain,  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  was  opened  in  Solemn 
Form  by  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  John  T.  Cochran. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present.  Seventy 
Chapters  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest’s  address  and  report  as 
Grand  Lecturer  was  read,  both  offices  being  held  by 
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the  same  Companion.  I  quote  the  opening  para¬ 
graphs  : 


“To  the  Companions  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Virginia: — It 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  extend  to  you,  my  Companions,  a  most  cordial 
and  hearty  welcome  to  our  One  Hundred  and  Thirteenth  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion.  I  desire  to  welcome,  especially,  those  who  are  in  attendance  for  the 
first  time.  Let  us  unite  in  offering  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  for  the 
manifold  blessings  and  comforts  He  has  bestowed  upon  us  during  the  past 
year,  and  invoke  His  guidance  and  protection  during  the  sessions  of  this 
Convocation. 

‘ 1  Gazing  from  the  porch  of  my  home  towards  the  West,  one  may  see 
in  the  foreground,  fatted  cattle,  feeding  over  the  rolling  hills  of  the  blue 
grass  pastures  of  Piedmont  Valley,  now  somewhat  browned  from  the  autumn 
weather;  beyond,  are  apple  orchards  with  bending  boughs  of  red  fruit; 
fields  of  harvested  corn,  picturesque  with  their  thick  and  well  filled  shocks; 
fields  of  growing  wheat  (a  promise  of  next  year’s  harvest)  ;  and  in  the  dis¬ 
tant  background  of  this  rural  beauty,  we  behold  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains, 
twenty  miles  away,  in  view  north  and  south  for  thirty  miles,  like  the  great 
Chinese  wall,  over  which  a  storm  approaches;  clouds  gather,  the  sun  is  ob¬ 
scured,  lightning  flashes,  thunder  reverberates,  the  cattle,  terrified,  seek 
shelter.  After  an  hour  of  this  turmoil  the  storm  passes.  Nothing  has  been 
harmed,  not  a  leaf  nor  an  apple  is  dislodged,  the  cattle,  now  quiet,  resume 
their  feeding,  the  grass  is  freshened,  the  foliage  beautified  by  the  rain, 
and  the  mountains  appear  but  nearer  and  of  deeper  hue  in  the  clarified 
atmosphere.  So  it  is,  Companions,  with  our  peace-loving  country;  some¬ 
times  disturbed  by  unrest,  strikes  and  occasional  violence,  and  now  in  the 
throes  of  a  heated  political  campaign,  but  our  staunch  ship  of  State  will 
weather  these  storms,  as  in  the  past,  if  each  of  us  will  but  perform  our 
full  duty,  no  matter  how  small  or  obscure  it  may  be. 

i  1  This  year,  occupying  as  I  do  by  your  graciousness,  the  dual  role  of 
Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Lecturer,  I  find,  that  in  rendering  my  report, 
it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  separate  the  two,  and  shall,  therefore,  combine 
my  official  visitations  in  one  report.”

As  Grand  Lecturer  he  made 
visits. 


The  Grand  High  Priest  granted  dispensations,  in 
a  few  instances,  to  ballot  upon  petitions,  without 
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waiting  the  statutory  time.  He  had  no  questions 
presented  that  could  not  be  covered  by  the  Digest. 

The  twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives  of  other 
Jurisdictions  were  presented  by  M.  E.  R.  M.  Fergu¬ 
son,  and  cordially  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest. 

The  second  day  of  the  Grand  Convocation  was 
opened  in  Solemn  Form  on  Wednesday,  October  27, 
1920,  at  eight  o’clock  p.  m.,  at  which  time  the  follow¬ 
ing  distinguished  visitors  were  received : 

At.  Ex.  J.  H.  Anderson,  Grand  High  Priest  of  North  Carolina,  was 
presented  by  M.  Ex.  R.  M.  Ferguson,  introduced  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  and  addressed  the  Companions  in  a  most  delightful  manner,  ex¬ 
tending  hearty  greetings  from  his  own  State,  and  extending  a  cordial  wel¬ 
come  to  such  of  us  as  may  visit  his  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Rt.  Em.  Sir  George  C.  Cabell,  Grand  Commander,  of  Norfolk,  Va., 
was  presented  by  M.  Ex.  John  T.  Cochran,  and  made  a  happy  response  in 
his  own  eloquent  style.

WASHINGTON. 

The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Washing¬ 
ton  was  held  at  Seattle,  Washington.  The  Convoca¬ 
tion  was  called  Monday,  May  2,  1921  at  ten  o’clock 
a.  m.,  and  three  thirty  o’clock  p.  m.,  and  Tuesday, 
May  3,  1921,  at  nine  thirty  o’clock  a.  m.,  all  sessions 
being  opened  in  Ample  Form . 
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M.  E.  Companion  Frederick  W.  Craig,  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  was  escorted  to  the  Grand  East 
and  received  with  an  address  of  welcome  by  M.  E. 
Companion  Henry  L.  Kennan,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest. 

Companion  Craig  responded  to  the  same  in  behalf 
of  the  600,000  Royal  Arch  Masons  whom  he  repre¬ 
sents. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  M.  E.  Grand 
High  Priest  Frederick  Lah  Janeck. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present.  Thirty- 
seven  Chapters  represented;  two  not  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  reviews  the 
work  of  the  year.  He  reports  the  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  has  been  beyond  that  of  any  previous  year, 
and  trusts  that  it  has  been  for  the  desire  of  further 
knowledge  and  enlightment  in  Masonry,  and  not  only 
a  stepping  stone  for  “higher  degrees”  to  reach  that 
so-called  “playground”  in  Masonry,  and  that  the 
labors  of  the  officers  conferring  the  degrees  have  left 
a  lasting  impression  on  the  candidates.  We  heartily 
join  in  these  sentiments. 

Dispensations  for  two  new  Chapters  were  granted. 

Most  fittingly  and  with  sorrow  announces  the 
death  of  M.  E.  Companion  Nathan  Smith  Porter, 
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Past  Grand  High  Priest,  and  suitable  mention  of  the 
death  of  Companions  of  other"  Jurisdictions. 

No  request  for  official  ruling  coming  to  his  atten¬ 
tion,  that  was  not  covered  by  the  code,  he  had  none 
to  report. 

He  recommends  the  per  capita  tax  be  reduced  from 
seventy-five  to  fifty  cents,  the  reduction  giving  them 
sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the  work.

He  recommends  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priests  to  visit  the  Chapters. 

I  quote  his  closing  remarks : 

‘ 1  The  records  of  my  official  acts  are  before  you.  If  they  but  in  a  small 
measure  meet  with  your  approbation,  I  shall  feel  that  my  labors  have  not 
been  in  vain. 

“Especially  do  I  feel  indebted  to  the  Grand  Officers  for  their  untir¬ 
ing  efforts  in  imparting  knowledge  and  assistance  rendered  the  Chapters 
throughout  the  State,  as  their  reports  show.  Particularly  at  this  time  I 
wish  to  thank  our  Grand  Secretary,  who  was  always  ready  and  willing  to 
lend  his  wise  counsel  and  valuable  assistance,  and  to  do  much  to  lighten 
the  duties  devolving  upon  me. 

“As  to  my  appreciation  of  the  high  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  this 
Grand  Body,  words  fail  me.  My  gratitude  can  be  best  expressed  by  my 
future  endeavor  to  serve  our  time-honored  institution  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power  in  any  capacity  that  occasion  may  present.” 

Owing  to  the  sudden  death  of  Companion  Blalick 
so  soon  after  the  Annual. Convocation,  the  report  of 
Foreign  Correspondence  was  brief,  twenty-four  pro¬ 
ceedings  reviewed.  Pennsylvania  was  omitted. 
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A  portrait  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  adorns 
the  first  page  of  the  proceedings. 

The  election  resulted  in  the  election  of  John  Mar¬ 
tin  Arnstin,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  and  Tancy 
Crawford  Blalick,  R.  E.  Grand  Secretary.

The  Grand  Representatives  were  received  with 
Grand  Honors,  and  a  most  appropriate  address  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain,  full  of  suggestions  which  should 
appeal  to  the  hearts  of  all  true  Americans,  ending 
by  asking  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  stand  up  bravely 
for  God  and  Country. 

The  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  Thomas  M.  Turner, 
presented  his  report.  It  is  a  complete  review  of  the 
business  of  the  year.  In  the  opening  remarks  he  says : 
“I  deeply  felt  and  now  feel  the  great  responsibilities 
of  the  Office,  and  inability  to  perform  the  duties  de¬ 
volved  upon  me  in  a  manner  equal  to  distinguished 
predecessors.  However,  all  my  acts  and  actions  have 
been  performed  with  but  one  idea  in  view,  that  of 
the  advancement  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction/ , 

He  reports  our  great  Order  has  witnessed  peace, 
good  fellowship  and  general  prosperity  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction. 

He  pays  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  memory  of  E. 
Companion  Harry  L.  Broh,  Grand  Captain  of  the 
Host,  who  died  March  1,  1920. 

In  the  long  list  of  the  Illustrious  dead  of  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  is  included  that  of  our  dear 
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Companion  M.  B.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  J.  Henry 
Williams. 

In  the  list  of  appointments  of  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  we  find  the  name  of  M.  E.  Companion  Ben¬ 
jamin  A.  Cruthers,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  as  the 
Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  as  of  date  September  15,  1920. 

With  the  Grand  Lecturer,  he  attended  the  School 
of  Instruction,  and  reports  the  work  exemplified  in 
a  creditable  manner,  and  recommended  that  the 
Grand  Chapter  make  arrangements  for  the  holding 
of  the  mid-year  School  of  Instruction  for  the  coming 
year. 

He  visited  quite  a  number  of  Chapters  during  the 
year,  in  which  he  was  cordially  received  and  enter¬ 
tained. 

Two  new  Chapters  were  constituted. 

A  number  of  courtesies  received  and  asked  are  re¬ 
ported.  Peace  and  harmony  existing  throughout  the 
J urisdiction,  there  is  no  record  of  any  decisions  made. 

I  quote  his  closing  remarks : 

1 1 1  have  now,  my  Companions,  spread  before  you  a  record  of  my  of¬ 
ficial  acts  for  the  past  year,  the  labors  of  which  have  been  of  a  most  pleas¬ 
ing  and  satisfactory  character  to  me.  I  can  only  say,  Companions,  that  I 
have  tried  to  do  my  best.

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  very  in¬ 
teresting,  from  which  I  quote  the  opening  para¬ 
graphs  : 

Dear  Companions:  Another  milestone  of  this  Grand  Chapter  has 
passed  and  through  the  guiding  hand  of  the  Great  I  AM,  we  have  safely 
arrived  in  port.  I  extend  to  you  all  a  hearty  welcome  and  true  fraternal 
greeting,  to  this,  the  Seventy-first  Annual  Convocation. 

May  the  deliberations  and  actions  taken  while  we  are  assembled  prove 
of  lasting  benefit  to  our  beloved  Order.  To  those  who  meet  with  us  fort 
the  first  time,  may  you  receive  such  help  from  being  here,,  and  take  home  to 
your  Chapters  the  fraternal  spirit  that  will  be  an  inspiration  to  your 
Companions  and  a  lasting  benefit  to  all  Royal  Arch  Masons. 
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‘  ‘  Tlie  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress.  The  growth  of  the  Order 
is  the  largest  in  its  history;  and  peace,  harmony  and  good  fellowship  pre¬ 
vail  throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction.  Today  we  ha\e  ninety-seven  chart¬ 
ered  Chapters,  and  five  under  dispensation,  with  a  total  membership  of  17,043r 
a  gain  of  2,164  for  the  year. 

1 1  One  year  ago  you  placed  the  ship  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  under  my 
guidance  and  care.  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  for  the  honor 
bestowed.  Conscious  of  my  shortcomings,  I  trust  the  report  of  my  steward¬ 
ship  will  be  received  with  the  same  consideration  with  which  I  have  been 
received  in  such  official  duties  as  I  have  been  privileged  to  perform.  The 
hour  has  now  arrived  to  take  up  the  duties  for  which  we  are  assembled  and 
may  they  redound  with  so  much  good  for  all  of  us,  that  we  can  all  say,  ‘It 
was  well  to  have  been  there. 1 

Necrology. 

1 1  The  hand  of  Providence  has  dealt  very  gently  with  us  this  past  year. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  an  unbroken  chain  of  Grand  Officers  and  no  loss- 
in  our  permanent  members. 

‘  ‘  The  reports  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  show  two  hundred  two  of  our 
Companions  have  been  called  to  that  undiscovered  country  from  whose 
bourne  no  traveler  returns. 

“Let  us  honor  the  memory  of  our  deceased  Companions  by  standing — 
and  in  silent  prayer  ask  the  blessing  of  God  on  our  present  undertaking.  ’ r 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  re¬ 
views  forty-three  Jurisdictions  and  covers  forty- 
three  pages  of  the  proceedings.  Pennsylvania  is 
fraternally  reviewed. 

He  only  had  two  decisions  to  make,  both  being 
covered  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  granted  ten  dispensations, 
three  of  which  were  requests  to  receive  and  act  on 
petitions  out  of  time.  I  quote  the  Grand  High  Priest 
in  the  following  : 

{ 1  In  granting  the  dispensations  to  receive  and  act  on  petitions  in  less  than 
lawful  time,  while  the  Constitution  is  very  plain,  here  were  cases  of  Brothers 
who  on  account  of  their  work  were  unable  to  remain  long  enough  in  one 
place  to  gain  jurisdiction.  ” 
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The  points  in  the  following  are  well  taken  and  I 
feel  would  be  of  interest: 

1 1  One  year  ago  the  Grand  High  Priest  called  the  attention  of  the  Com¬ 
panions  in  his  address  regarding  the  posting  of  candidates.  I  feel  that  this 
is  of  vital  interest  to  every  Chapter,  and  its  officers  should  see  that  this  is 
complied  with,  so  that  when  a  candidate  is  exalted  he  will  be  in  a  position  to 
visit  some  other  Chapter,  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  and  not  be 
placed  in  the  position  that  many  of  our  Companions  are  today,  in  never 
having  been  posted. 

“In  the  symbolic  degrees  one  cannot  advance  before  he  has  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination.  Why  not  in  the  Capitular  degrees?  It  is  the 
duty  of  every  High  Priest  of  the  constituent  Chapters  to  observe  and  strictly 
enforce  this  law. 

1 1  There  is  another  matter  that  I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
Companions,  and  that  is  the  lax  methods  of  the  most  important  committee 
in  the  Chapter.  In  Section  4,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution,  is  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

‘ 1  1  Every  petition  for  the  degrees  shall  be  presented  at  a  stated  con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Chapter,  be  recommended  by  two  members  therof,  and  if 
received,  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall  make  a  report 
thereon  at  some  subsequent  convocation  of  the  Chapter.’ 

1 1  This  Committee  is  the  safeguard  of  every  Chapter  and  Capitular 
Masonry,  when  they  do  their  duty.  How  many  times  is  it  done?  Is  it  not  a 
fact  that  the  principal  work  that  the  Committee  has  been  doing  is  to  sign 
the  recommendation  on  the  petition?  In  the  rapid  growth  that  Capitular 
Masonry  is  making  today  I  think  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
this  Committee  be  very  vigilant  and  active,  so  that  when  they  get  ready  to 
make  their  report  they  have  thoroughly  investigated  the  standing  and  char¬ 
acter  of  the  petitioner  and  will  know  that  they  are  recommending  a  Brother 
who  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Chapter  and  an  honor  to  Capitular  Masonry.  It 
is  time  for  the  constituent  Chapters  to  wake  up  and  make  that  Committee 
be  the  most  important  in  place  of  the  most  lax,  as  it  now  is.  ’  ’ 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  the  following:  Total 
membership,  January  1,  1921,  17,043,  net  gain  for 
year,  2,164. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  cash  balance  of 
$18,921.61. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Grand  Trustees  re¬ 
port  a  total  of  $10,141.58  in  investments,  including 
accrued  interest.  An  excellent  showing. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  he  visited  fifty-three 
Chapters  and  finds  the  work  of  Capitular  Masonry 
was  never  in  better  condition  than  it  is  today. 

An  engraving  of  the  newly-elected  Grand  High 
Priest  is  shown  on  the  first  page  of  the  proceedings.

WYOMING. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Wyoming,  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  met  in  Annual  Convocation  at  Masonic 
Temple,  Lander,  Wyoming,  on  Thursday,  July  14, 
A.  D.  1921,  A.  I.  2451,  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Companions  present,  opened  the  Grand  Chapter  in 
Ample  Form ,  the  Grand  Chaplain  leading  the  de¬ 
votional  exercise.  All  the  Grand  Officers  present. 
Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  present;  fourteen 
Chapters  represented. 

M.  E.  Companion  William  J.  Lynch,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Utah  was 
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in  Waiting  and  desirious  of  visiting  Grand  Chapter, 
when  Grand  High  Priest  Sheldon  appointed  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  retire  and  introduce  the  distinguished 
visitor,  which  they  did.  He  was  received  with  honors 
by  the  Grand  High  Priest.  Companion  Lynch  ex¬ 
pressed  his  deep  appreciation  of  the  honor  and 
presented  an  eloquent  message  of  good  will  on  behalf 
of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Utah. 

Twenty-two  Grand  Representatives  were  pre¬ 
sented.  Responses  were  made  and  words  of  kindly 
greeting  from  each  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  rep¬ 
resented.  The  Representative  of  Pennsylvania  was 
not  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  read  his  annual  ad¬ 
dress.  We  quote  his  opening  paragraphs: 

L  ‘  1 U©  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted,  ’  and  I  feel  extremely 
humble  this  day,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Thirteenth  Annual  Convocation  of 
this  Grand  Body,  and  deeply  thankful  for  the  fortunate  circumstances  which 
one  year  ago  placed  me  in  the  highest  position  that  can  be  bestowed  by  this 
Grand  Chapter. 

1 4  The  sympathy,  kindly  counsel  and  friendly  advice  of  my  Companions 
1^  e  helped  to  make  my  task  very  easy  and  a  real  pleasure.  I  wish  to  thank 
each  and  every  Companion  for  helping  to  share  my  burden  of  the  past 
year,  and  for  their  eflorts  to  promote  the  harmony  and  growth  of  Capitular 
Masonry.  ’  ’ 


He  speaks  in  loving  remembrance  of  the  death  of 
tJieir  Excellent  Grand  Chaplain,  Companion  Rev. 
George  C.  Rafter,  who  died  February  26.  He  states 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  sister  Jurisdictions 
have  sustained  sad  losses  in  the  death  in  many  noted 
Companions. 
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Special  dispensations  were  granted  in  three  in¬ 
stances,  one  to  hold  an  election  and  installation  of 
officers,  as,  on  account  of  weather  conditions,  there 
had  not  been  a  quorum  present  at  regular  meeting 
when  election  should  have  been  held.  Two  others  to 
install  officers,  they  having  been  unavoidably  absent 
at  the  time  of  regular  installation.  One  dispensa¬ 
tion  was  refused,  when  a  Chapter  asked  to  ballot 
on  petitions  without  laying  over  the  required  four 
weeks,  as  required  by  their  Statutes,  in  order  to  get 
candidates  ready  for  the  Shrine  ceremonial. 

We  heartily  approve  his  action  in  refusing  to  grant 
this  dispensation. 

In  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love  he  extends  courtesies 
to  other  sister  Jurisdictions,  viz.,  request  to  confer 
degrees  on  elected  candidates  from  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

A  number  of  Grand  visitations  were  made  to  Chap¬ 
ters  throughout  his  Jurisdiction,  indicating  his  great 
interest  in  the  work  and  the  prosperity  of  his  Juris¬ 
diction. 

I  quote  his  closing  paragraph,  relating  particu¬ 
larly  to  visitation : 

I I  In  all  my  visitations  I  have  sought  not  to  entertain  nor  be  enter¬ 
tained,  but  to  make  plainer  the  hidden  Truths  of  Capitular  Masonry.  Chap¬ 
ter  Masonry  seems  to  be  harder  to  understand  than  ancient-craft  Masonry, 
and  by  many  is  looked  upon  as  a  necessary  evil — a  stepping  stone  to  so- 
called  ‘higher  Degrees’  in  Masonry.  The  candidate  takes  the  four  Degrees 
in  two  to  three  meetings.  He  does  not  understand  what  it  is  all  about,  and 
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unless  be  can  be  induced  to  attend  the  meetings  and  study  the  work  to  get 
the  real  meaning,  he  is  losing  a  wealth  of  real  treasure,  more  precious  than 
gold  or  silver,  the  living,  palpitating  truth.” 

A  recess  was  taken  until  one  thirty  o’clock  p.  m. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  convened  with  officers  as 
before. 

Reports  of  committees  were  submitted. 

I  will  make  note  of  one  committee  especially. 
“  Your  Committee  on  Grievances  respectfully  reports 
that  no  grievance  has  been  presented  for  its  con¬ 
sideration.” 

Peace  and  harmony  prevails  throughout  their 
Grand  Jurisdiction.  There  is  no  record  of  any  de¬ 
cisions  made. 

The  appendix  contains  the  able  and  most  interest¬ 
ing  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  is  by 
Companion  Samuel  Corson  for  the  Committee.  Ho 
reviews  fifty-four  Jurisdictions,  covering  118  pages. 

Pennsylvania  is  fraternally  and  most  favorably 
reviewed.  His  report  as  a  whole  is  very  complete, 
and  satisfactory.  He  states  it  is  his  second  report. 

The  proceedings  contain  a  photograph  of  the  M. 
E.  Grand  High  Priest  and  Rev.  George  C.  Rafter, 
Grand  Chaplain,  deceased. 

The  financial  statement  shows  a  net  increase  of 
$752.57  for  the  official  year. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  net  gain  of  239 
members;  total  membership,  1,707.
